The Nebraska Radio Network 


Pinnacle Sports Productions begins its third 
year of producing live broadcasts of the Univer- 
sity of Nebraska sporting events. Pinnacle, now 
owned by Triathlon, purchased the rights on 
Feb. 9, 1996, and was approved by the board of 
regents on Feb. 24, 

The Pinnacle Sports contract began with the 
1996-97 season and runs through the 2000-2001 
season, It includes the exclusive radio broadcast 
rights to Nebraska football, men's basketball, 
women's basketball, baseball and volleyball, The 
contract has guaranteed rights fees of $8,6 mil- 
lion dollars over five years. In addition to game 
coverage, Pinnacle Sports provides a daily, live 
call-in show focusing on NU athletics and other 
sports in the area. 

Pinnacle Sports Productions heads up a large 
network of state and national affiliates, allow- 
ing Husker games to be heard nationwide. 
KKAR owns the rights as the Omaha affiliate, 
while KLIN retains the rights to Nebraska ath- 
letics in the Lincoln market. As of press me, 
Pinnacle Sports had put together a 59-station 
network, including 36 in-state and 23 out-state 
stations, covering 14 states. 

Criteria used in evaluating bids included guaranteed annual fees; con- 
fidence in the bidder's ability to realize such fees; ability to put together 
a network; additional proposed programming; availability of a viable 
radio production facility and personnel: coverage of women's sports; 
other sports coverage committed; air wave coverage of the state of Ne- 
braska and key out-of-state locations; and willingness and ability to pro- 
mote the University of Nebraska in all areas, including non-athletic con- 
cerns. 

Paul Aaron of Elkhorn, Neb., is president of Pinnacle Sports Produc- 
tions. His staff includes Patty Aaron, Laurel McLane, Joni Woodrulf 
(marketing) and Elizabeth Pate (office manager). 


Announcer Warren Swain 


The radio contract change also brought about a change in the on-air 
talent for Husker athletics. Veteran sportscaster Warren Swain begins 
his third year as the play-by-play voice of Husker football and men's 
basketball. Swain has been in the sports radio business for nearly three 
decades and was the radio voice of University of Virginia football, bas- 
ketball and lacrosse from 1986 to 1996. 

Swain has also held play-by-play assignments at Drake University, 
the University of Oregon, lowa State University and Hastings College. 
Swain was named Virginia Sportseaster-of-the- Year six times, most re- 
cently in 1994, as well as earning lowa and Oregon Sportscaster-of-the- 
Year honors. 

After growing up in the Midwest, Swain welcomed the opportunity 
to work with the University of Nebraska. 

Former Husker Adrian Fiala provides color for football broadcasts. 
Fiala played football (linebacker) and baseball (catcher) for the Huskers 
(1967-69), Fiala previously provided color commentary for KFOR 
radio in Lincoln, working with Ray Scott, Tim Moreland and Dick Perry, 
Since 1985, he has worked as the analyst for telecasts of the Omaha 
Royals games on the Nebraska ETV Network and in Omaha, on Cox 
cable. Former Huskers Terry Connealy and Jerry Tagge are also a part of 
the football team. Connealy is a statistician and Tagge is a sideline 
reporter. Mike Elliott serves as technical director, 

Jim Rose (of KLIN) and Gary Java (KKAR) are also a part of the 
network team, Other announcers include KLIN's Gary Sharp, John 
Baylor, John Bishop and NU Director of Basketball Operations Nick 
Joos (men's basketball).

For 
information regarding credentials, team and player information, inter- 
views, statistics, travel plans, pictures, video highlights, press conferences 
and satellite feeds, please call the SID Office (402-472-2263). 

To assist you during the season, please take time to read the media 
information found on the next two pages. Briefly, interviews must be 
arranged through the sports information office one day in advance, 
Photographers and videographers are allowed to shoot stretching drills at 
the beginning of practice only. After the first 15 minutes, practices are 
closed, Media credential requests must be made in writing. Nebraska's 
weekly press conferences are held on Tuesday at noon. 


@ Media Credentials...All requests for press, broadcast, photo and 
parking credentials should be directed to Chris Anderson, Sports Infor- 
mation Director. Requests should be made in writing on appropriate 
letterhead at least one week before the game. Requests via fax are 
acceptable (see fax information below). Asa general rule, working space 
in the Nebraska Press Box is allotted on the following basis: (1) daily 
newspaper writers covering for Sunday publication; (2) sports editors of 
Nebraska daily newspapers; (3) radio personnel for broadcast origina- 
tions: (4) official school student daily newspaper, one seat and/or sideline 
only; (5) approved special coverage; (6) press and TV working photog- 
taphers. Generally, weekly press representatives, internet news services 
and non-originating radio representatives cannot he accommodated in the 
Press Box because of space limitations. Visiting freelance and amateur 
photographers are not eligible for media credentials, except by approval. 


® Media Will Call...in most cases, credentials will be mailed. Creden- 
tials, including parking, may be picked up Friday, until 5 p.m., atthe Sports 
Information Office from secretary Vicki Cartwright. Credentials that are 
not mailed will be held at the outside Press Will Call window located at 
the north end of the Stadium Drive Garage. Credentials may be picked up 
at the Press Will Call beginning at 8:30 a.m., or four hours before kickoff 
on Game Day. A photo ID must be shown to receive credentials. 


@ Media Access...Memorial Stadium access for the media is the Press 
Gate (Gate 8) on the west side of the stadium, directly under the Press Box 
and located a few feet north of the Press Box elevator. The working press 
areaisat Level | inthe Press Box. Photoand television decks can be reached 
via Level 2. 


@ Media Parking...Parking at Memorial Stadium is always at a pre- 
mium, with a limited number of spaces allocated to the media, Media 
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parking is directly south of the stadium, in the lot to the east of the 
intersection of Stadium Drive and T Street. Early arrival is strongly 
suggested. No cars will be admitted to the media lot later than one hour 
and 15 minutes before kickoff. No cars will be admitted withouta media 
parking pass. 


@ Tuesday Media ...Each Tuesday during the football season (except 
weeks of open dates), Nebraska hosts a media luncheon in the N Club 
Lounge on the first oor ofthe South Stadium Office Building. A sandwich 
buffet lunch is served at 11:30 a.m., followed by Coach Frank Solich’s 
weekly news conference at noon. The news conference will end by 12:30 
p.m., and requested Nebraska players will then be available, pending class 
and meeting schedules, until 1:15 p.m. Participating media requesting 
Nebraska players must do so on Monday. Excerpts from Coach Solich 
and Huskerplayers will be uplinked on Tuesday afternoon, following the 
Big |2 satellite feed. Transcripts of Solich's press conference comments 
will be available by 4 p,m., Tuesday, on Fax-on-Demand (1808). 


@ Frank Solich Teleconference..,Out-of-town media wishing to 
participate in the weekly Frank Solich news conference may do so via 
telephone by contacting the Nebraska Sports Information Office (402) 
472-2263 no later than Tuesday morning, A university operator will 
connect participants shortly before noon central time. Lines are limited 
and in the event demand exceeds supply, priority will be given to those 
who have requested credentials to that week's game. 


@ Media Hotels... The Nebraska Sports Information Office reserves a 
limited number of hotel rooms for out-of-state media for home football 
weekends. The rooms may be requested through Vicki Cartwright in the 
Sports Information Office (402)472-2263, but requests must be made by 
noon on the Wednesday before the game. Credit card numbers will be 
requested. 


® Stadium Directions...Memorial Stadium is located on the east side 
of Stadium Drive, between T Street on the south and Avery Avenue on 
the north. To reach it from Lincoln Municipal Airport, turn right on 
Northwest 12th Street as you drive out of the airport. Northwest 12th 
becomes Cornhusker Highway, which intersects with Interstate 1] 80. Exit 
south (downtown) onto 1-180, which turns into one-way, southbound, 
Ninth Street in downtown Lincoln. Drive two blocks and turn left at P 
Street (just past the Lincoln Journal Star Building), go one block and tum 
lefi on 10th Street, then keep to the right for four blocks to Memorial 
Stadium (DO NOT enter 1-180 north). From Omaha's Eppley Airfield, 
follow the signs to downtown Omahaand Interstate 480. Take [-480 west 
to Interstate 80, then take I-80 west approximately 60 miles to J-1 80. Exit 
south (downtown) on [-180, and follow the above directions. 


@ Sports Information Office...The University of Nebraska Sports 
Information Office isin Room 116 ofthe South Stadium Office Building, 
which is located under the south stands of Memorial Stadium. Room 116 
is to the left inside the building’s main entrance. 


@ Interview Policy...During the season, the only times Coach Frank 
Solich will be available formedia interviews during the week will beat the 
Tuesday news conferences andon the field after practice each day. Coach 
Solich isalso available each Monday on the Big 12 Briefing teleconference 
(11:50 a.m, -Noon central), Please contact the Big 12 office (214-742- 


1212) for details. Nebraska players are available for interviews in person 
or by telephone after practice until two days before a game during the 
season (i.e., through Wednesday fora Saturday game). Depending onclass 
and meeting schedules, players are sometimes available before practice. 
All requests for player and coach interviews must go through the Sports 
Information Office (402-472-2263). No player interviews will be granted 
on the two days before a game, or before the game on gameday. No 
interviews are to be conducted on the lower level of the South Stadium 
Office Building, including the hallway and the tunnel leading to the field, 
or in the weight room or Hewit and Boekel Centers. Interviews with 
assistant coaches in their offices on the second floor of the South Stadium 
Building must be set up in advance through the Sports Information Office. 
Players who are redshirting their first year at Nebraska are not required 
to do interviews and players will not be allowed to be interviewed on live 
call-in radio shows. All requests must be made at least one day in 
advance. 


@ Daily Practices...During the season, Nebraska practices are normally 
conducted in Memorial Stadium starting at approximately 3:30 p.m. All 
practices are closed to the public and the media after the first 15 minutes 
(or at the conclusion of warmups). Media wishing to interview Coach 
Frank Solich or Nebraska players after practice should come to the Sports 
Information Office shortly before the end of practice and be escorted to 
the field, Practices usually last two hours, but the length sometimes varies, 
so media should check with Sports Information (402-472-2263) to verify 
practice times. 


@ Postgame Interviews..,Nebraska’s lockerroom is closed after games, 
both home and away, but Coach Frank Solich and requested players and 
assistant coaches will be available for interviews following a briefcooling- 
offperiod. For home games, only coaches, players and staff members will 
be admitted to the tunnel and locker room after the game, but Coach Solich 
and requested personnel will be brought to the interview room, adjacent 
to the Husker locker room. Admittance to the interview area will be by 
media credential only, Media members may reach the interview room 
through the east door just south of the southeast corner of the field, under 
the stands. Foraway games, the best available interview area will be used. 
Requests for player and assistant coach interviews, home and away, will 
be taken by Chris Anderson and Keith Mannat the end of the third quarter.

Scouts may arrange through the Sports Information 
Office (402-472-2263) to purchase high-row tickets for Nebraska home 
games. Tickets will be held in Press Will Call in the Stadium Drive Garage 
Athletic Ticket Office unless other arrangements are made. 


@ Satellite Feeds... Videotape highlights of Nebraska football games are 
available weekly during the football season via the Big 12 Conference 
satellite uplink. The half-hour feed runs each Tuesday, beginning Sept. 
| atapproximately 3 p.m.,, central time. For satellite coordinates and time 
(unavailable at press time) please contact the Nebraska Sports Informa- 
tion Office (402-472-2263) or the Big 12 Office (214-742-1212). Follow- 
ing halftime of non-televised home games, first-half highlights of the 
game will be available via satellite at 3 p.m. Please contact the Nebraska 
Sports Information Office for coordinates. 


@ Television/Radio/Photo Rights and Restrictions...Nebraska and 
its opponent own the broadcast rights forall games. Nebraska follows the 
guidelines established by the NCAA Championship Events Committee, 
which follow. Radio and television stations that have not purchased rights 
shal! not carry any broadcast report from the stadium ona live basis or 
any live description/footage ofany game action while itis still in progress. 
No pregame and/or postgame live coverage shall be permitted for two 
hours before and two hours after the sporting news without the express 
permission of the University, Per NCAA guidelines, stations are limited 


to three minutes ofhighlights per news show. Television stations also are 
prohibited from selling, loaning or giving away footage to any individual 
or agency or for use on any nonsports-news program produced or aired 
by the station. Games that are broadcast by television networks may have 
additional restrictions, Also, per NCAA regulations, footage and photos 
of players with eligibility remaining, may NOT be used to commercially 
promote any product, service or media outlet and may not be sold/loaned 
to other individuals/agencies for this purpose. Disrespect of credential 
privileges will resultin withdrawal ofall future credentials, All news media 
outlets are asked to please follow NCAA rules and regulations. 


@ Telephones...Nebraska provides some 22 modular telephones for 
media use in the Memorial Stadium Press Box, 17 on the first row of the 
main press area, two more on the second row, and three on tables in the 
rear of the press area. All long-distance calls must be credit card, collect 
or billed toa third number, Any media sources wishing to install a private 
telephone in the Press Box should contact Nebraska Telecommunications 
(402-472-2000) at least two weeks before the game. 


@ Press Box Services...The Nebraska Sports Information Office will 
provide game programs, pregame notes, flip cards and media guides before 
home games. Play-by-play accounts, quarter “flash” stats, final stats, 
player and coach postgame quotes from both locker rooms, postgame 
notes and complete sets of all of the above are distributed as soon as they 
are available. A verbal play-by-play account of down and distance is 
provided over the interior public address system. Injury information, 
record and stat updates and scores of other games are also provided, as 
available, Nebraska's postgame interviews can be seen and heard in the 
press box for those who are unable to go down to the interview room. A 
complimentary meal is served, normally starting two hours before kickoff 
and ending one-half hourbefore kickoff. Softdrinks are available until the 
Press Box closes. An SID representative will be in the Press Box until all 
visiting writers have finished. 


@ Big 12 Sideline Policies...The Big |}2 Conference maintains a strict 
sideline control policy inan effort to keep the playing area as clear of people 
as possible. 4// sideline photographers must have a sideline armband and 
a media pass, and both must be clearly visible. Armbands can be picked 
up in the Press Box before ganie time—providing photographers have 
made prior arrangements. The Big 12 sideline control policy; (1) Only 
those photographers on assignment from a newspaper, magazine, televi- 
sion station or a participating institution, are given credentials. Each 
student publication shall be limited to one press and/or one sideline photo 
pass. (2) Only those newspapers with Sunday and/or daily editions are 
eligible for sideline passes. (Special requests shall be submitted to the 
Sports Information Director for review, but such requests, ifhonored, will 
be limited to one photo pass). (3) Cutline writers, equipmentcarriers, and/ 
or other so-called “assistants” will not be allowed on the sideline. (4) 
Photographers mus? display their credentials (media pass and armband) 
atall times. Failure to do so will result in expulsion from the stadium. (5) 
University personnel are to be deployed on the sidelines to ensure that all 
credentials are properly displayed and to watch forany abuse of privileges 
by photographers. Those possessing bench passes must remain inside the 
team bench area (between the 25-yard lines). (6) Photographers may not 
enter the bench area at any time. (7) Photographers are not permitted to 
congregate in the writers’ section of the Press Box during halftime or after 
the game. Tripods are not allowed on the NU sideline. 


@ FAX Access...The Nebraska Sports Information Office has an auto- 
matic fax machine that can transmit or recetve documents. The telephone 
number forthe fax is(402)472-2005. The machine isavailable, onrequest, 
in the Press Box after the game free of charge. Postgame stats will be 
available on fax-back and the internet following the game. Nebraska, and 
all Big 12 Conference schools, are members of a conference-wide "fax- 
back” system, where interested media members may call directly and have 
releases, notes, stats, depth charts, etc., faxed to their machine. There will 
be no charge to the receiver, other than the cost of the long-distance call.

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1998 NCAA Rule Changes 


The following rule changes were approved for the 1998 season by the 
NCAA Football Rules Committee during its annual meeting February 16- 
18, 1998, in Kansas City, Mo.. The committee chair is Vincent J. Dooley, 
director of athletics at the University of Georgia. 


1998 NCAA Football Rule Changes 
@ A backwards pass can be recovered and advanced by the defensive team; 
@ Officiating crews must be from the same officiating organization, 
Effective August, 1, 1999. split crews will not be allowed. 

If worn, gloves or hand pads must be gray in color, effective August 
1, 1999, 

@ Incase of death or catastrpophic injury or illness, a player or person may 
be memorialized by a patch or decal not greater than 1 1/2 inch diameter 
that displays the number, name or initials of the individual on the uniform 
or helmet. 

# All squad members must wear visible socks or leg coverings that are 
identical in color, design and length. 

# If worn, eye shields must be clear and made from molded and rigid 
material. 

@ If recovered by an opponent of the passing team, the ball continues in 
play. 

@ A five-yard penalty is required at the previous spot for illegal touching 
of a forward pass by an ineligible receiver. There is no loss of down penalty 
for illegal touching. 

@ A fumble behind the goal line will be ruled as either a touchback or 
safety. 

@ Beginning in the third overtime period, teams thal score touchdowns 
must attempt a two-point conversion, A team may attempt an extra-point 
kick if it chooses, but the kick will not count if it is good. (Note; Field goals 
are still allowed.) 

# Wide recwivers and players in motion toward the ball at the snap may 
not block below the waist toward the ball anywhere behind the neutral zone 
and within fiye yards beyond the neutral zone (the location of the ball at 
the time does not matter). 

@ Kicking-team players will be penalized 15 yards for coming within six 
feet of the kick receiver before he has touched the ball and then roughing 
him. 

@ Defensive players may not rough an offensive player in position to 
receive a backward pass behind the neutral zone (i.¢.. the trailer on an option 
play). 

@ Officials may interrupt the 25-second count if 4 player obviously does 
not have his mouthpiece properly in place and charge the offending team 
with a timeout (or a fiye-yard penalty if timeouts have been exhausted), The 
player may remain in the game if he has his mouthpiece with him. 

@ The game clock will start when the ball is kicked on kickoffs, except 
when two minutes or less remain before the end of either half. 

@ The clock will start on the ready-for-play after a forward fumble that 
goes out of bounds, 

@ Conferences and institutions, by mutual agreement, may start the 
halftime clock immediately afier the second period ends. 

Personal fouls, unsportsmanlike fouls and dead-ball fouls on touchdown 
plays will be penalized on the PAT; no other fouls on touchdowns will carry 
over, and no fouls will carry over beyond the PAT. 

@ Dead-ball fouls before a PAT may only be penalized on the PAT. 

@ Dead-ball fouls after a PAT and unsportsmanlike fouls during a PAT may 
be penalized on the kickoff or first play of the next period. 

@ Fouls during a PAT may only be penalized on retries of the PAT. 

@ Live-ball fouls on successful field-goal attempts may not carry over to 
the kickoff (but may be accepted, and the down replayed).

Huskers Post Best Record in '90s 


With three national championships and an 87-1 1-1 record foran .884 
Winning percentage, there's no doubt that the Nebraska Cornhuskers are 
the team of the '90s. Nebraska's 60-3 five-year run is not only impressive, 
but unprecedented as well. No other Division I team had won 46 games 
over any four-year period, except Nebraska from 
1993 to 96 (47-3), Then the Huskers posted a 
perfect 13-0 record last season, to better their 1, 
own NCAA four-year record (49-2) and to 
record the best five-year total in NCAA history. 
The run began with the 1993 season that 
culminated in a national championship bout with 
Florida State. The Huskers lost 18-16 on a missed field goal, but followed 
with three perfect seasons in the last four years, including last year when 
Nebraska defeated Tennessee, 42-17, for the school's fifth national 
championship and third in four years. Nebraska also had the best record 
in the ‘80s with a 103-20-0 (.837) mark, and ranked fifth in the '70s with 
a 98-20-4 record.

Tom Osborne, the coach who won at 
least nine games every year and 255 in 25 
years at the helm of the University of 
Nebraska, announced his retirement on Dee. 
10,1997. Director of Athletics Bill Byrne 
subsequently announced at the same press 
conference, that following the Orange Bowl, 
Osborne would turn over the reins of the 
winningest program of the last two decades 
to longtime assistant Frank Solich. 

Osborne posted a remarkable 255-49-3 
record for an .836 winning percentage, all at 
the University of Nebraska. Osborne 
coached the Huskers in his 25th consecutive 
bowl game on Jan. 2, when the No. 2 
Huskers (13-0) defeated the No. 3 
Tennessee Volunteers (11-2) in the FedEx 
Orange Bowl, giving Osborne his third

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national championship in a four-year period (a feat accomplished just 
one other time). He is the only collegiate football coach to retire as a 
reigning national champion. Osborne, 61, who had double bypass surgery 
in February of 1985 and an irregular heartbeat earlier in the season, said 
his health was a concern, but not the only reason he chose to retire. 

“Lenjoy the game, the strategy, the players and 
coaches as much as I ever have and [ hate to leave 
that part of it," Osborne said, "but | don’t want to 
continue ina role where I’m not actively coaching 
as | always have." 

Nebraska has posted 36 consecutive winning 
seasons, dating back to Bob Devaney's first year in 
1962. The stability and continued success of the Husker program, in 
addition to proven coaching abilities, are the main reasons Byrne appointed 
Frank Solich as Osborne’s successor, 

“Frank Solich is an excellent coach and recruiter who has been courted 
by many schools across the nation. 1 have every confidence that Frank 
will continue the success that the Husker football team has enjoyed for so 
many years," Byrne said. "Promoting Frank allows us to maintain the 
continuity and stability of the program, which is exactly what every school 
in the country is striving to attain. It's the tradition that sets us apart from 
other programs in the country.” 

Solich, 53, was a member of Osborne’s staff for 19 years. A standout 
fullback on Coach Bob Devaney’s Nebraska teams from 1963 to 1965, 
Solich earned his bachelor’s and master's degrees from Nebraska. He began 
his collegiate coaching career as Nebraska’s freshman coach in 1979, He 
was promoted to a full-time assistant position in charge of the vaunted 
Huskerrunning backs in 1983, and was namedassistant head coach in 199 |. 

Solich looks forward to carrying on the strong tradition of the Nebraska 
program, which ranks as the seventh-winningest program ofall time (722- 
292-40, .704) and has the longest current winning season streak in the 
country at 36 years. 

"The reason this staff has remained together for so long is because of 
Tom and the way he truly cares about each individual, Earning the respect 
Tom has enjoyed will be my greatest challenge," Solich said, "But 1am 
confident that the staff and team will be supportive. We have excellent 
players in our system, and I fully intend to do everything | can to maintain 
the continuity and success of the program and staff."

While the manatthe helm has changed, Solich said the system will remain 
basically the same. Coach Osborne served as his own offensive coordi- 
nator for the entire 25 years he was at the helm and for six more calling the 
plays for Bob Devaney.

Huskers Make Early Debut 
Nebraska kicks off its 1998 season 
playing host to Louisiana Tech in the 
inaugural Eddie Robinson Football Classic 
on Aug. 29. Nebraska was approached 
about playing host to the game in May, 
The game marks the fourth time Nebraska 
has taken part in one of the NCAA 
sanctioned preseason games. Nebraska 


made three previous appearances in the Kickoff Classic in the 
Meadowlands, N.J., winning all three games. The Aug. 29 opener marks 
the second straight season and the fourth time in the last five years that 
Nebraska has opened its season in the month of August. Nebraska 
opened against Akron on Aug. 30 last season, played at Oklahoma State 
on Aug. 31 to open the 1995 season and took on West Virginia on Aug. 28 
in the 1994 Kickoff Classic. Nebraska also opened its season in August 
in 1983 and 1988, playing in the Kickoff Classic in both of those seasons. 
The Huskers’ Aug, 27, 1988, Kickoff Classic matchup with Texas A&M 
is the earliest season opener in school history. 


1998 Schedule is Strong 


After opening with Louisiana Tech, 9-2 last 
season, the Huskers play host to Alabama- 
Birmingham, then travel to Berkeley to meet the 
California Bears. Nebraska plays host to the 
University of Washington on Sept. 26 to conclude 
non-conference action. The Huskers play host 
to Kansas, Missouri, Texas and Colorado in Big 
12 action, and have league road games at Texas 
A&M, lowa State and Kansas State. The 
matchup with Oklahoma State will take place at 
Arrowhead Stadium in Kansas City on Oct. 3, 
instead of Stillwater. In the third year of Big 12 
action, Nebraska's 1998 schedule does not include 
Oklahoma for the first time since }928. Baylor 
and Texas Tech also will not face the Huskers 
until the year 2000 in the Big 12 rotation. New 
league opponents include Texas, Texas A&M and 
Oklahoma State. Nebraska's 12 opponents won

Coach 
Tom Osborne became the first coach to hit 250 wins in a25-year span with 
a69-7 winoverOklahomain Lincoln. The Huskers had trouble containing 
Missouri quarterback Corby Jones and required their first-ever overtime 
period to putaway the Tigers, 45-38, in Columbia. Matt Davison caught 
the game-tying TD pass, which was deflected by intended receiver Sheyin 
Wiggins--a miraculous ESPY Award winning catch that put the true frosh 
in the limelight, lowa State was no problem the next week, as NU scored 
a season-best and conference-record 77 points 
against the Cyclones in a 77-14 rout in Lincoln. 
The Huskers finished the regular season with a 
27-24 win over the Buffaloes in Boulder and 
thumped No. 14 Texas A&M. 54-15, to win their 
first Big 12 Championship title in San Antonio, 
Texas, on Dec. 6.

and defensive tackle Jason Peter led the team in tackles with seven, With 
the convincing victory, the Huskers were named national champions by 
the Coaches, but were second to Michigan in the AP Poll.

Huskers Among Nation's Best 

In 1997, Nebraska finished as the NCAA statistical champion in three 
categories: rushing yards per game (392.6); total offense (513.7); and 
scoring offense (47.1). [twas the | 3thrushing title for Nebraska, seventh 
in the last 10 years, and 11th under Osborne. The 392.6 yards per game 
was the third best NU total ever, trailing NU's 
401.7 in 1983 and the 399.8 in 1995, the last time 
the Huskers won the rushing title. Nebraska had 
won the scoring title three previous times, most 
recently in 1995, when NU posteda school-record 
52.4 points per game, and in 1982 and 1983. The 
Huskers’ 47,1 points per game ranked third bestall 
time at Nebraska. The 1997 season marked the 
third time NU had led the nation in total offense and the 513.7 yards per 
game ranked third best all time behind the school-record 556.3 in 1995 
(which ranked second nationally), and behind the 518.6in 1982. Nebraska 
averaged more than 500 yards of total offense for the eighth time since 
Statistics began being kept in 1946. The Husker defense also ranked among 
the nation’s top 2 inthree of the four categories, including rushing defense 
(73.4, third, second-lowest all time), total defense (257.3, fifth) and 
scoring defense(16.4, 12th). NU finished seventh inkickoffreturns (24.5 
ypr)and 19th in puntreturns(11.8 ypr). Nebraska's 392.6 yards per game 
rushing was 59.9 yards per game better than No. 2 Rice and 129.1 yards 
better than No. 6 Missouri's 263.5, which was second in the Big 12, 
Nebraska's 513.7 total offense yards were 11.5 yards per game better than 
No.2 Washington State.

NU Continues to Lead Big 12 in Graduation Rates 


For the second consecutive year, the Husker football team posted the 
top graduation rate among Big 12 member schools at 63 percent in 1997, 
Nebraska's four-class (1987-90) graduation rate was 63 percent (71 per- 
cent for Caucasian scholarship student-athletes and 55 percent for Afri- 
can Americans). All three figures were higher than the national average 
for all students (53 percent), all student-athletes (58), all football stu- 
dent-athletes (53) and all Division | football student-athletes (54). NU’s 
rate Was six percent higher than second-place Iowa State (57) and led 
Baylor (53) Missouri (52), Texas (52), Oklahoma (47), Texas Tech (44), 
Colorado (43), Kansas (41), Kansas State (41), Oklahoma State (41) and 
Texas A&M (35). Nebraska’s student-athlete graduation rate for all 
sports, which includes only those students who completed their eligibil- 
ity at NU. is an outstanding 86 percent. 


Dave Gillespie Hired as Running Backs Coach 

With the promotion of Frank Solich to head coach, Nebraska had a 
coaching vacancy for the second consecutive year. Before the start of 
spring drills, Coach Solich named former Husker assistant Dave Gillespie 
to coach the running backs. Gillespie played I-back for the Huskers from 
1974 to 1976, graduated from UNL in 1977, was a graduate assistant 
coach for the Huskers in 1985 and was Nebraska's recruiting coordinator 
from 1986 to 1993, earning a master's from UNL in 1986. Gillespie 
coached at the University of Kansas the past four years. Last spring, 
Nebraska hired rush ends coach Nelson Barnes from the University of 
Texas to replace Tony Samuel, who took the New Mexico State head 
coaching position after the 1996 season.

Three Starters Return on Offense 

While many names have changed (including that of the head coach), the 
tradition continues, as NU enters the Coach Solich era with a team that is 
capable of the same offensive and defensive dominance. On offense, 
Nebraska will feature new starters at quarterback, four offensive line 
positions, I-back, split end and tight end, but has ample talent to choose 
from. Quarterback Scott Frost, Il-back Ahman Green, who opted to leave 
for the NFL, and offensive guard Aaron Taylorare gone. Frost became 
the | 0th Division I player to rush and pass for | ,000 yards ina season last 
year. Green rushed for 1,877 yards as a junior, and Taylor was a two-time 
All-American who capped his career by winning the school's eighth 
Outland Trophy. The departure of those three certainly leaves a big void 
on a Husker offense that won three national 
statistical titles in 1997, rushing (392.6 ypg). total 
offense (513.7 ypg) and scoring (47.1 ppg), and 
earned the Coaches' national championship. Ne- 
braska also loses two tight end starters in Tim 
Carpenter and Vershan Jackson and split end Jeff 
Lake. Also goneare three other linemen, two-time 
all-conference tackle Eric Anderson, right guard 
Jon Zatechka and lefttackle Fred Pollack. Just three starters on the offense 
return, plus veteran place-kicker Kris Brown, Joel Makovicka, who was 
NU'sthird-leading rusher with 685 yards and nine TDs, returns at fullback. 
Josh Heskew is the only returning starter on the line, and although he 
missed spring bal] because of back surgery, he will contend for national 
honors at center this fall, The remainder of the O-line will be filled by 
relatively inexperienced Huskers, Lance Brown is the only returning 
starter at the three receiver positions, although Kenny Cheatham, Matt 
Davison and Sheldon Jackson, along with Brown. were the Huskers’ top 
receivers. Three sophomores, DeAngelo Evans, Correll Buckhalter and 
Dan Alexander, will fill the void for Green at I-back. Buckhalter rushed 
for 311 yards and six TDs while Evans took a medical redshirt year after 
rushing for 776 yards and 14 TDs his freshman year. Sophomore Bobby 
Newcombe came out of spring ball on top of the depth chart at quarterback 
with redshirt freshman Eric Crouch ready to back him up. Junior Frankie 
London backed up Frost last year, but moves to wingback this fall. 
Newcombe returned to quarterback before spring ball after playing 
wingback in the last 10 games last season, Newcombe's natural talent 
assisted him in 173 yards in receptions, 244 in punt returns and 16 in 
kickoffreturns. Kicker Kris Brown has led the Huskers in scoring the past 
three years and has demolished nearly all of Nebraska's kicking records. 


Place-kicker Kris Brown owns nearly every kicking record, and with a 
streak of 16 consecutive field goals made to his credit, will contend for 
All-America honors in 1998.

Assistant Athletic Director and Performance Team leader Boyd Epley 
produced numbers before spring testing that showed that this year's squad 
Jost 435 pounds of fat, gained 145 pounds of muscle and improved 161 
inches in the vertical jump. Five Huskers have posted 10-yard dash 
electronic times of 1.50 or better, including left corner Khari Reynolds, 
who bettered the all-time Husker record with a 1.44 showing. Reserve 
corner Matt Ickes has a 1.46, starting wingback and return man Lance 
Brown has a 1.49 and quarterback Bobby Newcombe and wingback 
Shevin Wiggins each posted a 1.50, In the 40-yard dash, cornerback

Place-kicker Kris 
Brown set position records for the pro-agility run (3.97) and pro-agility 
points (658), while punter Bill Lafleur set position records in the vertical 
jump (35 inches), vertical jump points (596), pro-agility run (3.91) and 
pro-agility points (700), Chad Kelsay set a rush end record with his pro- 
agility run time of 3,96 and 893 points, while Kyle Vanden Bosch's 733 
points in the 40-yard dash were the most by a rush end. Lonnie Fulton's 
4.22 in the pro-agility run was a record for an offensive lineman.

The Offensive Line 


Along with key offensive skill positions, the offensive line is in tran- 
sition. Gone are four starters, including Outland Trophy winner Aaron 
Taylor (LG), two-time all-conference Eric Anderson (RT), right guard 
Jon Zatechka and left tackle Fred Pollack, "The offensive line has gaps, 
but we did have some players who got playing time. Jason Schwab has 
great movement and excellent athletic ability. He really came on toward 
the end of the year in terms of learning the system," Solich said. "Adam 
Julch is another guy that as the season went on, started developing, Ben 
Gessford, a walk-on, has a real opportunity to compete for a starting job 
as does James Sherman at offensive guard. We have enough talent to 
develop not only starters, but their backups as well." The Huskers lost 
starters and depth, as senior Matt Hoskinson was the sixth man in last 
year relieving Taylor, Heskew and Zatechka. Adam Julch, Jason Schwab 
and Jeff Clausen will contend for starting tackle positions and James 
Sherman, Brandt Wade, Ben Gessford and Russ Hochstein are the only 
other returning letterwinners. Julch had surgery on his right ankle after 
the spring game, but is hopeful to return by the opener, Four redshirt 
freshmen could contend for positions, including tackles Kyle Kollmorgen 
and Dave Volk, guard Jon Rutherford and center Dominic Raiola. Heskew 
missed his second consecutive spring after having back surgery after the 
bowl game, but is healthy for 1998. Matt Baldwin is a junior with one 
letter backing up Heskew. Five four-year lettermen and one three-year 
letterman are gone. Combined, the O-line returnees have just 13 letters 
combined. Fall camp will be crucial for Milt Tenopir's "pipeline," but in 
Tenopir's 24 years, the Huskers have ranked among the nation's top 
three in rushing 20 times. The O-Line has been a "pipeline" to the NFL 
of late, as five Huskers are active in the NFL, including Will Shields 
(Kansas City), Zach Wiegert (St. Louis), Brenden Stai (Pittsburgh), Rob 
Zatechka (New York Giants). and Aaron Graham (Arizona). Inthe 1998 
draft, Taylor was a seventh-round pick and Anderson, Zatechka and 
Pollack signed as free agents. 
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The Receivers 
Receivers coach Ron Brown loses just fourand returns nine letterwinners 
for 1998. Gone are two first-team tight ends in Vershan Jackson and Tim 
Carpenter. Both had excellent blocking skills, but Sheldon Jackson, the 
tight end with the most catches, returns. He had | | catches last season to 
rank fourth on the team and caught a team-best 4-56 in the Orange Bow! 
vs. Tennessee. Several talented receivers return, including split ends 
Kenny Cheatham (led Huskers with 14 catches for 191 yards and 0 TDs) 
and Matt Davison (11-232-1) and wingbacks Lance Brown (12-226-0) 
and Shevin Wiggins (6-76-0). The receiving corps will do without the 
services of -back Ahman Green, who tied with Cheatham for the team lead 
with 14 catches for 105 yards from his I-back position. and Bobby 
Newcombe, who moved back to quarterback in the spring and was sixth 
on the team with seven catches for 173 yards. Seniors Jeff Lake (SE) had 
4-40 and Vershan Jackson had 5-60. Junior Frankie London, who was 
Frost's backup last year at quarterback, moves to wingback this fall. 


The Running Backs 

There’s good news and bad news at the I-back position in 1998, The 
bad news is that the Huskers lose two-time all-conference and second- 
team All-American Ahman Green. Green led the Huskers with 1,877 
yards and 22 TDs last year and finished his three-year career as NU's 
second-leading rusher all time with 3,880 yards. Green opted forthe NFL 
after his junior season, Nebraska also lost Jay Sims, who rushed for 608 
yards and six TDs in his three-year career, The good news is the return 
of DeAngelo Evans, who had 776 yards asa true freshman alternating with 
Green in 1996, Evans sat out last spring and all of the fall on a medical 
hardship, He had surgery in July and October of 1997 to repair a pelvic 
muscle but returned to near-full speed during spring ball. Correll 
Buckhalter returns after rushing for 31] yards and six TDs as a true 
freshman last season. Dan Alexander, a big, strong I-back (6-0, 250) will 
also contend for more playing time. He rushed 16 times for 74 yards as 
a freshman last year, but was slowed after tearing an ACL in the spring 
of 1997. Dahrran Diedrick is an incoming scholarship freshman who joined 
the Huskers in January. Fullback is secure as former walk-on Joel 
Makovicka returns. "Mak" had 685 yards and nine TDs, which tied the 
Huskerseason fullback record. He will be backed by senior walk-on Billy 
Legate, scholarship sophomore Willie Miller and junior walk-on Ben 
Kingston. "Joel Makovicka played tremendously well last season, Billy 
Legate and Willie Miller are both strong backups with experience," Solich 
said. Former Husker I-back Dave Gillespie took over coaching the running 
backs for Solich. Gillespie spent the last four years coaching at the 
University of Kansas.

The Quarterbacks 

Quarterback is another key offensive position losing its starter. Scott 
Frost led the Huskers to their third national title in four years afier 
transferring as a junior from Stanford. He was the starter in eyery game 
the last two years. Frost became the first Husker and LOth Division | 
quarterback overall to rush (1,095, 19 TDs) and pass (1,237. four 
interceptions, five TDs) for 1,000 yards in a season, It was a hotly 
contested race this spring with sophomore Bobby Newcombe coming out 
on top. Newcombe played in two games at quarterback last year, 
completing one pass, then switched to wingback where he was a valuable 
contributor as a receiver in the last 10 games. Quarterback Coach Turner 
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Gill, a former All-Big Eight 
Husker quarterback, noted 
thatalthough the starter won't 
be definite until after falleamp, 
the position is now 
Newcombe's to keep or lose. 
Redshirt freshman Eric 
Crouch finished spring sec- 
ond behind Newcombe, 
Crouch is a talented athlete 
who spent 1997 recovering 
from ankle surgery. Senior 
walk-on Monte Christo en- 
ters fall listed third. Christo, 
who in three years of action 
has endured several injuries, 
has just three game rushes, 
but the most practice experi- 
ence. Sophomore walk-on Jay 
Runty is also available. Frankie London. who backed up Frost last fall, 
willmove to wingback. Newcombe took a few snaps in the first two games 
last year, but all of the four QBs have very limited game experience. In 
fact. the four combined have completed just one pass. Nonetheless, Gill 
said, "In spring drills, they showed me that they have great confidence. the 
mental intelligence and the physical tools to get it done--they can play."

The Defensive Line 

One certainly cannot underestimate the loss of Grant Wistrom at right 
rush end or Jason Peter at defensive tackle. Wistrom is just the school's 
second student-athlete to earn back-to-back first-team All-America and 
first-team academic All-America honors. He led the team in tackles for loss 
(17-79), sacks ($,5-58) and quarterback hurries (25), while Peter was also 
a first-team All-American who was tied for second in tackles for loss (15- 
61). third in sacks (7-40) and second in quarterback hurries (22). Together, 
the pair caused four fumbles, recovered three, broke up seven passes and 
had 111 tackles on the line. The leadership of the two first round draft picks 
will also be missed. "Jason and Grant were not only great players, but they 
were excellent leaders and great motivational players for us," said Solich. 
"They played tremendously hard and were vital in enabling us: to 
accomplish all our goals during winter conditioning and spring ball last 
year. They took it upon themselves to press other players into working 
hard. Rush end will continue to be strong for us and | think we have the 
potential to be strong up frontagain." Two future All-Americans are ready 
to emerge, as Mike Rucker will move to the right side and Chad Kelsay 
Will stay at left rush end. Both are seniors this year and both have a habit 
of making big plays. Rucker has played in 33 regular-season games and 
has 31 tackles for lossand 15.5 sacks. Kelsay has 34 games under his belt, 
13 tackles for losses and 7.5 sacks. Four other letterwinners are available 
to back up both rush end positions, including Kyle Vanden Bosch, a 
talented athlete who played in every game as a true freshman last year, 
sophomore Brandon Mooberry, senior Travis Toline and junior Aaron 
Wills. On the interior line, junior Steve Warren will remain at nose tackle 
where he had 25 tackles and two starts, while senior Jason Wiltz will help 
man the line taking Peter's place at defensive tackle. Wiltz has lettered 
twice and has 56 tackles to his credit. 


The Linebackers 


"The linebacker positions will be very strong for us," Solich said. "We 
have anumber of guys witha lot of experience and playing time who have 
proven they can perform." Jay Foreman returns for his senior year after 
starting every game at middle linebacker in 1997, He will be backed by 
Carlos Polk. who is one of the most talented athletes on the team, and Ben 
Buettenback. Speedster Eric Johnson takes over at Will linebacker after 
sharing the position with starter Octavious McFarlin last year.

Last year at this time, secondary 
coach George Darlington had three 
holes to fill. A true sophomore and a 
true freshman moved in and performed 
well. This year, juniors Mike Brown 
and Ralph Brown are not only grizzled 
vets, but are capable of contending for 
conference and national honors. Ralph 
is a two-year starter at corner and Mike returns at rover where he started 
in 1997 (played corner in 1996). Mike is one of the hardest hitters on the 
team. Erwin Swiney took over starting duties for the last 10 games at left 
corner and will hold that position again in 1998, despite missing all of spring 
with a pelvic injury. Clint Finley gained valuable experience backing up 
Eric Warfield at free safety last year. Reserves are also in place and 
Darlington has 10 athletes who have lettered and seen valuable playing 
time. Dion Booker redshirted as a freshman last year and will back up 
Finley. Jerome Peterson started the firstthree games at left corner and will 
back up Ralph Brownat right corner this season. Joe Walker played corner 
and was virtually a starter as the Huskers' nickel back last season. He will 
back up Mike Brown at rover and continue to play a valuable role in the 
Huskers’ dime defense,

Gone is three-year starting punter Jesse Kosch, but place-kicker Kris

Nebraska has produced 52 first-team football GTE Academic 
All-Americans, 14 more than second-place Notre Dame. 
Only three schools have produced more than 25 first-team 
football academic All-Americans. 

Grant Wistrom and Joe] Makovicka were first-team GTE/ 
CoSIDA Academic All-Americans in 1997, keeping aliye 
NU'S 12-year streak of at least one first-team honoree. 

Nine Husker football players have received the NCAA's 
highest honor for student-athletes—-selection as one of Today's 
Top Eight, including Grant Wistrom in 1997. That's the most 
for any individual sport program in the country. 


Shevin Wiggins led the team in punt returns with 19-220, while Newcombe 
had 12-244 (20.3 per return average) and one TD. Joe Walker had 7-39 
while Lance Brown had 3-27, Walker averaged 25.7 yards per return on 
kickoffs, returning 15-389, while Wiggins would have ranked ninth 
nationally with a 27.0 average per return, but he lacked the minimum 
number ofreturns. Senior snapper Kyle Henson is gone. as is holder Ted 
Retzlaff, Offensive lineman Dominic Raiola, a redshirt freshman, is the 
probable snapper while Frankie London or Eric Crouch could inherit the 
holding duties.

Nebraska Tradition 
Established by Devaney 


Retiring as the winningest active 
coach in the nation, Nebraska mentor 
Tom Osborne took over a program 
firmly entrenched in solid ground in 
1973, when Hall of Fame Coach Bob 
Devaney named Osborne as his suc- 
cessor. Devaney posted a 101-20-2 
record in his 11 years at Nebraska, 
won two national championships 
(1970 and 1971) and was the 
winningest active coach in the nation 
upon his retirement in 1972 (136-30- 
7,.806 career record including 35-10- 
5 at Wyoming). Devaney established 
more than just a football program at Nebraska. Under his leadership as 
Nebraska's. Director of Athletics (1967-92), Nebraska won || national 
championships. The Huskers have gone on to win the conference all- 
sports championship for the past 19 years. Osborne followed suit and 
was selected to the National Footbal] Foundation College Hall of Fame 
shortly after he announced his retirement. Osborne retired as the nation's 
winningest active coach, posting a 255-49-3 record (.836), Solich has big 
shoes to fill but will also benefit from a program that has been securely 
in place among the nation's best for four decades. Among all divisions of 
coaches with career winning percentages of .800 or better over a span of 
atleast 10 years, Osbome finished as the fifth winningest coach in Division 
I-A history, while the late Devaney is not far behind at No. 11. 


Assistants Boast 125 Years of Combined Experience 

One very good reason Coach Solich was named as Osborne's replace- 
ment was to keep the current staff intact. And for good reason, Director 
of Athletics Bill Byrne saw that much of Nebraska's success should be 
attributed to its assistants, who post 125 years of combined experience 
at NU and have participated in 125 bowl games. Head Coach Frank 
Solich begins his 20th year; defensive backs coach George Darlington is 
the veteran assistant and has been with the program 26 years; offensive 
line coach Milt Tenopir is in his 25th year; defensive coordinator and 
defensive line coach Charlie McBride is in his 22nd year; offensive line 
and kickers coach Dan Young is in his 16th; receivers coach Ron Brown 
is in his 12th; quarterbacks coach Turner Gill is in his seventh; lineback~ 
ers coach Craig Bohl is in his fourth; rush ends coach Nelson Barnes is in 
his second year and neweomer Dave Gillespie begins his first year as 
coach of the running backs, replacing Solich. 


Husker Title Runs 


The Huskers have played in nine national championship bowl con- 
tests, winning back-to-back national championship titles in 1970 and 1971 
and again in 1994. and 1995. The Huskers hada shot at the 1996 title until 
they were upset in the Big 12 Championship by Texas. NU entered that 
game ranked No. 3, despite an early-season loss at Arizona State. In 1997, 
Nebraska went |3-0and played in its fourth title game ina five-year period,

Nebraska (1994, 1995, 1997 by coaches) and Notre Dame (1946, 1947, 
1949 by AP) are the only two teams to win three national championship 
titles in a four-year period.

Huskers Earn First Big 12 Title...42nd Overall 

Nebraska finished league play unscathed for the 1 0th time in Coach Tom 
Osborne’s 25 years at the helm and won its first Big 12 Championship 
title with a 54-15 win over No, 14 Texas A&M in San Antonio, Texas, 
on Dec. 6. The Huskers won or shared 20 of the possible 36 Big Eight titles, 
one of two Big 12 titles and 42 total. Nebraska, a Big 12 Conference 
member for two years, was a member of the Big Eight from 1960-95; the 
Big Seven from 1948-1959; the Big Six from 1928-|947 and the Missouri 
Valley trom 1921-1927. 


NU Continues Unprecedented Winning Tradition 

Nebraska, the nation's seventh winningest program all time, boasts a 
722-292-40 record in 1,054 games (.704) all time. In the last 28 years, 
NUis tops, winning 288-5 1-5 foran .845 winning percentage (344 games), 
an average of 10 wins per year. In terms of wins, the Huskers are third 
in NCAA Division I-A history with 722. Coach Tom Osborne carried on 
where legendary Hall of Fame Coach Bob Devaney left off. Devaney and 
Osborne were the third Division | coaching duo to post back-to-back 100- 
win careers at the same institution (following Penn State's Rip Engle and 
Joe Paterno and Georgia Tech's John Heisman, Bill Alexanderand Bobby 
Dodd), but were the first pair to do so in an unbelievable 21 years, Since 
1962, Devaney and Osborne had a combined 356-69-5 record for an 
incredible .834 winning percentage (36 years, 430 games), NU has won 
10-or-more games 19 times in that span, gone undefeated and untied 
through the regular season seven times, been in nine national title games 
and won the championship five times. Since the first Nebraska season in 
1890, Husker teams have won | or more games [0 times (eight under 
Osborne), including 1970 (11-0-1), 1971 (13-0-0), 1982 (12-1-0), 1983 
(12-1-0), 1988 (11-2-0),1993 (11-1-0), 1994 (13-0-0), 1995 (12-0-0), 
1996 (11-2), 1997 (13-0) and have won 11 or more in each of the last five 
years. NU has won 12 or more games six times (five under Osborne): and 
13 or more twice (in 1994 and 1997) and in 1998 will have its first 
opportunity to win 14 games. No one can match Nebraska's current 36- 
year winning season streak, or its 29-year nine-win streak, and by the same 
token, no other school has averaged 10 wins per season over the last 25 
years, Nebraska's 36 years of winning records is third all time behind Notre 
Dame's 42 (1889-1932) and Alabama's 38 (1911-50), By decade, the 
Huskers were 75-30-1 in the '60s (.712); 98-20-4 in the '70s (.820. fifth 
nationally); 103-20-0 in the '80s (.837, first) and are 87-1 1-1 in the '90s 
(.884, first). 


NU Extends Record With 42 Straight Home Wins 


Nebraska's current 42-game home winning streak is the nation's longest 
and ranks in a tie for fifth all time with Texas (1968-76). Should the 
Huskers go undefeated at home in 1998, that streak would extend to 49 
games and wouldrank fifth, The 42-game winning streak isa school record, 
bettering Nebraska's streak of 
33 from 1901-1906 (which is 
tied for the nation's | [th-long- 
est streak). In the 42-game 
stretch, Nebraska has defeated 
nine ranked teams, has 
outscored its 42 opponents 
byacumulative score of 2.061 
(49.1) to 596 (14.2) and has 
scored 38 or more points 34 
times. Miami holds the 
NCAA record with 58 con- 
secutive home wins from 
1985 to 1994. The last team 
to defeat the Huskers at home 
is the University of Washing- 
ton, which defeated NU. 36- 
21, in 1991 on its way to a 
national title. The Huskers 
host Washington on Sept. 26.

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Happy at Home 

Nebraska opened its season at home in 1997 with a 59-14 win against 
Akron, That win was Nebraska's 300th home win in Memorial Stadium, 
dating back to when it was built in 1923. Since 1980, Nebraska has not 
lost more than one home game ina season since a 5-2 home record in 1980. 
The Huskers are 430-121-20 (.771, 571 games) in Lincoln, 305-98-13 
(.749, 416 games, 75 years) in Memorial Stadium (since 1923) and 135- 
15-0(.900, 150 games) athome under Coach Osbome. NU is 63-2 athome 
the last 10 years, losing only fo teams who went on to win a share of the 
national championship (Colorado in 1990 and Washington in 1991). Since 
1980, the Huskers are 107-9 at Memorial Stadium, with eight of those 
losses coming against teams that finished in the top six in the final AP poll. 
Included in that stretch are three of the six longest home winning streaks 
in school history, including the current 42-game streak, a 19-game streak 
from 1988 to 1990 and 21 straight from 1981 to 1984. Since 1986 (12 
years), NU is 74-4 in Lincoln, with losses only to Colorado, Washington 
and Oklahoma (twice). Those four teams posted a combined mark of 45- 
3-1 on their respective seasons. Nebraska has not been shut out at home 
since a 12-0 loss to Kansas State in 1968 (185 games), NU has posted 37 
unbeaten and untied home seasons, including the last six and 13 overall 
under Osborne, 


In the 220-Game Consecutive Sellout Streak 

Nebraska's Memorial Stadium boasts an NCAA-record 220 consecu- 
tive sellouts, dating back to Hall of Fame Coach Bob Devaney's first year 
in 1962 (vs. Missouri on Nov. 3). NU is 195-25 during the 220 sellouts 
(50-9 under Devaney and 145-16 under Osborne). The mark includes a 
31-18 recordagainst ranked teams. NU is4-0 in the four milestone sellouts 
during that period (50th, 100th, 150th and 200th sellouts), including a24- 
7 win over No. 2 Colorado on Oct. 29, 1994, for the 200th sellout. NU's 
220 sellouts rank ahead of Notre Dame (136) and Penn State (41). 


AP Poll Record Streak Hits 275 


Not counting a probable preseason top 1 0 ranking, Nebraska extended 
its AP Poll record to 275 consecutive weeks (every weekly AP Poll since 
Oct. 17, 1981). Nebraska began the 1997 season ranked sixth, dropped 
to seventh after the Central Florida game, moved up to third after the 
Washington win, moved to No. 2 when Florida lost to LSU Oct. 11, then 
moved to No. | on Oct. 19 after Penn State defeated Minnesota, 16-15 at 
home, and NU shut out Texas Tech, 29-0. Nebraska was first for three 
games/weeks, but dropped to third after the overtime win at Missouri, 
when Michigan defeated Penn State (34-8) and Florida State defeated 
North Carolina (20-3), NU moved back up to second on Noy, 23 after FSU 
was beaten by Florida. The Huskers finished second behind Michigan. 
Nebraska has been ranked in the top 10 of every AP Poll since the 1993 
preseason poll, $7 consecutive weeks (ranks first nationally). Nebraska 
was ranked No. 1 by AP eight weeks in 1994, seven in 1995, the first five 
weeks in 1996, three weeks in 1997 and a total of 61 times in the history 
ofthe poll, which began in 1936. Before last season. the Huskers were last 
ranked No, | for 12 consecutive weeks spanning the 1995-96 season (Oct. 
29, 1995 aftera 44-21 win over No. 7 Colorado, until Sept. 22, 1996 after 
()-19 loss to Arizona State). Aftera 14-week hiatus, NU returned to No, 
1 on Oct. 19, 1997, where it has been for at leasta couple of weeks in each 
of the past five seasons (1993-97). In 1993, NU was No. | by the coaches 
for three weeks, but never higher than No. 2 in AP, but in each of the last 
four years, NU has been No, | by AP inat least two weeks. Its two streaks 
of 15 consecutive weeks being ranked No. | (1970-72. and entire 1983 
season) still rank ina tie for third. The Huskers have played in 47 games 
as the No. | AP team (40-6-1). NU's No, 6 preseason AP ranking in 1997 
marked the 22nd time under Osborne that NU opened the season in the 
top 10. NU's No. I preseason ranking in 1996 was the Huskers’ highest 
since a No. | preseason ranking in 1983. Nebraska also opened the season 
as No. | in 1965, 1972 and 1976. Nebraska has been in 449 of the last 452

The matchup against No. 3 Washington in game three and the bowl game 
against No. 3 Tennessee marked the 27th and 28th time since Bob 
Devaney’s first year'in 1962 that the Huskers have challenged a top three 
team. Nebraska has posted a 9-18-1 record in those matchups and was 
the lower ranked team in all but six of those games. NU is 6-1 when itis 
the higher-ranked team. Under Osborne, NU was 7-16-0 (5-9 in regular- 
season games). The Huskers have won their last five matchups against the 
AP top three, and 10 consecutive against AP top 10 teams since 1994. 


Huskers ys. the Unranked 

The Huskers have lost just 12 of 208 games to unranked opponents 
under Coach Tom Osborne. Most recently, Nebraska lost to Texas in the 
1996 Big 12 Championship game, who was not ranked in the top 25, but 
had enough votes to rank 27th.

Nebraska has now participated in 29 straight bowls, an NCAA record. 
The Huskers’ invitation to appear in the 1998 Orange Bowl extended their 
string of consecutive bowl trips to 29, the nation's longest current 
consecutive-streak, and an all-time NCAA record. Nebraska's 36 bowl 
appearances overall is fifth best, trailing Alabama's 48, USC and Tennessee's 
38 and Texas'37. The 1996 Orange Bowl was also Nebraska's | 7th straight 
"major" bowl, also an NCAA record, both overall and current. The last 
time the Huskers played in a "non-major" bow! game, was the Dec. 27, 
1980, Sun Bow] at El Paso, Texas, where they defeated Mississippi State, 
31-17. NU's 29 consecutive bowls string began with a 45-6 win over 
Georgia in the 1969 Sun Bowl. Nebraska is18-18 all-time in bowl games. 
Osborne finished third all time in bow! appearances (25) behind Paul 
"Bear" Bryant's 29 and Joe Paterno's 28. He was also third in most bowl 
victories by active coaches (12); third all time in "Major" bow] appear- 
ances with 17 and second to Paterno's 28 in most years taking one school 
to a bow] with 25.

Huskers Lead Nation in Academic All-Americans 

Nebraska had an all-time high of 12 candidates submitted to the na- 
tional ballot for GTE/CoSIDA All-America honors last year, including 
cight returning Huskers (Kris Brown, Lance Brown, Mike Brown, Chad 
Kelsay. Billy Legate, Joel 
Makovicka, Brian Shaw and Travis 
Toline). Of those, six made the All- 
District VII team and advanced to 
the national ballot. Five of the six 
earned academic All-America status 
including two-time first-team win- 
ner Grant Wistrom. Joel Makovicka 
also earned first-team status, while 
Scott Frost, Chad Kelsay and Jon 
Zatechka earned second-team hon- 
ors, and Lance Brown earned dis- 
trict honors. To qualify, a nominee 
must be a starter or important re- 
serve with legitimate athletic credentials and at least a 3.20 cumulative 
GPA. Wistrom and Makovicka kept alive a 12-year string when Ne- 
braska has had at least one academic All-American, Nebraska continues 
to lead the nation in first-team football GTE Academic All-Americans 
with 52, 14 more than second-place Notre Dame (38). Under Osborne, 
Nebraska had 46 first-team honorees. The Huskers also lead the confer- 
ence in academic all-conference honors with 201 since 1973, including 18 
in 1997, The Nebraska athletic program overall, counting all men's and 
women's sports, leads the nation with 157 first-, second- and third-team 
academic All-Americans (50 more than second-place Notre Dame) and is 
also first with 90 first-team honorees. In addition, the Husker football 
progam leads the nation with nine NCAA Today's Top Eight Award 
winners, in NCAA postgraduate scholarship winners with 27 and in 
National Football Foundation and College Hall of Fame postgraduate 
awards with 16 (Wistrom won all three in 1997), 
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Walk-ons Remain Crucial to Success 

On the fall depth chart (page 99), 32 (15 offense, 13 defense, four 
kickers) of the 85 Huskers listed (38 percent) were walk-ons when they 
first came to Nebraska, including five potential starters. The five poten- 
tial starters include Joel Makovicka at fullback, Ben Gessford at right 
guard, Jason Schwab at right tackle, Brian Shaw at Sam linebacker and 
punter Bill Lafleur. Three Haskers made Sports Illustrated's 1997 All- 
Walk-on team, including returning fullback Joel Makovicka, returning 
linebacker Brian Shaw and graduated offensive lineman Matt Hoskinson. 


Defense On Four-Year Roll Against the Rush 


For the fourth consecutive year, the Husker defense allowed oppo- 
nents less than 85 yards rushing per game. Steadily improying each year, 
the Husker "D" has posted four of the school’s top six averages, allowing 
79.3 ypg in 1994, 78.4 ypg in 1995 (back-to-back national championship 
teams), 83.8 ypg in 1996.and an average of 73.4 ypg in 1997. The 1997 
average is second-bestall time at NU and ranked third nationally, Nebraska 
has never led the nation in rushing defense, but has ranked among the top 
five in each of the last four years. Last season, NU"s 73.4 ypg allowed 
ranked behind Florida State’s 51,9, and Florida‘s 70.7. Since 1946, the 
Nebraska defense has allowed 100 or fewer rushing yards per game over 
the course of the season just 12 times, the first of which was 1963. The 
school record of 67.5 yards allowed, was recorded in 1967.

A Brook Berringer 
Memorial Scholarship 


The Brook Berringer Memorial Scholar- 
ship was endowed in memory of former 
Nebraska quarterback Brook Berringer who 
died in a plane crash on April 18, 1996, 
Brook was the epitome of a backup 
quarterback--patient. but always prepared, 
both mentally and physically to take over 
when needed. 

Berringer served as Tommie Frazier’s 
backup in 1994, until the starter's season 
ended because of blood clots. With poise 
and grace, Berringer calmly led Nebraska to 
eight consecutive victories and to the 
national championship game against Miami 
in the Orange Bow!. 

Anexcellent student, Berringer graduated 
in December 1995, with a degree in 
business administration. He was expected 
to be selected in the NFL Draft on April 20- 
21, possibly as the fifth or sixth quarterback 
chosen, but did not get to live out his dream.

First Season 


For the past three decades the Nebraska football program has been the 
model] of stability, consistency and excellence in collegiate athletics. Those 
qualities were established by Coach Bob Devaney, then carried on for the 
last quarter century by his successor, Tom Osborne, 

That stability is the primary reason that on Dec. 10, just moments after 
Osborne announced his retirement, Frank Solich was named the 26th head 
coach in Nebraska's 108 years of football tradition, Solich follows the 
Nebraska model for success. Just as Osborne was groomed by Devaney to 
be the head coach, Solich has been Osborne's heir-apparent for several 
seasons. 

Solich is a veteran of the Nebraska football program. He has served on 
Osborne's staff for the past 19 seasons, first for four seasons as the head 
freshman coach and for the past 15 years as running backs coach. The last 
seven years, Solich has had the additional duties of assistant head coach. 

Nebraska Director of Athletics Bill Byrne said Solich's experience under 
Osborne made him a natural choice as the next head football coach. 

"Frank Solich is an excellent coach and recruiter who has been courted 
by many schools across the nation." Byrne said. "One of the things you look 
for ina head football coach is leadership. But the thing I think that sets Frank 
apart is not only the leadership he has, but the genuine respect that our 
coaches and our staff and that our athletes have for him. 

"L have every confidence that Frank will continue the success that the 
Husker football team has enjoyed for so many years. Promoting Frank 
allows us to maintain the continuity and stability of the program, which is 
exactly what every school in the country is striving to attain." 

The 53-year-old Solich can trace his ties to the Nebraska football 
program back to the beginning of the Devaney era and the turnaround of 
Nebraska football. Solich was part of Devaney's first recruiting class at 
Nebraska and became a standout fullback for the Huskers in the mid-1960s, 
lettering in 1963, 1964 and 1965. His playing career earned him induction 
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into the Nebraska Football Hall of Fame in 1992. 

While some remember Solich for his playing days, most Husker follow- 
ers are more familiar with his work on Osborne's staff. Noted as one of the 
nation's top assistant coaches, Solich was tabbed Athlon Magazine's Assis- 
tant Coach-of-the-Year before the start of the 1993 season. 

Solich has been one of the primary factors in making Nebraska the model 
for the running game in college football. In nine of Solich's 15 seasons as 
running backs coach, Nebraska led the nation in rushing and finished in the 
top four every year. In the same period, the Huskers led the conference in 
rushing 13 times, including each of the last 10 seasons, and finished second 
in 1986 and 1987. In fact, Nebraska churned out more than 350 yards per 
game while Solich guided the running backs. 

Solich, who recruited and coached 1983 Heisman Trophy winner Mike 
Rozier, produced at least one all-conference running back in 13 of the 15 
seasons he tutored that position. 

Last season, Nebraska collected its fifth NCAA rushing title in the 1990s, 
averaging 392.6 yards per game. Leading the way was junior I-back Ahman 
Green who earned All-Big 12 and second-team All-America honors. Green 
rushed for 1,877 yards, the second-best single-season in school history, and 
22 touchdowns and capped his season with an Orange Bow] record 206-yard 
performance against Tennessee. Green opted to turn pro after his junior 
season, but his 3,880 career yards rank him as the No. 2 rusher in Nebraska 
history behind Rozier. 

Green's 1997 season continued a run of excellent seasons by Husker I- 
backs. However, it is not just the I-back position that makes the Nebraska 
running game strong. Husker fullbacks have been equally important to the 
ground game for the last 30 years, dating back to Solich's playing days in the 
1960s. NU's fullback play has never been stronger than in 1997, when junior 
Joel Makovicka rushed for 685 yards and tied the Husker fullback record 
with nine touchdowns.

Green is just the latest in a 
long line of running backs who have earned postseason honors and racked 
up record numbers under Solich. Green became the seventh Husker I-back 
to be a two-time all-conference selection under Solich, joining Rozier 
(1982-83), Doug DuBose (1984-85), Keith Jones (1986-87), Ken Clark 
(1988-89), Derek Brown (1991-92) and Calvin Jones (1992-93). In 
addition, Lawrence Phillips earned first-team All-Big Eight and second- 
team All-America honors in 1994, en route to the third-best single-season 
rushing total in school history. Solich-coached running backs own 20 of 
NU's 28 200-yard single-game rushing performances, while he accounted 
for one of the other eight himself. In addition, Solich tutored seven of the 
top eight performers on the school career rushing list, including each of the 
top four career rushers.

The dominant Husker running game has keyed an offense that has helped 
make Nebraska the most successful college football program in the last 25 
years. Osborne won 255 games in the last 25 years, with Solich on the staff 
for the last 200 of those victories. In fact, Nebraska teams that Solich has 
been a part of for the last 19 years have posted an amazing 200-33-1 record, 
for an .861 winning percentage. 

In Solich's 19 years on the NU staff, the Huskers have captured three 
national championships, all while Solich has been assistant head coach. In 
the same period, Solich has been on the staff of | | conference championship 
teams, 19 postseason bowl squads and 15 teams who finished the season 
ranked in the nation’s top 10. 

Nebraska running backs have succeeded by developing the same work 
ethic that made Solich a standout fullback. Despite weighing less than 160 
pounds, Solich wasan All-Big Bight fullback and co-captain of the Huskers’ 
1965 team. He held the NU single-game rushing record (204 yards against 
Air Force in 1965) for 10 years and ranks 43rd on NU's career rushing chart 
with 1,010 yards. He rushed for 444 yards asa juniorin 1964 and was second 
on the team in 1965 with 580 yards, Solich still holds the Orange Bowl 
record for return yards with 166 in 1966. 

The Husker teams Solich played on 
started the winning tradition Nebraska has 
enjoyed for the last 36 years. The Huskers 
posted records of 9-2, 10-1, 9-2 and 10-1 
while Solich was on the roster, won three 
conference titles and played in four straight 
bow] games. The 1965 Husker team com- 
pleted the regular season unbeaten and in 
position for a national championship, but 
lost 39-28 to Bear Bryant's Alabama team 
in the Orange Bowl. 

Solich also lettered in baseball for the 
Huskers in 1965, 

A native of Cleveland, Solich prepped at 
Holy Name High School where he earned 
all-state. all-Americaand all-scholastic hon- 
ors. He received his bachelor’s (1966) and 
master’s (1972) degrees from Nebraska. 

After his playing days, Solich began his 
coaching careerin the Nebraska prep ranks. 
He was the head coach at Holy Name High 
School in Omaha, Neb., in 1966 and 1967. 
His Holy Name teams were 8-8 in two 
seasons and the 1967 team was state 
runnerup. After two seasons in Omaha, 
Solich moved to one of the top high school 
programs in the state at Lincoln Southeast.

His Southeast 
teams captured back-to-back Class A state litles in 1977 and 1978, For his 
efforts, Solich was named the Lincoln Journal Star Nebraska boy's prep 
coach-of-the-year in 1978. A number of Solich's players at Southeast 
moved across town to play for Nebraska. 

Solich himself made the move to Nebraska before the 1979 season, His 
firstassignmenton Osborne's staff 
was head freshman coach, In 
1979, the young Huskers were 4- 
| losing only at Missouri. Solich’s 
1979 team won its final game, 
beginning a 24-game winning 
streak for the Husker freshmen 
that stretched to the 1984 season, 
Solich finished his four years as 
freshman coach witha 19-1 record, 
before taking over as coach of the 
running backs in 1983, 

With Solichcoaching the backs, 
Nebraska's running attack had un- 
paralleled success in college foot- 
ball. The biggest honor for a 
Solich-coached back came in the 
1983 season when senior Mike 
Rozier captured the Heisman Tro- 
phy after rushing for 2,148 yards 
and 29 touchdowns. While no 
one has matched Rozier's season, Nebraska consistently produced some of 
the nation's top backs under Solich. 

In 1984, Nebraska had two first-team All-Big Eight runners as sopho- 
more Doug DuBose and senior Jeff Smith combined to rush for 1,975 yards 
and 15 touchdowns. Asa junior, DuBose gained 1,161 yards to rank ninth 
nationally in rushing. His 1985 season earned him all-conference and 
second-team All-America honors. DuBose's backfield running mate in 
1985, fullback Tom Rathman, was also an All-Big Eight selection, as he 
gained 881 yards, a single-season record for Husker fullbacks. 

DuBose was primed for a run at the Heisman before a knee injury ended 
his Husker career in 1986 fall camp. In DuBose's absence, Keith Jones 
earned all-league honors by gaining 830 
yards and scoring 14 touchdowns. Jones 
became Solich's second two-time All-Big 
Eight selection in 1987 by gaining 1,232 
yards and 13 touchdowns and averaging & 
whopping 7.3 yards per carry, 

The Solich I-back assembly line contin- 
ued in 1988 and 1989 with Ken Clark, who 
earned back-to-back first-team all-confer- 
ence honors. Clark posted the third-best 
junior season in NU history in 1988, rush- 
ing for 1,497 yards and 12 touchdowns. In 
1989, he added 1,196 yards and 14 touch- 
downs to rank fourth on the Husker career 
rushing list with 3,037 yards. 

After one season without an all-confer- 
ence back, the Husker "we-backs" hit the 
scene in 1991, Derek Brown ran through 
the opposition for 1,313 yards and 14 TDs 
as a sophomore and earned first-team All- 
Big Eightand third-team All-America hon- 
ors. Alsoin 1991, Calvin Jones was named 
Big Eight Freshman-of-the-Year after 
rushing for 900 yards, including a Ne- 
braska single-game record 294 yards and 
six touchdowns at Kansas. 

In 1992, Brown and Jones shared time 
in the Husker backfield and both earned 
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all-league honors. Brown rushed for 1,011 yards, while Jones had 1,210 
yards and 14 touchdowns. 

After Brown moved on to the NFL following his junior season, Jones was 
leftto carry the load in 1993. Despite an early-season knee injury thatended 
his Heisman hopes, Jones earned all-conference honors by rushing for 1,043 
yards and 12 touchdowns and helping the Huskers to within a missed field 
goal of anational championship. Jones finished his career with 3,153 yards 
to rank third in career rushing at Nebraska. He also captured the Big Eight 
rushing title his final two seasons in Lincoln, the fourth player to wear that 
crown under Solich, joining Rozier (1983), DuBose (1984) and Keith Jones 
(1986), 

Calvin Jones' early departure to the NFL left the I-back duties in the hands 
of sophomore Lawrence Phillips in 1994. Phillips responded in record 
fashion, running for a Nebraska sophomore-record 1,722 yards and 16 
touchdowns to earn All-Big Eight and second-team All-America honors, 
He also finished eighth in the Heisman trophy balloting, the highest for a 
Nebraska player in 10 seasons. 

In 1995, Solich started four different players at the I-back spot, including 
Green who set the Husker frosh rushing record. Despite the unsettled 
situation at I-back, the Huskers didn't miss a beat, averaging just less than 
400 yards per game and racking upan NCAA bowI-record 524 yards rushing 
in the Fiesta Bow! win over Florida. 


Solich Profile 


Years at Nebraska: Solich is beginning his first season as head coach, 
his 20th overall on the Nebraska coaching staff. He served the past 15 
years as Nebraska's running backs coach after four seasons as the 
Huskerhead freshman coach. He was promoted to assistant head coach 
in 1991 and held that position for each of the last seven seasons, 
Nebraska's record in Solich's 19 years on staff is 200-33-1 (.861). He 
was named head coach by Director of Athletics Bill Byrne on Dec. 10.

In his 19 years on the Husker staff, Solich has been one of Nebraska's top 
recruiters. Asan assistant, Solich primarily recruited the eastern part of the 
United States, but also has recruiting experience in the Midwest. He has 
routinely brought prep All-America players to the Heartland. Several 
players Solich recruited to Nebraska have went on to professional careers, 
including Irving Fryar, Brian Washington, Mike Croel, Tyrone Legette, 
Donta Jones and Doug Colman. 

His ability to bring top talent to Lincoln was evident in his first recruiting 
class as head coach. Nebraska's incoming class was generally regarded as 
one of the nation's best and included 10 prep All-Americans and players 
from eight different states, in addition to Canada. 

Solich's duties as an assistant coach under Osborne included several 
administrative roles. Since 1983, Solich has been the director of the 
University of Nebraska Football Camp and the director of the University of 
Nebraska Football Coaches Clinic. 

Since Solich took over the camp in 1983, the Husker camp numbers 
tripled to the current enrollment of 1,500 athletes persummer. Solich's work 
has also made the Nebraska coaches clinic one of the nation’s largest events 
of its kind. When he took over the project in 1983 the average attendance 
was about 200 high school coaches. The 1998 clinic attracted more than 
1,200 coaches from across the nation. 

As Osborne's assistant head coach for seven seasons, Solich was the No. 
2 spokesperson for the football team. He has represented the Husker football 
teams in meetings with the NCAA, Big Eight and Big 12 conferences, as 
well as media gatherings. 

Solich is married to the former Pamela Wieck, of Beatrice, Neb., and they 
have two children, Cindy and Jeff (wife, Chara). Cindy and her husband,

Talking With Frank Solich 


Frank Solich is in his firstseason as Nebraska's head 
coach. While he is anewcomer to the head coaching 
ranks, Solich is certainly no stranger to Nebraska, 
having served for 19 years as an assistant coach 
With Solich on staff, the 


Huskers have won 86 percent of their games and 


under Tom Osborne. 


captured three national championships. As running 
backs coach, Solich has had a direct hand in 
Nebraska winning nine of the last 15 NCAA rushing 
titles. In this conversation, Solich discusses some of 
his coaching philosophies, the transition from 
assistant coach to head coach and anumber of other 


issues related to college athletics. 


Why do you enjoy coaching football at Nebraska? 

Nebraska has been a part of my life since 1962, when I arrived to 
attend the University. It is where I have raised my family, I feel it is my 
state. | had the opportunity to play under Devaney, when Tom was an 
assistant. I had the opportunity to coach under Tom and both of those 
men were able to produce tremendous football teams. The fan support, 
the attitude and the work ethic of the players and coaches has been so 
great for so many years and of course the talent has translated into many 
successful years. The staff has been together for a long time, this is not 
anew staff. Together, we want to continue the tradition and success of 
Nebraska football. 


What is your basic coaching philosophy? 

It is important to me as a coach to help players develop to the best of 
their abilities and to have them understand their responsibilities as a 
student-athlete. In doing so, you're helping them to grow and mature as 
a complete person and to prepare themselves for the future. It is my 
position to offer support, encouragement and direction to my players. 
To help them set and obtain their goals both on and off the field. 


How do you view yourself as a coach? 

I know how I would like others to view me. | would like to be known 
as a hard-working, thorough and caring coach in terms of dealing with 
our staff and players. 


What are your offensive and defensive coaching beliefs? 

I believe that in this day and age you need to be multiple in your 
approach to both offensive and defensive football. I think there is a fine 
line though between trying to prepare your team to be multiple--operat- 
ing out of a number of formations, blitzes, schemes--to where if execu- 
tion suffers, then you have gone overboard. You don’t beat the caliber 
of people we play by tricking them, you beat them by having excellent 
athletes and executing at a very high level. I think the philosophy that 
has been here in terms of offensive and defensive football, has been one 
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that has won a tremendous number of football games. With that in mind 
and considering that the players believe in it, the coaches believe in it, it 
does not make a lot of sense to make wholesale changes. We will always 
try to stay up with the modern trends of what is happening in college 
football, but we will operate out of the basic offensive and defensive 
philosophy that has been utilized for years. In addition to that, | believe 
in the current philosophy and it is what I know best. 


What do you expect from players in the program? 

Our players really believe in the system. They believe in the coaches. 
medical staff, the strength staff and the academic support system. With 
that in mind, we know that we can move forward. We expect our players 
to not only believe in the system, but in themselves as well. At Nebraska, 
we believe in not one season, but four seasons per year. We expect them 
to work hard in winter conditioning. spring ball, summer conditioning 
and of course through the fall. We not only expect our players to have 
excellence on the field, but also in the classroom and in the community as 
well. Our players have always been the kind of people who appreciate 
the strong community support we receive and have been more than will- 
ing to put back time and effort into the community. 


How do you handle NU tradition and expectations...following a leg- 
end like Tom Osborne? 

Since taking over the position of head coach, I have received tremen- 
dous support and encouragement from those associated with the pro- 
gram and from fans across the country. Certainly there are high expecta- 
tions that go along with running this program, but as I see it, football is 
filled with challenges and I look forward to the challenge of running this 
program. What Bob and Tom have done in their careers has never been 
done in the history of any collegiate football program--it is unprecedented 
and somewhat daunting, but I have been preparing to coach this football 
team for more than 20 years and I’m excited about the challenge. 


What specific changes, if any, can we look for from Nebraska in 1998? 

When Tom Osborne left this program, he did not leave the cupboard 
bare, We have excellent players in the system and the coaching staff 
remained intact, The system is in place. We all have our responsibilities 
und we are prepared to carry them out and move forward, | am not 
looking very far down the road. | hate to use the cliche, but Lam trying to 
take this job one day ata time and trying to do my best day by day. This 
job could be overwhelming if you try to look too far down the road or too 
far back. I can’t focus on the future or the past, | have to focus on today, 


Have you given any thought to what you will be feeling when you take 
the field for the first time as Nebraska's head coach? 

I think I will feel much like our players do when they run out on the 
field for the first time...excited and maybe a little nervous, but confident 
that we are prepared to play great football. | don’t know what my de- 
meanor on the field will be. You always want to be in control, which is 
crucial when it comes down Lo the fourth quarter and the game is on the 
line. We expect our players to be composed and confident and certainly 1 
will want to portray that. But my personality is such that I am very 
enthusiastic and so | don’t know how I will appear. 


What advantage does having played at Nebraska and having been an 
assistant here give you as head coach? 

Generally speaking, when you look around the country at programs 
with a head coaching change. you see a tremendous amount of changes 
and split staffs. We have been very fortunate here at Nebraska that even 
with the coaching change our staff is still together. Having played here 
under Bob and being on conference championship teams and playing in 
national championship games and being able to see great teams come 
through this system over the years will be a great benefit to me. When 
former players come back, they still recognize the people that were here 
before them. They still recognize the system and know they are welcome. 
Nebraska is home to them, and Nebraska is home to me. 


How has the transition to head coach gone in the first six months? 

lthink the transition has gone very well, Tom and Bill Byrne helped the 
transition go smoothly by the way it was handled. Tom’s decision to 
make the announcement before recruits took their visits and committed to 
Nebraska was very important and says a lot about Tom Osborne. We did 
not want to mislead any recruits as to the status and direction of this 
football program. The response by recruits was excellent. We feel we 
have a great incoming freshman class and what that means to me is that the 
program itself is bigger than any one individual and that the respect for the 
program that Bob and Tom have built remains. 


What does Nebraska's NCAA-record sellout string, which will hit the 
227-mark this season, say about the program? 

I think the history involved and the support our fans have given us is 
unmaiched in college football and maybe in athletics period. To know that 
I can continue to play a part in this tradition means a lol to me. T know how 
much it means to our coaches and players to Know that you can always 
count on our fans--they are behind us all the way. 


Do you believe in playing true freshmen? 

[ think in this day and age with the scholarship limit being at 85, it is 
almost inevitable that all teams are playing more freshmen than ever be- 
fore and we are no different. We have played five or six freshmen players 
the last few years. We want the best, most prepared players on the field, 
regardless of class standing. 


Why is Nebraska a unique setting to play football? 

Nebraska is located in the middle of the country. We have been able to 
establish not only a home base of players from Nebraska and surrounding 
states, but also from players around the country. Even though we are 
drawing players from a great distance across the nation, they stay. They 
do not leave because of not liking the community, university or coaches. 
They seem to feel that Nebraska is a great place to play. study and estab- 
lish themselves in their college career. They enjoy Lincoln and love the 
fan support. Lincoln is not a large city, so there are not a lot of distrac- 
tions. That allows you to accomplish your goals. There are a lot of 
schools that have excellent facilities, but when you look beyond that, it 
comes down to people. At Nebraska, we have caring people, wha will 
work hard and will do whatever it takes to have each player succeed on the 
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field, in the classroom and in their personal lives. | am not just referring 
to coaches, from top to bottom, our support staff takes it upon them- 
selves to care about each player. 


What are your thoughts on the Big 12 Conference as it begins its 
third year? Has the Big 12 Championship Game been a positive 
experience for the league and for Nebraska? 

Anytime you enter something new, there are always pluses and mi- 
nuses, but I think the Big 12 has provided many benefits. lt is a 
tremendously competitive conference, the quality of coaching through- 
out the conference is excellent and it spans a great area of the Midwest. 

At Nebraska we have been been fortunate to be involved in both 
championship playoffs. One, that enabled us to play for and win the 
national championship and one that took us out of contention for a 
national title. That game has had great impact on who has ended up No. 
| in the nation and will continue to do so. The Big 12 will continue to 
have a national impact on college football. 


What are your views on underclassmen leaving early for the pros? 

Everyone associated with our program wants to see our athletes 
succeed and certainly playing at the professional level is a goal of many 
athletes. If itis clear that the athlete is ready and will be a first-round 
type of player, it only makes sense for the player to consider his op- 
tions. Each situation is different, but we would take each case one ata 
time, take a look at their personal situation and stages of development 
und provide as much information as possible to help the student-athlete 
make their decision. 


What are your thoughts on the new NCAA rule which allows student- 
athletes to work part-time to earn money in addition to their scholar- 
ship? Is it feasible for a foothall player to work during the season? 

It’s good that we are attempting to move in the direction to try to do 
more for our players, but I'm not sure that the new legislation will be 
able to be taken advantage of by many student-athletes. Most of our 
players are already on a tight academic and athletic schedule and | 
would guess that is true of most student-athletes of any sport. 


What ts your position on a season-ending playoff to determine the 
national champion? What should be the most important factor when 
considering a playoff? 

Most coaches are in favor of a playoff system to determine the na- 
tional champion. There are a lot of obstacles that need to be overcome 
in order to establish a fair system and the most important factor should 
be the student-athletes, You want to make sure you don’t interrupt the 
academic progress of your players by over-extending the season. We 
appreciate what the bowls have done for us for so many years and I 
would hope the bowls could be incorporated into the playoff system, 
The tough part is coming up with a system that will work for the 
players, bow! representatives and our fans. 


What are your thoughts on the new formula for determining the 
participants in the Bowl Championship Series' 1-2 game? 

In lieu of a playoff system, it appears we are taking a step in the right 
direction in determining a true national champion. I believe that most 
coaches would be in favor of a formula that weighs the strength of 
schedule as a factor in determining one vs. two. 


In the past couple of years, Nebraska has signed a large number of 
in-state recruits. Is keeping the top talent in state a high priority for 
you as a head coach? 

Absolutely. We wouldn't be where we are today without the assis- 
lance of our in-state recruits, Because of the small population base in 
Nebraska we must recruit on a nationwide basis, but it is imperative for 
us to keep the top kids in-state. Even more than the scholarship ath- 
letes, our program is built around a strong and unique walk-on program 
that utilizes local talent almost in its entirety, Each year we hold back a 
few scholarships to reward those walk-ons and that is a program we 
intend lo nurture in the next few years. 


Do you feel the overtime period has improved college football? 

It has added to the game. The players in the long run, want to have 
some finalization to the game and not have il end in atie, There are a lot 
of benefits to the tie-breaker and I like the format. Lthink itis fair with 
both sides having equal opportunity.

A 1996 finalist for the Broyles Assis- 
tant Coach-of-the-Y ear Award, Charlie 
McBride is beginning his 22nd season on 
the Nebraska coaching staff, and his 17th 
as the Huskers’ defensive coordinator. His latest honor isa 1998 "Top 
Assistant Award" from the All-American Football Foundation. 

McBride, hailed by The Sporting News as the nation's best collegiate 
defensive line coach in its 1992 preseason annual, put another dominating 
Blackshirt unit on the field in 1997. The defense played a major role in 
Nebraska's third national title in four seasons. 

The Huskers Jed the Big 12 and ranked third nationally in rush defense. 
allowing a mere 73.4 yards per game. Nebraska ranked fifth nationally in 
scoring defense, allowing 257.3 total yards per game. The Huskersalsoranked 
1 2thnationally in scoring defense, surren- 
dering 16.4 points per contest. 

In additon to the fine play of the 
Blackshirts as an entire unit, McBride's 
defensive players racked up individual 
honors. Rush end Grant Wistrom was a 
consensus All-American and won the 
Lombardi Award, given annually to the 
nation's top lineman. Defensive tackle 
Jason Peter was an All-America performer 
and was one of three finalists for the 
Outland Trophy, won by NU offensive 
guard Aaron Taylor. 

McBride's 1996 defense, one of the 
finest in school history, led the Big 12 in 
three of four defensive categories and 
ranked in the top seven nationally in all 
four. The 1996 season marked the second 
time in four years and just the fourth time 
since 1946thatNU finished in the top | Oinall fourmajor defensive categories, 
with McBride at the control of three of those defensive units. 

In Nebraska's back-to-back national championship seasons of 1994 and 
1995, McBride's defenses were instrumental in the title drives. The Blackshirts 
ranked fourth nationally in total defense, allowing 258.8 yards per game in 
1994. andranked 1 3thnationally, surrendering 294. | yards percontestin 1995. 

Since taking overas defensive coordinator in 1982, McBride has watched 
his Blackshirts rank among the nation’s top 15 in both total defense and scoring 
defense 12 times, including 1984's nation-leading per game averages of 203.3 
yards and 9,5 points. The Blackshirts, who have allowed an average of less 
than 280 yards and 14.1 points in McBride's tenure, have also led the 
conference in total defense seven times. 

He has served as the Huskers’ defensive line coach since coming to 
Nebraska in 1977, and in that time, has produced such standouts as All- 
Americans Neil Smith, now of the Denver Broncos, Danny Noonan, a seven- 
year NFL performer and Peter, an All-American in 1997, 

An All-Big Eight end and punter at Colorado, McBride received his 
bachelor’s degree in physical education from CU in 1962, then played one 
season forthe AFL's Denver Broncos. Following his one-year stint with the 
Broncos, he became head coach at Chicago's Fenger High School, a position 
he held for the 1963-64 season. He returned to Colorado and served as a 
graduate assistantin 1965 and 1966. McBride was an assistant coach to Frank 
Kushat Arizona State for three seasons (1967-69), then went on to Wisconsin, 
where he served as offensive line coach on Coach John Jardine’s staff for six...

Barnes is the only person with two Big 12 Conference football champi- 
onship rings, having assisted Texas to its 1996 upset of Nebraska, then 
watching from the Husker camp as Nebraska defeated Texas A&M, 54-15, 
last season, 

Barnes’ prize pupil in 1997 was Lombardi 
Award winner Grant Wistrom. The consen- 
sus All-American established the Nebraska 
career record with 57.5 tackles for loss en 
route to Big 12 Defensive Player-of-the- 
Year honors.

Tennessee. 

Barnes was familiar with Nebraska not only from his years at Texas, but 
from the 1993 season he spent at Kansas State.

Ron Brown is entering his 12th sea- 
sonas the Huskers’ receivers coach. His 
receivers, noted as excellent perimeter 
blockers, have helped Nebraska to seven 
NCAArtushing titles in the last 10 seasons. In addition, the Husker receiving 
corps has led the conference in touchdown receptions three times in his 
tenure, and has been in the top three in all but two seasons. 

Twenty of his former pupils have gone on to professional careers. 
including ught end Johnny Mitchell, the New York Jets' 1992 first-round 
draft pick, and Tyrone Hughes, of the Chicago Bears, who was a two-time 
NFL Pro Bowl selection with the New Orleans Saints.

Former standout Husker signal caller 
Turner Gillenters his seventh season as 
Nebraska's quarterbacks coach. 

Gill returned to Nebraska in August of 
1992 after spending the 199] season as receivers coach at Southern 
Methodist. 

Last season, Gill helped Scott Frost orchestrate the Nebraska option 
attack to perfection. Frost became the first Husker quarterback and only the 
10th in NCAA history to pass and rush for 1,000 yards in the same season. 
Frost rushed for 1,095 yards and passed for 1.237 yards toaccount for 2,332 
total offense yards. That total ranked as second best in school history. 
trailing Jerry Tagge's 1971 total by one yard. Frost was a finalist for the 
Johnny Unitas Golden Arm Award and was a Davey O'Brien Award 
nominee. Frost finished his two-year run as NU's signal caller with a 24- 
2 record, including last year's national title. 

In 1995, Husker signal caller Tommie Frazier was aconsensus first-team 
All-American, won the Johnny 
Unitas Golden Arm Award. fin- 
ished as the runner-up for the 
Heisman Trophy and was a Davey 
O'Brien Award finalist. Frazier 
also became Gill's first all-confer- 
ence quarterback in four seasons at 
Nebraska and set several school 
records, including the career total 
offense mark. 

In his rookie season as a full- 
time member of the coaching staff, 
Gill watched as Frazier became the 
first player in Nebraska history to 
start at quarterback as a true fresh- 
man in 1992. Frazier went on to 
earn Big Eight Newcomer-of-the- 
Yearaccolades. A year later, Frazier 
earned second-team All-Big Eight 
honors. 

As Nebraska's starting signal | 
caller from [981 through 1983, 
Gill led the Huskers toa 28-2 mark, 
including a 20-0 league record, and 
three conference titles. A three-time All-Big Eight pick andasecond-team 
All-American as a senior, Gill was the key to the Huskers’ high-octane 
offense in 1983, aseason in which NU I-back Mike Rozier won the Heisman 
Trophy and Gill finished fourth in the voting for collegiate football's top 
award. The °83 team finished {2-1 and second in the final polls. In his four- 
year career (1980-83), Gill completed 231 of 428 passes for 3.317 yards, 
34 touchdowns and a .540 completion percentage. He rushed for 1,317 
yards and 18 TDs. He ranks sixth on NU’sall-time total offense chart with 
4.634 yards. 

A talented all-around athlete, Gill spent two seasons with the Canadian 
Football League's Montreal Concordes (1984-85) and three years (1986-

Dave Gillespie, the newest member 
of the Husker football coaching staff, 
is a familiar face in the Nebraska camp. 

Head Coach Frank Solich hired 
Gillespie to replace him as assistant coach for the Huskers in charge of 
running backs. In addition to his on-field duties, Gillespie will be 
responsible for the evaluation of recruits. 

Gillespie's Nebraska ties are strong. He played running back for the 
Huskers from 1974 to 1976 early in Tom Osborne's coaching career. He 
began his coaching career in the Nebraska high school ranks, serving as 
an assistant coach at Lincoln High School from 1978 to 1981 before 
moving to Hastings High as head coach from 1982 to 1984. Gillespie 
rejoined the Nebraska staff as a graduate assistant for Osborne in the 1985 
season and served as the Huskers' 
administrative assistant and recruiting 
coordinator from 1986 to 1993. 

He returns to Nebraska after four seasons 
on the staff at the University of Kansas. He 
served as a Jayhawk assistant for three 
seasons (1994-96) under Glen Mason, He 
worked with the tight ends in 1994, before 
serving as defensive line coach in 1995-96, 
Last season Gillespie served as an 
administrative assistant for first-year 
Jayhawk coach Terry Allen. 

Coach Frank Solich said Gillespie's 
knowledge of Nebraska's system would 
provide a smooth coaching transition at the 
running back spot. 

"Dave will be a great asset to our coaching 
staff. Having played here as a running back 
and working here as a recruiting 
coordinator, he knows the Nebraska system. 
He has the work ethic necessary to be 
successful and has demonstrated that he 
knows how to relate well to players. We are 
pleased to have Dave back in our system." 

Gillespie earned three letters as an I-back 
for the Huskers and earned his bachelor’s 
degree from Nebraska in 1977. He received his master's degree in 
educational administration from the University of Nebraska in 1986. 

During his eight-year span as recruiting coordinator at Nebraska (1986- 
93), Gillespie assisted in the recruitment of 15 All-Americans, which 
included three Outland Trophy winners (Will Shields, Zach Wiegert and 
Aaron Taylor), one Butkus Award winner (Trev Alberts), one Heisman 
Trophy runner-up (Tommie Frazier) and one Lombardi Award winner 
(Grant Wistrom). His last recruiting class (1993) posted a 60-3 five-year 
record, winning three national championships. 

Gillespie is married to the former Anne Van Pelt and they have three

Milt Tenopirheads into his 25th cam- 
paign as the Huskers’ offensive line 
coach in 1998, the second-longest ten- 
ure onthe NU staff. Nocollege football 
program can boast the honors that Nebraska's offensive linemen have piled 
up during Tenopir’s tenure. 

In 1997, Tenopir's line paved the way for Nebraska to lead the nation in 
rushing for the fifth time in the 1990s, rushing foran average of 392.6 yards 
per game, Overall, Nebraska has won 11 
NCAA rushing titles with Tenopir on staff. 

Under Tenopir's guidance, Nebraska has 
produced six Outland Trophy winners. includ- 
ing offensive guard Aaron Taylorin 1997, and 
a pair of Lombardi Award honorees. Taylor 
also earned first-team All-America honors, 
becoming the first Husker to earn first team 
All-America honors at two different positions. 
In 1996, Taylor earned first-team honors at 
center. 

In all, Tenopir has coached 18 All-Ameri- 
cans, | | Academic All-Americans, six NCAA 
Today's Top Eight Award winners and 43 all- 
conference selections. The Huskers have had 
atleastone first-team all-conference lineman in 
each of Tenopir's 24 seasons on the sideline, 
while his O-line has had at leastone academic 
all-conference selection for 20 straight years.

The words were inscribed on Memo- 
rial Stadium's northwestcornersome 14 
) years before he was born; "Courage; 
Generosity; Fairness; Honor; In these 
are the true awards of manly sports." How fitting then, that the field inside 
that historic stadium is now called Tom Osborne Field. in honor of a man, 
who in 25 seasons on the Husker sideline built a total program based on 
more than just winning. 

Osborne's era of excellence came to an end on Dec. 10, 1997, when he 
announced he wouldstep aside as Nebraska's head coach. His career ended 
in fitting fashion in the 1998 Orange Bowl. Inhis final gameas head coach, 
Osborne's Huskers dismantled third-ranked Tennessee, 42-17, giving 
Osbornea share ofa third national title in his last four seasons. The victory 
left Osborne as the firsman in college football history to retire as areigning 
national champion coach. 

Winning football games was nevera problem for Osborne, but it was far 
from his only source of motivation. Osborne retired as the nation's 
winningest active coach by percentage, witha glossy 255-49-3 record, for 
an .836 winning percentage, a mark that is fifth all time among Division | 
coaches. Osborne cemented his place alongside the sport's coaching 
legends in the last five years. 

Osborne guided the Huskers to back-to-back titles in 1994 and 1995, then 
capped his career by sharing the 1997 title with Michigan. Nebraska's back- 
to-back national titles in 1994-95 made Osborne the first coach to accom- 
plish that feat since Bear Bryant led Alabama to titles in 1978-79. Under 
Osborne, NU became just the second school all-time and the first since 
Oklahoma in 1955-56 to post back-to-back perfect national championship 
seasons, In fact, Osborne's last five Nebraska teams put together the best 
five-year run in collegiate football history with an amazing 60-3 record, 
including five consecutive | |-win seasons. 

Osborne-coached Nebraska teams captured 13 conference crowns, 
including six of his lastseven seasons on the sideline. All 25 of his Husker 
teams wonat least nine games and went bowling, while 15 won 10-or-more 
games, Achievements of that magnitude earned Osborne an immediate 
ticket to the College Football Hall of Fame, waiving the customary three- 
year wait for entrance into the hall. His legendary careeralso prompted the 
University's Board of Regents to vote to name the Memorial Stadium 
playing field in Osborne's honor. 

Beyond the remarkable on the field success story his Husker teams have 
written in America's heartland, Osborne was committed to making a 
difference in the lives ofhis players, staffand the community in which he 
lives. In today's ever-changing and fast-paced world of intercollegiate 
athletics, Osborne was a pillar of stability. 

During his tenure. 3] men served as head football coaches at the former 
Big Eight Conference institutions. In addition, only two of the nation's 
active Division I-A coaches were on the jobat the same school longer than 
Osborne's 25 seasons. 

A Hastings, Neb., native, Osborne may be the state's best ambassador. 
He is an advocate of NCAA reform on behalf of all student-athletes, an 
active member of the Fellowship of Christian Athletes, and supports many 
area youth education programs. He led by example and taught his players

Endowment for Youth. The fund, underwritten by the coach and his wife, 
and established seven years ago, helps prevent junior high and middle 
school youths from dropping out of school and encourages them to continue 
their education beyond high school. Ata 1994 banquet honoring Coach 
Osborne for his 200th career victory, more than $250,000 was raised for 
the endowment. This is a tribute not only to Osborne's on-the-field 
achievements, but his desire to make the community a better place to live. 

In the spring of 1997, Osborne put his support behind a new program, 
The Osborne Legacy Project. The program isatwo-year, $15 million fund- 
raising effort by Hastings College. Osborne's alma mater, aimed at 
improving Hastings' 
athletic facilities and 
developing a scholar- 
shipprogram. Thecam- 
paign isa tribute to the 
Osborne family's his- 
tory of involvement 
with the college. 

He also encourages 
his players to give back 
to the community, evi- 
denced by the more than 
80,000 students his 
players reach onanan- 
nual basis through com- 
munity outreach activi- 
ties. 

For his efforts on be- 
halfofstudent-athletes 
and his work in the 
community, Osborne 
was selected as one of 
eight 1994 Giant Steps 
Award winners from 
around the nation by 
the Northeastern Uni- 
versity Center for the Study of Sport in Society. The awards are given 
annually on National Student-Athlete Day to individuals and/or organiza- 
tions who exemplify the ideals and provide the support necessary for 
student-athletes to achieve academic and athletic excellence. Osborne also 
received the 1995 National Football Foundation and College Hall of Fame 
Distinguished American Award. 

In addition to those honors, Coach Osborne and Nancy received the 1995 
Father Flanagan Award for Service to Youth. The Father Flanagan Award 
is given in memory ofthe Boys Town founder and recognizes those whose 
service to youth is exemplary. 

"Although national championships are wonderful, Tom and Nancy were 
chosen for this award because they have consistently displayed integrity, 
courage, compassion and moral leadership in their public and private lives," 
Boys Town Executive Director Father Val J. Peter said. "They have been 
outstanding role models to athletes, families and youth alike.” 

Osborne holds conference records for victories (255), games (307) and 
seasons coached (25). Of NU's 13 league titles in Osborne's tenure as head 
coach, nine were outright, including 1997. The Huskers also captured 
league titles in 1975, 1978, 1981, 1982, 1983, 1984, 1988. 1991, 1992, 
1993, 1994and 1995. Aseithera head coachor assistant, Osborne has been 
involved in 21 of Nebraska's league-record 42 Big Eight titles, all five of 
its national championships and 34 of its 36 bowl appearances. 

All25ofDr. Tom's teams made bow! treks and 34 of the 36 Huskerteams 
he was associated with ended their season ina bowl game. Those 25 bowl 
appearances rank Osborne third all-time behind Alabama's Paul "Bear" 
Bryant (29) and Penn State's Joe Paterno (28), while each of the last 17 came 
in "major" bowls, another NCAA record. Osborne's 25 consecutive bowl 
tripsisan NCAA record, passing Bryant's 24 straight postseason trips. All 
25 of NU's bowl appearances under Osborne were against ranked (AP) 
teams, with 12 of the last 13 against teams ranked in the top five. and nine 


of the 12 ranked higher than NU. Osborne finished 12-13 in bowl games, 
with 11 ofthe 13 losses against top five teams, including fiveagainstteams 
who were crowned national champions. 

Perhaps most impressive among the many accomplishments Osborne's 
teams achieved was NU's remarkable record during his final five seasons, 
with each team being ranked first for at least part of the season. In 1997, 
Nebraska won its third national title in four seasons and improved Its five- 
year mark to 60-3, the best five-year mark in collegiate history. 

The 1997 Huskers madea statement early in the season with back-to-back 
wins over nationally ranked opponents, Washington and Kansas State, 
survived Missouri's upset bid, then dominated Texas A&M in the Big 12 
Championship game, giving Osborne his first Big 12 title. NU capped the 
championship run with a dominating win over third-ranked Tennessee in 
the Federal Express Orange Bowl, the Huskers’ fourth straight bow! 
victory. In the process, Osborne surpassed the 250-win mark, becoming 
the first coach to reach that milestone in 25 seasons. 

The 1996 Huskers fell short ofa third straight national title, but were in 
the hunt for the crown much of the season. Nebraska finished the season 
with an | 1-2 record and No. 6 national ranking. 

Osborne's 1995 team is mentionedas one of the greatest in college football 
history. En route to the Big Eight and national title. Nebraska set a school 
and Big Eight scoring record, averaging 52.4 points per game. Nebraska 
became the first school to win back-to-back national titles with unbeaten 
records since Oklahoma turned the trick in 1955-56. The Huskers capped 
their second consecutive title season with a 62-24 dismantling of Florida 
in the Fiesta Bowl. 

In 1994 Nebraska overcame injuries to give Osborne his first national 
title and the school's first title since 1971, NU capped its championship 
season witha 24-1 7 come-from-behind win over Miami, Fla. in the Federal 
Express Orange Bowl. Osborne's work did not go unnoticed in 1994, as 
he received numerous coach-of-the-year honors, including recognition by 
his peers of the American Football Coaches Association as its Division I- 
A Coach-of-the-Year. He was also selected as the 1994 Big Eight 
Conference Coach-of-the-Y ear, the third-straight season he was so hon- 
ored. Osborne earned 1994 national coach-of-the-year honors from the 
Touchdown Club of Columbus, the Amos Alonzo Stagg Award for 
coaching excellence and was selected as the American Football Coaches 
Association District Coach-of-the-Y ear. 

The 1993 season was a memorable one for Osborne, too, as he became 
the first coach to reach the 200-win plateau in only 21 seasons, when the 
Huskers defeated Oklahoma State, 27-13, in Stillwater, Okla., Oct. 7, 1993. 
Only the 12th coach in NCAA Division I-A history to reach the 200-win 
milestone, he was the first to do so exclusively at one school, in only 249 
games. Osborne fell just short of his first national title in 1993, losing a 
heartbreaking, 18-16, decision to Florida State in the Orange Bowl. 

The 1994 Orange Bow] against Florida State started a run of playing in 
national title games in four of his last five seasons. In all, Nebraska has

Nebraska also ex- 
tended several other 
record streaks in its 
undefeated 1997 sea- 
son. The Huskers’ 
home winning streak 
grewto42 games, the 
longest active streak 
inthecountry and tied for the fifth-longest in history. Nebraska's conference 
winning streak is up to 39 games, the second-longest in league history. 
Nebraska's Orange Bowl appearance was an NCAA-record 29th-straight 
bowl trip, and the Huskers have posted nine or more wins in each of the last 
29 years, also an NCAA record. Nebraska has had a winning campaign 
ineach of the last 36 years. Husker fans have responded in that 36-year run, 
selling out Memorial Stadium an NCAA record 220 straight games dating 
back to 1962. 

Aseven-time Big Eight Coach-of-the-Y ear selection (1975, 1976, 1980. 
1988, 1992, 1993 and 1994), Osborne earned the AP's first Big 12 honor 
in 1996, He was named the American Football Coaches Association 
District VI Coach-of-the-Y ear seven times--1978, 1979, 1980, 1983, 1987, 
1988 and 1994. Osborne's long-term success was recognized when he was 
named the Best Coach on the Associated Press' all-time Big Eight Confer- 
ence Football Team. He received 1978 Bobby Dodd National Coach-of- 
the-Year honors from the Atlanta Quarterback Club and Delta Airlines for 
his effort toward the advancement of the higher and more notable aspects 
of college coaching. Osborne also earned national coach-of-the-year 
honors from the Football News in 1983. 

Nowhere is the consistency of the Husker program more evident than the 
national polls, where Nebraska was a fixture in each of Osborne's 25 
seasons. Nebraska has been ranked in every weekly AP poll since 1981, 
giving ita poll record 275 consecutive weeks inthe rankings. In Osborne's 
tenure, NU was ranked in 397 of 400 AP polls, missing one week in 1977 
andtwoin 1981. Since 1969, the Huskers have appeared in 449 ofa possible 
452 polls. Nebraska finished among the AP Top 25 every year under 
Osborne, including 18 Top 10 finishes and 24 Top 20 showings. Nebraska 
was ranked in the top 10 inthe final 87 polls under Osborne, alsoan NCAA 
best. 

The Huskers were ranked No. | by the AP polls forthree weeks in 1997, 
after topping the poll for five 
weeks in 1996, sevenweeksin § 
1995 andeightin 1994. In fact, § 
a study of the final AP polls 
from 1973 through the 1997 
season finds that Nebraska is 
the nation's most successful 
program based on rankings.

]-ranked Florida State in the 1994 Orange Bowland No. 17 Arizona State 
in 1996. Osborne isalso the only Husker coach to ever beata No. 1-ranked 
team--the 17-14 win over Oklahomain 1978, His Hall of Fame predecessor, 
Bob Devaney, was 12-12-2 against ranked teams during his Husker career, 
while all previous NU coaches were a combined 7-35-0, 

On and off the field. Osborne's players have consistently been highly 
honored. Nine of his proteges have received the NCAA’s highest honor 
forstudent-athletes--selection as one of Today's Top Eight, including 1997 
recipient Grant Wistrom, a Husker senior rush end. That’s the most for any 
individual sports program in the country and accounts for more than two- 
thirds of NU's nation-leading 13 total selections. Husker gridders who 
received the honor include guard Randy Schleusener(198] ), centers Dave 
Rimington (1983), Mark Traynowicz (1985) and Jake Young (1990), 
linebackers Pat Tyrance (1991) and Trey Alberts (1993) and offensive 
linemen Rob Zatechka (1994) and Aaron Graham (1995). 

In 1997, Wistrom was named a first-team GTE/CoSIDA Academic All- 
American for the second straight year and junior fullback Joel Makovicka 
joined him on the team to boost the Huskers’ total to 36 student-athletes. That 
figure includes 10 two-time picks fora total of 46 first-team academic All- 
America certificates under Osborne and a nation-leading 52 in school 
history, 

In fact, Osborne's 46 first-team GTE/CoSIDA Academic All Americans 
is eight more than second-place Notre Dame's 44-year total of 38 (since 
CoSIDA began honoring athletes in 1952). Osborne's most-honored 
academian was | 994 Top Eight Award winnerand first-team academic All- 
American Rob Zatechka. In addition to his first-team selection, Zatechka, 
who was Osborne's first student-athlete to graduate with a cumulative 4.0 
grade point average, was honored as the GTE/CoSIDA Football Academic 
All-American-of-the-Y ear and earned the National Football Foundation's 
Draddy Award, as the nation's top football scholar-athlete, the Woody 
Hayes National Scholar-Athlete Award and the NCAA's Walter Byers 
Award. 

Nebraska has also had 25 NCAA postgraduate scholarship winners and 
16 National Football Foundation and Hall of Fame Scholar-Athlete 
recipients, including Zatechka in 1994. In 1988, Mark Blazek was named 
the CBS/Toyota Leader-of-the-Year. In 1994, Zatechka was named the 
Honda Scholar-Athlete-of-the- Y ear and in 1996, Aaron Graham was the 
Burger King Scholar-Athlete-of-the-Y ear. 

The honors don't end in the classroom. Husker players have also been 
decorated for their on-field performances. In 1997, Wistrom became the 
third Lombardi Award winner under Osborne. In addition, offensive guard 
Aaron Taylor edged NU defensive tackle Jason Peter for the Outland 
Trophy, the sixth Outland under Osborne. In 1995, quarterback Tommie 
Frazier won the school's first Johnny Unitas Golden Arm Award and was 
the Heisman runner-up. The previous year, Zach Wiegert brought home the 
fifth Outland Trophy in

jor-college scholarship offers to 
attend the school from which his 
father and grandfather graduated before him, hometown Hastings College. 
He became a star quarterback and basketball player for Coach Tom 
McLaughlin, and in 1959 was named State College Athlete-of-the-Year, 
becoming the first athlete in Nebraska history to win both the high school 
and college honors. 

After receiving his bachelor’s degree from Hastings College in 1959, 
Osborne played three seasons in the National Football League. two with 
the Washington Redskins and one with the San Francisco 49ers, where his 
roommate was Jack Kemp, the former Congressman, presidential candidate 
and Bush administration Secretary of Housing and Urban Development. 

In 1962, he contacted the newly-hired Devaney, and obtained a graduate 
assistant's position on the Husker staff. He continued in that capacity until 
he received his master’s degree in 1963, then maintained a triple role of 
student, teacherand part-time coach at the University. He earneda doctorate 
in educational psychology in 1965, then elected to pursue coaching as a 
career in 1967. becoming the Huskers’ full-time receivers coach--a decision 
NU fans have applauded since. 

Over the next five years, Osborne was in charge of the Husker passing 
game, and in his last four seasons as an assistant coach, developed a 
wingback by the name of Johnny Rodgers, who would become Nebraska’s 
first Heisman Trophy winner in 1972, 

When Devaney announced after the 1972 Orange Bow! that he would 
retire from coaching after the 1972 season, he elevated Osborne to assistant 
head coachand director of recruiting for his final campaign, and handpicked 
the then-34-year-old as his successor. 

Osborne took overa program that regained national prominence under 
Devaney, built on it and established his own winning tradition. Osborne 
and Devaney are one of justthree coaching duos to post back-to-back 100- 
win careers at the same institution (following Penn State's Rip Engle and 
Joe Paterno and Georgia Tech's John Heisman, Bill Alexander and Bobby 
Dodd), but the first pair to do it in an astounding 22 years. Since 1962, NU 
owns a 356-69-5 record for an incredible .834 winning percentage (36 
years, 430 games). 

Osborne, who was born Feb. 23, 1937, is married to the former Nancy 
Tederman. They are the parents of a son, Mike, and two daughters, Ann 
and Suzi. Tom and Nancy have one grandson William Osborne and two 
granddaughters, Catey Osborne and Haley Wilke. Mike followed in his 
father's footsteps by playing quarterback at Hastings College. He graduated 
in May, 1987.

In his sixth year at Nebraska, Bill Byrne 
continues to lead and improve one of the 
nation's best athletic programs, Byrne became the | 1 th Nebraska Director 
of Athletics on June 26, 1992, replacing the legendary Bob Devaney. 

He came to Nebraska following 10 successful years at the University 
of Oregon. Highly respected among his peers, Byrne was elected vice- 
president and secretary-treasurer of the College Football Association. He 
isamember of the NCAA Legislative Strategic Planning Cabinet and has 
served onthe NCAA Special Committee on Marketing and Licensing and 
the Committee on Special Events. He has worked tirelessly to establish 
close ties with the NU community and Husker fans. Bye has canvassed 
the state visiting with boosters to learn the needs of all Husker fans, 

Among his many accomplishments at Nebraska, Byrne has continually 
upgraded facilities, including the addition of two HuskerVision replay 
boards at Memorial Stadium in 1994. Besides becoming the first collegiate- 
owned venue to feature replay boards for its fans, Memorial Stadium was 
renovated to include a state-of-the-art training room, expanded locker 
rooms for coaches and players, a new public address system, expanded 
restrooms and expanded concession areas, Section 14 was rebuilt in 1994 
to offer increased seating for disabled fans. 

Byrne's future plans ensure that NU's facilities remain the nation's best 
for Husker athletes and fans. He enlisted the Kansas City, Mo., firm of 
HOK Sports to develop a master facilities plan for the athletic program. 
A new press box and sky boxes are part of the renovation plans for 
Memorial Stadium, along with an expanded main concourse area. The East 
Stadium Plaza is being developed, while waterproofing and concrete repair 
continues throughout the stadium. The $2.9 million indoor track renova- 
tion at the Bob Devaney Sports Center will begin, while the Ed Weir 
Outdoor Track will be resurfaced. The Abbott Sports Complex also will 
receive a new press facility for women's soccer. 

In 1997-98, the Devaney Center received a new locker room for 
women's staff, a new roof over the pool area and the central concessions 
area was remodeled. The NU Softball Complex received a new press box 
and exit plaza, while a new volleyball ready room was constructed in the 
NU Coliseum. A new shooting range was devised for the women's rifle 
team in the Military and Naval Science Building, The Athletic Ticket 
Office relocated to the Stadium Drive Parking Garage, along with the new 
Huskers Authentic retail store, and the Athletic Marketing and Develop- 
ment offices moved to the South Stadium Office Building. In 1996-97, the 
Devaney Center received a new sound system, new weight room, new 
women's basketball locker room and a passenger elevator, and Buck 
Beltzer Stadium received new infield turf. The computer center in the 
Boekel Academic Center also tripled in size. 

Byrne's leadership has kept the Huskers among the nation's elite. In 
fact, during the 1997-98 season, Nebraska: 

@ became only the second school in NCAA history to win three 
football national championships in a four-year span. 

@ recorded its fourth consecutive top 10 finish in the Sears Directors! 
Cup standings, with a ninth-place showing in Division I, the best showing 
of any Big |2 Conference school. 

@ won six Big 12 championships (football, women's swimming, 
women's gymnastics, softball, men’s indoor and outdoor track). 

@ finished in the top 10 nationally in seven sports (men's: football, 
gymnastics; women's: softball, volleyball, soccer, outdoor track and 
bowling. 

@ won its ]9th consecutive conference all-sports crown.

With Byrne's leadership, Nebraska became the first Big Eight school 
to add women's soccer as a varsity sport in 1994. Byrne continues to 
expand opportunities for Husker athletes. During 1997-98, women's 
bowling was added as a varsity sport, and women's rifle will begin for the 
1998-99 season, giving the Huskers 24 sports, the most in the Big 12. 

Along with maintaining the highest standards on the field, Byrne has 
reorganized the department for the 21st century. Stressing more efficient 
use of resources, Byrne has created a one-stop shopping type of 
organization to meet the needs of student-athletes, fans and contributors. 
He also reorganized Nebraska's fund-raising efforts and started an inte- 
grated marketing and licensing program. 

Byrne is recognized as a national leader in intercollegiate athletics and 
continues to make an aggressive effort to help place conference officials 
on key NCAA committees to represent Big 12 institutions. He was 
recently chosen to serve as the chairman of the Big 12 Conference Board 
of Athletic Directors and has been instrumental in conference develop- 
ment and an active voice in its planning. 

In conjunction with therest of the Nebraska's administration, Byrne has 
arranged to use the Husker football and basketball networks to promote 
causes and concerns important to the entire university community, 
including the institution's increased role in research. 

Before bringing his expertise to Nebraska, Byrne was the Oregon 
Directorof Athletics, He assumed the duties of director ofathletics in May 
1984, as one of the youngest directors in Division |. Byrne established 
fund-raising offices in Portland and southern Oregon and established a full- 
time marketing and promotions operation, which blossomed to encom- 
pass the Oregon Sports Network for statewide in-house production of 
Ducks' games on radio and television. 

Byme led the $19 million fund drive at Oregon that resulted in new 
homes for the Ducks' football team and athletic department offices. He 
was responsible for the construction of a new press box, sky suites and 
total renovation of Autzen Stadium, which concluded in 1991. Two years 
later, the facility's Hall of Champions was dedicated in Byrne's honor. 

Byrne has servedas president of the National Association of Collegiate 
Directors of Athletics (NACDA) in 1991-92, and is in his seventh year 
on the NACDA Executive Committee. He was also chairman of the Pac- 
10 Conference Executive Committee and was the National Athletic 
Fundraisers Association National Fundraiser-of-the-Y ear, 

Byrne grew up in [daho and attended Idaho State. He was the student 
body president and received bachelor's and master's degrees in business 
from [daho State in 1967 and 1971. Before going to Oregon in 1982, he 
was Assistant Athletic Director at San Diego State (1980-82), Executive 
Director of the New Mexico Lobo Club (1976-79) and Director of Alumni 
Relations at Idaho State (1971-76). 

Byrne's wife, Marilyn, is the Dean of Graduate Studies in Education 
at Doane College and earned her Ph.D. in Higher Education Administration 
from NU, The Byrnes have two sons and two grandsons, Greg and Regina 
Byrne and their sons, Nicholas, 3,and Davis, 1, live in Eugene, Ore., where 
Greg is an athletic fundraiser for the University of Oregon. Bill and 
Marilyn's other son, Bill, is a section manager for Visa in its world-wide 
computer center located in San Mateo, Calif.

Al Papik, former director of admissions 
and advising for the University of Nebraska and a noted authority on 
NCAA rules and regulations, is the No. 2 athletic department administra- 
tor. 

He isentering his 26th year at the University of Nebraska and 14th year 
of service to the athletic department. 

His basic responsibilities encompass the entire area of compliance, 
including rules interpretation, rules education, and serving as a liaison to 
the Big 12 Conference and NCAA. In addition, Papik has the adminis- 
trative responsibility of Academic Student Services and Athletic Medi- 
cine. 

Papik assumed additional responsibilities in football operations in 
December 1996. Papik's specific areas of responsibility in football include 
formulating the budget, scheduling, equipment, postseason competition, 
compliance and special events and projects in football. 

Papik joined the University of Nebraska administrative staff as the 
director of admissions in 1973. He spent 12 years as the director of 
admissions before becoming the assistant athletic director for student 
services in 1985, Papik's first task with the athletic program was to unify 
the student support systems for the men's and women's athletic programs, 
Papik also became Nebraska's first compliance coordinator in 1986. 

Before coming to Lincoln, Papik spent 18 very successful years at 
Doane College in Crete, Neb. He is beginning his sixth year as the senior 
associate athletic director and will continue to serye as Nebraska's 
compliance coordinator. 

In 1995, Papik was inducted into the Nebraska Football Hall of Fame 
for the second time, receiving the Lyell Bremser Special Merit Award for 
his contribution to the sport of football. In January 1996, he was selected 
as an original inductee into the Doane College Hall of Fame. 

From 1955 to 1972, Papik was a successful football coach and athletic 
director at Doane College. During his tenure at Doane. Papik's football 
teams went undefeated for an unbelievable 38 consecutive games. Papik's 
success on the football field earned him Nebraska college coach-of-the- 
year honors three times. He was also the NAIA district coach-of-the-year 
four consecutive seasons. For his extraordinary career achievements as 
acoach, Papik was selected to the Nebraska Football Hall of Fame in 1980. 

But Papik's contributions to athletics have gone beyond the football 
field. He received a Special Merit Award from the Nebraska Basketball 
Hall of Fame in February 1996 for his contributions to the sport. Papik 
was inducted into the Nebraska Track and Field Officials Hall of Fame in 
1993, He wasalso honored for his excellent administrative skills, earning 
the University of Nebraska's Donaldson Award, given each year to the 
school's outstanding administrator. 

A graduate of Doane College, Papik received his master of education 
degree from the University of Nebraska. He was a coach and teacher at 
Crete and Laurel high schools before joining the Doane staff. He served 
in the U.S. Army during World War IL. 

He is married to the former Gloria Jacobsen of Sioux City, lowa. and 
they have two children, Jim and Marcia, and five grandchildren.

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The Cornhusker Legend 


Before 1900, Nebraska football teams were known by such names as 
the Old Gold Knights, Antelopes and the Bugeaters. But in 1900, Lincoln 
sportswriter Charles S, (Cy) Sherman, who was to gain national renown 
as the sports editor of the Lincoln Star and help originate the Associated 
Press poll, tired of referring to the Nebraska teams with such an unglam- 
orous term as Bugeaters. lowa had, from time to time, been called the 
Cornhuskers, and the name appealed to Sherman. 

lowa partisans seemed to prefer Hawkeyes, so Sherman started 
referring to the Nebraska team as Cornhuskers, and the 1900 team was first 
to bear that label. 

Of course, the name caught on and became a Nebraska byword, 
eventually becoming the official nickname for the state. 

There is no official symbol ofa Cornhusker and various cartoonists have 
caricatured the mystical something that typifies Nebraska football—some 
winning fan approval and others arousing fan ire. 

The cartoon character, “Herbie Husker”, evolved out of Nebraska’ trip 
to the 1974 Cotton Bow! in Dallas. Artist Dirk West of Lubbock, Texas, 
designed a Cornhusker cartoon for the Cotton Bowl press headquarters 
that caught the eye of former Husker SID Don Bryant. Later, Bryant 
contacted West for permission to use the cartoon, and West expressed a 
desire to refine his original cartoon and improve some of the character’s 
features, As a result, West was commissioned to draw an original 
Cornhusker cartoon character that served asa mascot forall Husker athletic 
teams. 

“Herbie” is the registered logo ofthe Cornhusker Athletic Department, 
which controls its use. West’s concept of Nebraska football is appropri- 
ate—a burly, rugged and confident fellow who is proud of both the athletic 
and the agricultural traditions of the University of Nebraska.

The Yell Squad 
finished fifth in Orlando, Fla., while the Scarlets Dance Squad finished 
second in Division l-A in Daytona Beach, Fla. The squads also held 
cumulative grade-point averages of better than 3.0. 


The University of Nebraska Cornhusker Marching Band is one of the 
nation's oldest marching bands. It was founded in 1879 as an R.O.T.C. 
unit and began playing at football games in 1890. 

The Marching Red is the only collegiate ensemble that has performed 
in all the major postseason bowls: Rose, Orange, Fiesta, Cotton and 
Sugar, as well as the Citrus, Sun, Astro-Bluebonnet and Liberty. 

The band was named the recipient of the 1996 John Philip Sousa 
Foundation's Sudler Trophy, awarded each year to a marching band that 
has demonstrated the highest of musical standards. 

Other honors bestowed on the Marching Red include representing the 
United States at the 1996 St. Patrick's Day Celebration in Dublin, Ireland, 
performing at the Emmy Award-winning Kennedy Center Honors 
Ceremony for Johnny Carson in 1993, and the "Best Dressed Band 
Award" presented to the band by the National Association of Uniform 
Manufacturers and Designers in 1983. 

Professor Jay Kloecker is the Director of Bands and oversees all 
operations of the Nebraska Band Program. He holds degrees from 
Kentucky and Florida State and has directed nationally recognized high 
school bands in Illinois and Kentucky. Kloecker's duties with the band 
program include conducting the Wind Ensemble and teaching courses in 
music education. In 1998, the Wind Ensemble performed twice at the 
Music Educators National Conference in Phoenix, Ariz. 

The Cornhusker Band is directed by Professor Craig S. Cornish, 
who is in his first year as Associate Director of Bands. In addition to 
directing the marching band, Cornish's responsibilities include serving as 
conductor of the Symphonic Band, coordinator of the athletic bands and 
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teaching undergraduate courses in music education. Before joining the 
UNL School of Music faculty in 1998, Cornish spent 16 years in 
Kentucky directing high school bands at LaRue County, North Hardin 
and Paul Laurence Dunbar high schools. Cornish holds two degrees in 
music education from Kentucky. 

Anthony M. Falcone is the Assistant Director of Bands and Instruc- 
tor of Percussion at UNL. His duties include arranging for and instructing 
the band's percussion section, assisting with the percussion studio and 
Percussion Ensemble and assisting with all university bands. He has held 
previous appointments at Arkansas-Fayetteville, Truman State and 
James Madison. Falcone received bachelor's and master's degrees from 
James Madison and has performed across the nation as a percussionist. 

Other staff members: Rose Johnson, administrative assistant; Carol 
Swanson, secretary; Mike Veak, announcer. Amy Molacek of Lincoln 
is the head drum major, and assistant drum majors are Nathan Kress of 
Omaha, and Jeremy Penn of Sioux Falls, S.D. The twirleris Courtney 
Hill of San Antonio, Texas. 

The marching band's season begins on Aug. 12, with a 10-day camp 
that includes more than 30 rehearsals and a special performance in 
Memorial Stadium. Daily rehearsals from 7 to 9 a.m. begin on Aug. 24 
and continue throughout the fall. 

The band will perform at all Husker home games, the game against 
Oklahoma State at Arrowhead Stadium in Kansas City and at the Kansas 
State game in Manhattan, Kan. Pep bands will travel to the remainder 
of Nebraska's games. The band will also perform at the Lied Center for 
Performing Arts on Nov. 22.

The formation of the Big 12 represented an undertaking by school chief 
executive officers to combine resources to achieve higher levels of 
performance heading into the 21st Century, 

Institution chancellors and presidents serve as chief policy makers for 
the conference, operating as the Board of Directors. Administration of the 
circuit occurs through the Council of Faculty Athletics Representatives, 
Board of Athletic Directors and Board of Senior Woman Administrators. 

The Big 12 took a bold step toward community service in May, 1996, 
by adopting Special Olympics as its primary philanthropy. Other 
charitable and community service organizations such as the Lou Groza 
National Collegiate Place Kicker Award, NCAA YES Program and Best 
Buddies, tonamea few, have the sponsorship of the conference. Member- 
institutions have provided facilities for local, regional and national Special 
Olympics competition for years, but under the Big 12 blanket, Special 
Olympians, their coaches and their fans have the opportunity to interact 
as recipients of clinics and other cooperative efforts in conjunction with 
Big |2 events, In August, 1996, Executive Directors of Special Olympics 
inthe seven-state area and Big | 2 officials decided to promote the national 
movement through public service announcements aired to all 50 states and 
overseas’ markets during Big 12 football and basketball games and on the 
weekly “Big 12 Showcase” television program. 

Another innovative venture of the Big 12 is the development ofthe Life 
Skills Program and Academic Services. Programs such as the Student- 
Athlete Advisory Committee, Special Olympics and the YES program of 
clinics and stay-in-school messages to youngsters area few of the life skills 
areas promoted by the Big 12. Student-athletes play an active role in 
community endeavors such as hospital visits, youth school programs, 
enhance/eligibility information and anti-violence campaigns promoted 
through local appearances and public service announcements aired during 
Big 12 contests. 

Exposure is key in any endeavor of this magnitude, and the Big 12 has 
one of the best regional and national telecast agreements in the nation, ABC 
and Fox Sports Net combine to produce nearly 40 football games annually 
in syndicated, regional, national and prime-time windows, The Big 12 
blankets television on the Friday after Thanksgiving with back-to-back 
national grid telecasts of Texas-Texas A&M and Colorado-Nebraska. 

ESPN and ESPN Regional provide regional over-the-air syndication, 
national cable and national network coverage of up to 90 men’s basketball 
games per season. The Big 12 isa mainstay in the ESPN lineup with the 
highest rated college basketball slot on “Big Monday.” In addition to the 
highly successful syndicated package within the seven-state conference 
region, ESPN Regional markets 10 games annually to CBS and ABC for 
the Big 12. All 11 games of the Big 12 Phillips 66 Men's Basketball 
Tournamentare aired either regionally or nationally. Fox Sports Net relies 
on Big 12 supplied programming of regular-season volleyball, and women’s 
basketball while televising nearly 30 events per year. Big 12 champion- 
ships also have a home at Fox Sports Net. Atleast eight Big 12 Olympic 
championships are televised on either a regional or national cable basis,

The Big | 2 hitthe field with Oklahoma claiming the inaugural conference 
title insoftball on May 11, 1996. Big 12 football kicked offin grand fashion 
as Kansas State defeated Texas Tech 21-14 on Aug. 31, 1996, in 
Manhattan, Kan, Texas edged Nebraska, 37-27. in the first Dr. Pepper Big 
12 Football Championship Game to allow the conference to gain two Bow] 
Alliance berths and to bring a very successful 1996 to a close. 

The Big 12 utilizes a North-South divisional format in football, with the 
two Oklahoma schools and the four Texas schools making up the Big 12 
South and the remaining six schools complete the Big 12 North. The 
champions ofeach division face each other in an electric showdown in early 
December to determine the Big 12 representative to the Bowl Alliance. 
Thanks to the high level of competition, the Big 12 has been the only 
conference with two teams participating in the alliance in each of the last 
two years, and Nebraska clinched the national title in the ESPN/USA 
TODAY football poll on Jan. 2, 1998, witha 42-17 victory overTennessee 
in the FedEx Orange Bowl. In addition to the alliance, the Big 12 has five 
other bowl agreements with the Southwestern Bell Cotton Bow! Classic, 
Plymouth Holiday Bowl, Builders Square Alamo Bowl, Jeep Aloha Bowl, 
and Copper Bowl. 

In 1997-98, the 21 regular season championship trophies were divided 
among seven schools. Nebraska won the Big | 2all-sports title by capturing 
six trophies (football, softball, women's gymnastics, women's swimming 
and diving and men's indoor and outdoor track).

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Place-kicker Kris Brown has been booming kickoffs and making field 
goals with pinpoint accuracy throughout his Nebraska career. Brown, a 
senior from Southlake, Texas, has made a school-record 16 consecutive 
field goal attempts, amark which extends to the 1998 season, and has made 
79 consecutive PATs (counting six in the 1998 Orange Bowl and the last 
11 of the 1996 season). [fhe connects on his next five PATs, he will break 
that record as well. Brown has demolished nearly every Husker career 
kicking record. In fact, practically the only career record he has yet to break 
is the all-time scoring record. Brown is just 13 points behind Heisman 
Trophy winner Mike Rozier's 312 points scored from 1981 to 1983 with 
299 in his three years, having led the Huskers in points scored in 1995 and 
1996 and finishing second in 1997. He is expected to kick PATs, field goals 
and handle kickoffs this fall and will contend for All-America honors and 
the Lou Groza Award, given to the nation's best kicker.

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Charting his career...Brown has converted 170 point-after touch- 
downs on 174 attempts (.977 percent) and has hit on 43 field goals in 56 
attempts (.768). All four totals are school records. His .977 PAT 
percentage is .007 off Gregg Barrios' career school record (.984, 127-129, 
1986-90), while his .768 field goal percentage betters the NU career record 
held by Dean Sukup (.750, 12-16 in 1978-79). His 299 points by kicking 
is the most in school history. Brown has kicked nine (of 14) field goals 
of 40 yards ormore and has hadat least three field goals ina game six times. 
Twice he has successfully kicked four (vs, Kansas State in 1996, vs. Texas 
A&M in 1997 Big 12 Championship game). He is 2-2 on 50-yard field 
goal attempts in his career, witha career-long 51-yarder vs. Texas in the 
1996 Big 12 Championship game anda 50-yard field goal against Kansas 
State in the 1996 regularseason. Brown is 4-4 on field goals made in bowl 
games, hitting from 26 and 24 yards in the 1996 Fiesta Bowl, and from 25 
and 37 yards vs. Virginia Tech in the 1996 Orange Bowl. 


Season records...Brown set several season records in 1997 as well. 
His 18 field goals in 1997 bettered Gregg Barrios’ school record of 14 in 
1990 and his .857 field goal percentage (18-21) isan NU record. His 116 
points bettered his own school record for points by a kicker (he had 97 
as a true freshman); his 116 points set the school record for points by a 
junior (102 by Johnny Rodgers in 1971 and Mike Rozier in 1982), but was 
second behind Ahman Green's 132 in 1997, He set season records for most 
PATs and most consecutive PATs, hitting on all 62 of his attempts. 


Off the field...In 1998, Brown will contend for All-America and 
academic All-America honors. He posts a 3,484 cumulative GPA in 
education and was a first-team All-Big 12 academic honor winner and a 
GTE/CoSIDA All-America nominee last year. Although he hasn't 
redshirted, Brown will graduate in May. 


1997: After missing three of his first five field goals, Brown was 
successful on his next 16 kicks, dating back to a 41-yard miss on his first 
of three attempts at No. 2 Washington and including four in the Big 12 
Championship game against Texas A&M. Twice he hit three or more field 
goals in a game, vs, Texas Tech (three) and Texas A&M (four). On the 
year, Brown hit 18 of 21 field goal attempts (school-record 85.7 percent), 
including five of 40 yards ormore. Brown, who was a semifinalist for the 
Lou Groza Award, kicked 54 of his 88 kickoffs (61 percent) into or out 
of the end zone. and 46 (52 percent) were not returned. He hit on all 62 
ofhis PATs, becoming just the fifth Husker kicker to be perfect ina season 
and ranked second at NU and 13th nationally averaging 9.67 points per 
game (116 total), While he did not have any field goal attempts at the 
Orange Bowl, he was perfect on six PATs.

1996: For the second consecutive year, place-kicker Kris Brown led 
the Huskers in scoring. He had 86 points in 1996 (7.2 ppg, ranked 49th 
nationally). He was 12-19 on field goals and 50-51 on PATs. Brown's 
field goals made included three of more than 40 yards with a career-best 
51-yarder against Texas in the Big 12 Championship game. He had a 
consecutive PAT streak of 48 kicks made, but it ended with his only miss 
of the season on his third attempt at Iowa State. His bestgame was against 
Kansas State, when he connected on four field goals in the first half, 
including a 50-yard boot with no time remaining to put the Huskers up 
18-3 at halftime. He ended up 4-5 on the day, just missing a 34-yard 
attempt in the third quarter. Three of his misses on the season were from 
40 yards or more. He ended the season with a streak of 11 PATs made 
(including a 5-5 outing vs. Virginia Tech in the 1996 Orange Bowl) and 
connected on two field goals in the bowl game (25 and 37 yards). 


1995: Brown was one of three true freshmen playing for the Huskers 
in 1995, along with Ahman Green and Chad Kelsay. Brown made an 
immediate impact on NU's season, replacing Darin Erstad for place- 
kicking and kickoff duties after Erstad was the No. | pick inthe June 1995 
baseball draft. On the season, Brown made 13-16 field goals and 58 of 61 
PATs, for 97 points. Brown was responsible for the best team field goal 
percentage in a season in school history (.813),amark he bettered in 1997 
(.857). He also successfully completed one pass for a two-point 
conversion vs. Washington State. In the last regular-season game against 
Oklahoma, Brown connected on three field goals and broke two school 
records in the process. With his first field goal vs. OU, Brown tied the 
school record for points scored ina season via kicking. He had 97 on the 
season, an NU freshman scoring record and an overall school record for 
points by kicking in a season. His 97 points bettered teammate Ahman 
Green's 96 by one PAT, breaking Calvin Jones' previous freshman scoring 
record of 84 points in 1991. Brown hit on three field goals in a contest 
three times. His longest field goal was a 47-yarder at Michigan State in 
game two, He was 1-2 on kicks of 40 yards or more and 7-9 on kicks over 
30. Twice on the year he was 7-7 on PATs and hiton 31 consecutive after 
missing his first attempt in the season opener. In the 1996 national 
championship Fiesta Bow! vs. Florida, Brown was 5-6 on PATs, (his first 
attempt was blocked), and 2-2 on field goals. Brown hit a 25-yarder in 
the second quarter to give Nebraska a 25-10 lead, and hit a 24-yarder with 
just eight seconds remaining in the first half to cap an NCAA bowl-record 
29-point second quarter and give NU a 35-10 lead at intermission. 


At Carroll HS: Recruited to Nebraska asa kicker, Brown also played 
quarterback his junior and senior years, Hehelped lead Carroll High School 
to the 3-A state titles in 1992 and 1993 (defeating teammate Clint Finley's 
Cuero team in 1993). Brown connected on 16 of 18 field goal attempts 
in 1994. He earned first-team all-district, All-Northeast Tarrant County 
honors and all-area honors as a kicker his senior year playing for Coach 
Bob Ledbetter. He also earned honorable-mention all-state honors from 
both AP and the Texas Sportswriters Association. Brown was named an 
All-America kicker by Bluechip Illustrated and an All-Midlands region 
choice by SuperPrep in 1994. He kicked four field goals, including along 
of 50 yards, in the first4A playoff game in 1994 as Carroll defeated No. 
2 Waxahachie, 23-20. Carroll High School went 32-0 in his sophomore 
and junior years and 6-5 his senior year.

responded likea veteran with 12 pass breakups and four interceptions. He 
was named the Big 12 Defensive Freshman-of-the-Y ear and earned first- 
team freshman All-America honors from The Sporting News. In 1997, 
Brown and company held up against the likes of Washington, Kansas State 
and Tennessee to win a third national championship in four years. Brown 
was tested less as teams picked on left freshman corner Erwin Swiney, but 
Brown had nine breakups and earned first-team All-Big 12 honors. One 
of six Huskers to be so honored, he is the only returnee in 1998. 


1997: After being tried and tested in 1996, opponents chose to pick 
on the other new corner (Swiney) in 1997. Brown started every game at 
right cornerback and had 29 tackles (18 solo). He had two interceptions 
on the season, |-23 vs. Akron in the first game, and 1-5 vs. Texas A&M 
in the Huskers’ last game. He led the team with nine pass breakups and 
combined with his 12 from 1996 (second most ever by a Husker), Brown 
has 21, which betters Barron Miles' career record of 19 from 1992 to 1994. 
His tackles for losses were against Kansas State (1-1) and Kansas (1-4), 
and his career-best tackle day was six against Colorado. Brown helped 
the Huskers rank among the nation's top |5 in three of the four statistical 
categories, including rushing defense (73.4 third, second lowestall-time), 
total defense (257.3, fifth) and scoring defense (16.4, 12th). In addition, 
NU ranked 32nd in pass efficiency defense (112.7 points). Brown was 
aconsensus first-team All-Big 12 athlete. after earning honorable-mention 
honors as a freshman. In the FedEx Orange Bow! game vs. Tennessee, 
Brown had one solo tackle and caused a key fumble. After a pair of punts 
by each team, the Volunteers were driving for a score. Brown forced a 
fumble with a jarring hit on UT running back Jamal Lewis. Mike Rucker 
recovered the loose ball at the Husker 22-yard line and Nebraska drove the 
length of the field to go up 7-0, taking advantage of the Tennessee miscue.

Brown had a 
season-best four tackles against Missouri and had one tackle for one yard 
lostagainst No. 5 Colorado. NU ranked in the top seven in every national 
category and the No. | unit gave up just nine TDs to opponents in 12 games. 
Boasting good speed, Brown ran sprints in one home Husker track meet. 


At Bishop Amat HS: A consensus All-American as named by Parade, 
SuperPrep, Bluechip and The National Recruiting Advisor, Brown was 
listed as the No. 2 defensive back in the country by Bluechip and named 
to the Dream Team. He was also named to USA Today's second team. 
Brown played both ways at Bishop Amat High School in LaPuenta, Calif. 
He was a tailback and cornerback for Coach Tom Salter and picked 
Nebraska over Colorado and USC. Brown (along with fellow defensive 
back Mike Brown) was named to the Long Beach Press-Telegram's first- 
team Best in the West squad. Brown led Bishop Amat to the CIF Division 
title in 1995 and finished seventh in the state in rushing with 2,246 yards 
on 311 carries and scored the game-winning touchdown in the Lancers!

# Nebraska Fourth-Best All Time Pro-Agility Run (3.82) 
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Joel Makovicka (pronounced MACK-oh-vick-uh) returns for his 
senior year with first-team academic All-America credentials and as a 
legitimate candidate for athletic All-America honors, even though full- 
backs have been generally ignored. He earned honorable-mention All-Big 
12 honors last season and could become the Huskers’ first all-conference 
fullback since Tom Rathman in 1985, Makovicka enters 1998 ranked 
eighth on the all-time Husker fullback rushing chart, just 11 yards shy of 
1,000 yards at 989 and with 11 TDs to rank third. Andra Franklin leads 
the list at 1,738 (1977-80), followed by Dick Davis (1,477 in 1966-68) 
and Tom Rathman (1,425, 1981-85). "Mak" needs 750 yards to pass 
Franklin, 489 to pass Davis and 437 to pass Rathman. He needs just 22 
yards to move into sixth, passing Lance Lewis and his head coach and 
former position coach--Frank Solich. Both Rathman and Bill Thornton 
(1,328, 1960-62) led the pack with 12 career TDs. Makovicka needs just 
one more to tie and two to own the NU fullback record, He is second in 
the nation among returning fullbacks in 1998 after ranking fourth last year 
in yards per game (57.1). He led the nation in yards per carry by a fullback 
with 6.5 and ranked tied for second in TDs with nine on 685 yards.

Makovicka has only been tagged for six yards in losses in his career and 
his 6.59 yards per carry is the best among Husker fullbacks and eighth all- 
timeat Nebraska. Boasting good hands as well, Makovicka has eight career 
catches for 88 yards and one touchdown, Lindy's lists Makovicka as the 
second-best fullback in the country entering the season. As a blocker, 
Husker coaches have no doubt he's the best. 

Makovicka has seen valuable playing time the last three years, first as 
his brother Jeff's backup in 1995, then as senior Brian Schuster's backup 
in 1996 and as a starter in 1997. Makovicka tied the Nebraska fullback 
record with nine touchdowns and posted the fourth-best rushing season 
by a fullback last year. He also set a Nebraska fullback record with three 
rushing touchdowns against Oklahoma. A former walk-on, Makovicka 
is one of five projected 1998 Husker starters who originally walked on at 
Nebraska. Makovicka has good size (5-1 1,240) and is hard to bring down. 
A workhorse in the weight room, Makovicka's name was added to the 
prestigious honors platform in 1995, scoring 500 points or better on all 
six tests. He owns Nebraska position records for 10-yard dash points with 
755 (which takes into account height and weight, based on a 1.57 time); 
pro-agility run points (957); and pro-agility run time (3.82, fourth-best 
alltime at NU). Anexcellent student, Makovicka posts a 3.823 cumulative 
GPA in pre-med, has twice earned academic All-Big 12 honors and was 
a first-team GTE/CoSIDA Academic All-American in 1997, 


1997: A former walk-on, Makovicka was one of three Huskers named 
to the 1997 Sports Illustrated All-Walk-on Team. Makovicka took over 
the starting fullback duties from graduated senior Brian Schuster and had 
an outstanding junior season, posting the fourth-best rushing effort in the 
country by a fullback and leading the nation with a 6.5 ype average. 
Makovicka rushed 105 times for 685 yards anda fullback-record nine TDs. 
He set another Nebraska fullback record with three rushing touchdowns 
in the Oklahoma game. Makovicka rushed for 50 yards or more in each 
of the first three games with a career-best 12-129 vs. No. 2 Washington. 
In that game, Makovicka didn’t score, but averaged 10.8 yards per carry, 
and had five carries for 82 yards in the fourth quarter alone, He also had 
a career-best run of 43 yards, which got the Huskers out from their own 
3-yard line to the 46 and set up Kris Brown's 31-yard field goal with 2:25 
remaining in the game, to seal the victory. Makovicka's 129 yards were 
the most by a Husker fullback since Bryan Carpenter (now a computer 
video technician with the Huskers) rushed for 102 against Utah in 1989. 
Makovicka had 50 or more yards in seven games and topped the 100 mark 
again with 10-101 vs, Oklahoma. He had two rushing TDs vs. Akron and 
Kansas, and solo scores against Baylor and lowa State, Makovicka's 6.52 
yards per carry was second on the team to I-back Ahman Green among 
those Huskers with 50 or more rushes and he was not tagged for a loss,

He also caught five passes in 1997 for 60 yards, including a three-yard 
touchdown reception vs. Texas Tech. It was his first reception on the year 
and the first time a Nebraska fullback had caught a touchdown pass since 
Lance Lewis did so in a 19-10 loss to lowa State in 1992. In the FedEx 
Orange Bowl vs. Tennessee, Makovicka was Nebraska's second-leading 
rusher with nine carries for 61 yards (6.8 yards per carry). 


1996: Makovicka was hampered by a nagging hamstring pull that 
caused him to sit out the Colorado State and Baylor games. He played in 
10 games and earneda start against Kansas, when Brian Schuster was out 
witha shoulder strain. Makovicka rushed 23 times for 119 yards in 1996, 
fora 5.2 average per carry and | | .9 yards per game. Makovicka's best day 
rushing was against Kansas, when he had five carries for a season-best 49 
yards, including a season-long run of 23 yards. Healso caught three passes 
for28 yards, including a long of 17 yards vs, Missouri, when he hada career- 
best two receptions for 25 yards. Makovicka also had three tackles on 
special teams, and was on the receiving end of a successful two-point 
conversion pass from holder Jon Vedral vs. lowa State. Makovicka carried 
the ball four times for 12 yards vs. Virginia Tech in the Orange Bowl. 


1995: Makovicka played in every game in 1995, behind his brother, 
Jeff, and junior Brian Schuster at fullback, carrying the ball 22 times for 
185 yards. He lost just two yards and averaged 8.4 yards per carry. He 
scored two TDs and hada season-long run of 39 yards vs. Oklahoma State. 
His best day was six carries for a season- best 55 yards in the season opener 
against OSU. He had two rushes for 31 yards and a score vs. Iowa State 
and four carries for 45 yards against Oklahoma, including a 17-yard TD. 
Makovicka carried the ball twice against Florida in the 1996 Fiesta Bowl, 
gaining two yards. He also had three assisted tackles on special teams. 


1994: A walk-on athlete, Makovicka redshirted his first year. 


At East Butler HS: Makovicka wasa two-way player for Coach Dave 
Struebing's eight-man football team at East Butler. He rushed for more than 
3,500 yards in his career and set season and career tackle records as a 
linebacker. He earned all-area and all-state honors and was the school's 
player-of-the-year his junior and senior years. Makovicka played in the 
1994 Nebraska Shrine Game. Healso lettered four times in basketball and 
twice in track. 


Personal: The son of John and Connie Makovicka, Joel is a pre-med 
(biological sciences) major. He boasts a 3,823 cumulative GPA and is on 
track to graduate in May of 1999. His brother Jeff was the Huskers’ 
starting fullback in 1995, and a four-year letterman from 1992-95. Joel 
was born on Oct. 6, 1975 (same birthday as I-back Correll Buckhalter). 
His father was a four-year letterman at Kearney State College from 1967 
to 1970, earning NAIA All-America honors asa halfback in 1970 and was 
inducted into the Nebraska Hall of Fame in 1996. His sister Jenny earned 
an NAIA national championship softball ring at Nebraska-Kearney in 
1990 and counting Joel's 1994, 1995 and 1997 rings, and Jeff's 1994 and 
1995 rings, the Makovicka's own six collegiate national championship 
rings. Justin (10) and Jordan (8) are the youngest in the Makovicka family. 
Joel is a Ventures in Partnership Speakers Bureau member and assisted 
with the McCook "Dedicated to Excellence" Tour, and the North Platte 
"School is Cool" Jam. He has spoken at various school assembly 
presentations in both Lincoln and Omaha.

Veteran center Josh Heskew is the only returning starter on an 
outstanding offensive line which led the nation in rushing at 392.6 yards 
per game. In 1997, Heskew missed his second consecutive spring camp 
after having back surgery following the bowl game. He returns healthy to 
lead the young line and to contend for All-America and Outland Trophy 
honors. An Oklahoma native, Heskew took over the starting center duties 
at the end of the 1996 season when Nebraska played Virginia Tech in the 
Orange Bowl and has made 14 straight starts since. 


1997: Even though he missed all of spring ball with a broken foot 
(second metatarsal in his right foot, broken during winter conditioning), 
Heskew was ready by fall and started every game in 1997. Heskew's best 
game came with a career-best 17 pancakes vs. Texas A&M in the Big 12 
Championship game. He also had double-figure knock-downs against 
Central Florida, Kansas State, Baylor, Kansas and Missouri for 116 total 
(9.7 per game). He helped NU win the statistical national titles in rushing 
(392.6), total offense (513.7) and scoring (47.1). Heskew started his 
second bow! game against Tennessee in the Orange Bow! and aided the 
Huskers to 409 yards rushing and six TDs. 


1996: Heskew played inevery game except Arizona State in 1996. He 
was the backup to All-America center Aaron Taylor. Heskew saw more 
action than the other reserve linemen, taking additional snaps when Taylor 
would move to right or left guard. Heskew aided the Huskers to a No. 4 
national ranking in rushing (291.9 ypg), No. 4 ranking in scoring offense 
(42.7 ppg) and a No. 25 ranking in total offense (422.42 ypg). He hada 
total of 44 pancakes on the season (4.0 average) with a best of eight vs. 
Kansas. He started at center in the 1996 Orange Bowl vs. Virginia Tech 
when Taylor started at left guard. 


1995: A redshirt freshman, Heskew played in nine games as Nebraska's 
No. 3 center behind All-America senior Aaron Graham and junior Matt 
Vrzal. Heskew helped lead the Huskers to their 12th NCAA rushing title. 


1994: Heskew redshirted and did not see action while recovering from 
a knee injury. 


1993: Heskew tore his ACL in the Oklahoma Shrine Game and had 
reconstructive surgery. A scholarship athlete, he delayed his enrollment 
at Nebraska until the spring semester. 


At Mustang HS: Heskew was a tight end and nose guard for the 
Mustangs and Coach Charles Carpenter. He caught 19 passes for two 
TDs in 1992, but got the mostattention on defense, where he averaged two 
quarterback sacks per game and had as many as five in one contest. He 
tallied 158 tackles (58 solo) at nose guard and became the only player in 
Mustang history to be selected to all three all-state teams, as named by 
the Tulsa Tribune, the Daily Oklahoman and the coaches’ poll. Not even 
Dennis Byrd, the former New York Jets defensive tackle who played for 
the Mustangs, can claim thathonor. Heskew was on the Daily Oklahoman’s 
Bluechip List and wasall-city as both a nose guardand tightend. He played 
in the Oklahoma-Texas Oil Bowl game and the Oklahoma All-Star game, 
The Mustangs went 2-8 in Class 6A (largest), but Lawton Eisenhower 
Coach Chris Stiles and Norman Coach Cotton Wade, the state champion- 
ship coaches, both said Heskew was the most dominant defensive player 
they faced all year. He also lettered in track. Heskew was the sixth 
scholarship athlete to sign with Nebraska from the state of Oklahoma and 
one of three offensive linemen (also Lawton's Will Shields in 1989 and 
1997 signee Jon Rutherford of Midwest City). The late Victor Stachmus 
started the flow North in 1988. 


Personal: The son of Mark and Vickie Heskew, Josh was born on 
Sept. 2, 1975. He majors in secondary education and is scheduled to 
graduate in May, 1999. 


Senior center Josh Heskew is a preseason Outland candidate.

He has been a key 
factor in Nebraska's success as a receiver, blocker, punt and kickoff 
returner, on special teams and occasionally rushing from a wingback 
option, He even hada pass breakup in the Big 12 Championship game and 
a fumble recovery in the Orange Bowl, An excellent athlete, Brown has 
the third-fastest 10-yard dash time on the team (1.49, tied for seventh all 
time); has run the 40) in 4.55; has the best vertical jump on the team at 38.5 
inches; is tied for the second-fastest all-time pro-agility run at 3.78; and 
has position (receivers) records in six categories. Inaddition to his speed, 
Brown has incredible strength. His clean of 358 pounds and squat of 508 
pounds are position records. Brown has already earned his degree in 
business management (just eight semesters after arriving on campus in 
January of 1994) and began work toward his master's in management this 
summer. Witha 3.684 cumulative GPA, Brown isa two-time academic 
All-Big 12 anda 1997 GTE/CoSIDA Academic All-District VII winner.

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Baylor, Texas Tech and Kansas, He also had two rushes for 12 yards, 
including a nine-yard touchdown vs. Oklahoma. Brown wasalso the best 
perimeter blocker among the wideouts with 38 “knockdowns,” two 
“stones” (a devastating block) and 11 “blazers” (blocks that produce 
touchdowns). Inthe Big 12 Championship game, Brown recorded his first 
pass breakup, when at the end of the third quarter, A&M faked a punt, 
Brown was the "safe" back on coverage, and cutting across the field, he 
broke up the long bomb near the end zone. Brown also had a 27-yard 
reception and a 21-yard kickoff return on an onside kick in the game. In 
the Orange Bowl, Brown recovered a Tennessee fumbled punt at the UT 
15-yard line, which set up fellow wingback Shevin Wiggins' 10-yard run, 
giving the Huskers a 14-0 lead early in the second quarter. 


1996: Brown played in every game except the season opener in 1996, 
alternating with starter Jon Vedral at wingback. Brown caught five passes 
in 11 games for LO1 yards and scored one touchdown--a career-best 41- 
yard grab from Scott Frost at Oklahoma. He had one catch in five different 
games, gaining 22 yards against Arizona State and Baylor, six vs. Missouri 
and 10 vs. Colorado. He also returned three punts for 17 yards with one 
each in three separate games, including a long of eight yards against 
Missouri. He had one catch for 23 yards in the 1996 Orange Bowl.

After starting four games in 1997, alternating with graduated senior Jeff 
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1996: Cheatham played in every game in 1996, alternating with Jeff 
Lake at split end behind starter Brendan Holbein. He earned his first 
career start against Arizona State when Nebraska opened in split forma- 
tion. Cheatham caught seven passes for 105 yards in 1996, including a 
30-yard TD from Matt Turman in the season opener against Michigan 
State (his only career TD reception). He tied his season best with two

Wichita native DeAngelo Evans rushed for 8,473 yards as a prepster 
to better Barry Sanders’ mark, posted the third-best Husker mark as a 
freshman with 776 yards and 14 TDs in 1996, then, hampered by injury, 
watched from the sidelines in 1997 as Nebraska won the rushing title and 
coaches’ national championship without his services. But with the 
departure of junior l-back Ahman Green to the NFL, the healthy return 
of Evans is crucial. Evans suffereda pelvic injury midway through the 1996 
season, didnot play in the bowl game, then took a medical redshirt last year, 
unable to return from July and October surgeries to repairdamage. Alleyes 
were upon Evansas he returned, 16 long months later, for spring ball. He 
started slowly, but had no problems with his pelvic injury. By the spring 
game, Evans looked to be near full speed and back to his dazzling form, 
before suffering aslightankle sprain in the annual Red-White game. Evans 
enters fall listed even with fellow sophomores Correll Buckhalter and Dan 
Alexander, Although he had not redshirted, Evans was granted a medical 
hardship for the 1997 season. 


1997: Evans did not practice with the team in spring ball, or fall, and 
was awarded a medical hardship. Evans sat out with a pelvic injury 
suffered midway through the 1996 season. He had surgery in July and 
October of 1997 to repair muscle damage in his pelvic area.

Although he played the last nine games witha nagging groin/pelvic injury. 
Evans had the third-best freshman rushing season for a Husker with 776 
yards on 148 carries for a 5.2 yards per carry average.

Jay Foreman will play a key role on the field as the Huskers’ starting 
Mike linebacker. He will play an even bigger role as one of four senior 
defensive starters. Foreman started every game at Sam linebacker in 1995, 
then backed up senior Jon Hesse at middle linebacker in 1996, before 
starting every game at Mike linebacker last season, as the Huskers ranked 
among the nation's top 10 in three categories and won their third national 
championship. Only one linebacker across three positions was lost to 
graduation, while nine lettermen return, making the linebacking corps one 
of the strongest positions at NU and one of the best in the nation this fall. 
Foreman wasa Butkus nominee in 1997 andis one to watch again in 1998, 
This spring, Foreman was a finalist for the 1998 Nebraska Lifter-of-the- 
Year Award, as he recorded a personal-best Performance Index of 2,618 
points. During the course of his career as a Blackshirt, he has gained 50 
pounds, including 38 pounds of lean mass. He improved in all facets of 
performance testing, lowering his 10-yard dash from 1.77 to 1.69 seconds, 
his 40 time from 4.92 to 4.68 and his vertical jump six inches to 36.5.

A remarkable athlete, coaches just had to get Newcombe on the field 
last season, so he switched to wingback after game three and began 
returning punts.

He added a spectacular one-handed grab along the sideline in the third 
quarter. Against lowa State, Newcombe recorded his first career punt 
return fora score with a 53-yard return that put NU up 14-0.

Key Definition--NCAA Bylaw 13.02.12 


Youare considered to be a University of Nebraska Representative if you: 

* Are a present or past member of an NU booster club 

* Have made financial contributions in any manner toward the athletic 
department 

* Are, or have been assisting with the recruitment of student-athletes 

* Are, or have been providing benefits to to enrolled student-athletes 
or their family members 

* Are, or have been involved in any manner of promoting the NU 
athletics program 


Limitations ofa Representative—NCAA Bylaw 13.01.5.1 


In Division I, representatives ofan institution’s athletics interests are 
prohibited from making in-person, recruiting contact with prospective 
student-athletes on or off the University of Nebraska campus. A 
representative may not write or telephone a prospect, his parents, legal 
guardians, or relatives. [In addition, a representative may not contact a 
prospect's coach, principal or counselor in an attempt to evaluate a 
prospect. 


Permissible Exceptions 

1. A representative may have contact with a prospectregarding summer 
employment opportunities once the prospect has signed a National Letter 
of Intent to attend the University of Nebraska. Please let us know that you 
are making such contacts. 


2. A representative may havea telephone conversation witha prospect 
only if the prospect initiates the call, Sucha call may not be prearranged 
by an institutional staffmember and the conversation should not include 
any recruiting contact. Please referany questions regarding the University 
of Nebraska athletic program to our athletic department. 
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3. A representative may attend high school and community college 
events on his own initiative to observe a prospect during competition. 
However, contact with the prospect and family members is not permis- 
sible. If they approach you, please refer them to the Nebraska Athletic 
Department. 


Extra Benefit Rule--Bylaw 16.02.3 


The majority of NCAA rule infractions involving athletics represen- 
tatives occur asa result of providing an enrolled student-athlete with an 
extra benefit. An extra benefit, as defined by the NCAA, is any special 
arrangement by an institutional employee or a representative of the 
institution's athletics interests to provide a student athlete or his relatives 
and friends a benefit not expressly authorized by the NCAA legislation. 

An athletic representative is prohibited from providing a student- 
athlete, with, but not limited to cash, clothing, transportation, housing, 
gifts, and entertainment. Furthermore, providing loans, promising post- 
graduate financial aid, and guaranteeing astudent-athlete or his relatives 
employment opportunities as a form of inducement to enroll at the 
University of Nebraska is strictly prohibited, 


Permissible Exceptions 

|. Arepresentative may provide a home-cooked meal in your home for 
special occasions. You may also provide local reasonable transportation 
to your home for the student-athlete as long as the meal is in your home. 


2, A representative may provide summer vacation and academic year 
employment opportunities for student athletes. Remember that these 
opportunities may not be used during the recruiting process of a student 
athlete in an effort to influence their decision to attend the University of 
Nebraska.

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Huskers Boast 60-3 Five-Year Record 


After posting an 11-1 record in 1993, 
unblemished 13-0 and 12-0 records in 1994 
and 1995, an 11-2 record in 1996 and a 
perfect 13-0 last season, Nebraska has com- 
piled an NCAA-best five-year 60-3 record, 
and bettered the school's previous NCAA- 
best four-year record (47-3 from 1993-96) 
by posting a 49-2 record from 1994-97. 
Thatis the best record and the most wins for 
any Division I school in a four-year span. 

In 1993, NU lost by a field goal to 
eventual national champion Florida State in 
the FedEx Orange Bowl. During the next 
two seasons, Nebraska won 25 straight 
games to claim consecutive consensus na- 
tional championships, becoming just the 
second team ever to win back-to-back na- 
tional titles with perfect records. In 1997 


NU became just the second institution to - 


win three national titles in a four-year span, 
the other was Notre Dame (1946-49). 

Nebraska is also one ofonly seven NCAA 
Division I-A schools to post more than 700 
wins. The Big Red claimed its 700th win in 
school history with a 39-3 victory over 
Kansas State in Manhattan, Kan., on Oct. 
5, 1996. NU has currently amassed a total 
of 722 victories, third all time in NCAA 
history, trailing only Michigan (776) and 
Notre Dame (753). 


Six Huskers Chosen in 1998 NF Draft

Nebraska's perfect records in 1994, 1995 and 1997 led to three national championships within 
a four-year span. NU became just the second institution to accomplish the feat, joining Notre 
Dame, which turned the trick from 1946-1949. : 


For the 1 1th consecutive season, Nebraska had at least five picks, including first-round selections Grant Wistrom and Jason Peter, selected in the NFL 
Draft. Overall, six Huskers were taken during the two-day event, while another five signed free agent contracts. Wistrom was taken as the sixth pick 
in the draft by St. Louis, while Peter went to Carolina as the 14th selection. Quarterback Scott Frost was the third Husker to be taken, picked sixth 
in the third round and 67th overall by the New York Jets, where he is expected to play free safety. Running back Ahman Green was taken just nine 
picks later as the 76th choice by the Seattle Seahawks. All-American and Outland winner Aaron Taylor was the first pick of the seventh round by 
the Indianapolis Colts, while safety Eric Warfield was taken by the Kansas City Cheifs as the 27th pick in the seventh round. Among those signing 
free agent contracts were tackle Eric Anderson (Tampa Bay), tight end Vershan Jackson (Seattle), splitend Jeff Lake and guard Jon Zatechka (Arizona) 


and tackle Fred Pollack (St. Louis). 


Huskers Finish With Perfect 13-0 mark in 1997 


The Huskers eared their third national title in four years and Coach 
Tom Osborne retired as a national champion by completing a perfect 13- 
( campaign in 1997. Nebraska marched through the regular season 
undefeated and beat Texas A&M inthe Big 12 Championship game to earn 
the school's first-ever Big 12 football title. Four days after that contest, 
Osborne announced the Orange Bowl against Tennessee was his final game 
and on Jan. 2, 1998, he won his final game in the Huskers' 42-17 romp. 

The Huskers's march to perfection began with wins over Akron (59- 
14) and Central Florida (38-24), The 644 yards of total offense against 
the Zips was a season best. After allowing Central Florida 318 yards in 
the air, Nebraska dropped to seventh in the AP and was a heavy underdog 
at No, 2/3 (AP/Coaches) Washington. But the Huskers were ready. 
Behind the magnificentplay of quarterback Scott Frost (97 yards rushing, 
two TDs), fullback Joel Makovicka(129 yards rushing) and |-back Ahman 
Green (129 yards rushing, one TD), the Huskers piled up 384 yards on 
the ground to Washington's 43 in the 27-14 win. Nebraska faced back-to- 
back ranked opponents, defeating Kansas State at home, 56-26, Aftera 
49-21 win over Baylor, NU posted its first back-to-back shutouts since 
1979 with wins over Texas Tech (29-() and Kansas (35-0). NU held Tech, 
Kansas and then Oklahoma, to less than 200 yards each of total offense 
(329 total), the first time NU held three straight opponents to less than 
200 yards since 1990. Coach Tom Osborne became the first coach to win 
250 games ina 25-year span with a 69-7 win over Oklahoma in Lincoln. 
The Huskers had trouble containing Missouri quarterback Corby Jones 
and required their first-ever overtime period to put away the Tigers, 45- 
38, in Columbia. Matt Davison caught the game-tying TD pass, which 
was deflected by intended receiver Shevin Wiggins--a miraculous catch 
that put the true frosh in the limelight. Towa State was no problem the next 
week, as NU scored a season-best and conference-record 77 points against 
the Cyclones ina 77-14 win in Lincoln, The Huskers finished the regular 
season with a 27-24 win over the Buffaloes in Boulder and thumped No. 
14 Texas A&M, 54-15, to win their first Big 12 Championship title. 

As the No. 2 team, the Huskers received their 16th straight berth to a 
"major bowl" with the Alliance berth and played with a national title on 
the line for the fourth time in five years vs, Tennessee in the Orange Bowl. 

Led by the rushing tandem of Green and Frost, Nebraska racked up 409 
rushing yards to Tennessee's | 28, as Frost scored three rushing TDs and 
totaled 60 yards. Green was the game's MVP witha Nebraska and Orange 
Bowl record 206 yards rushing and two TDs, The Husker defense held 
Peyton Manning to a season-low 134 yards. 

Nebraska had three first-team All-Americans in Grant Wistrom, Aaron 
Taylor (both repeat winners) and Peter, and Green finished second 
nationally in rushing to earn second-team All-America honors. Wistrom 
won the school's fourth Lombardi Award, and Taylor was Nebraska's 
eighth Outland Trophy winner. Six Huskers earned first-team All-Big 12 
honors, and although Frost was shut out of first-team honors, he became 
the first Husker, second Big 12 player and 10th player in Division I-A to 
rush and pass for | ,000 yards ina season. NU led the nation in rushing, 
total offense and scoring, becoming just the third school to win three 
national titles in four years. 


Senior Class Posts 49-2 Record Over Four Years 
With a 49-2 record, the 1997 senior class had a phenomenal four-year 
run, No other team in the history of Division | football can claim to have 
won 46 games over any four-year period, except for the 1996 Husker 
senior class which posted a 47-3 four-year record, The recruiting class of 
1993 can forever brag of these accomplishments:

1997 In Review 


Huskers Honored in 1997 


The Huskers consistently had three names appear on the All-America 
teams last season, defensive tackle Jason Peter, rush end Grant Wistrom 
and offensive guard Aaron Taylor. I-back Ahman Green earned second- 
team honors and several other Huskers were up for awards. Two major 
trophies found their way back to Lincoln, as Wistrom won the Lombardi 
and Taylor won the Outland, Nebraska has won more Outland Trophies 
(eight) than any other school and ranks second only to Ohio State (five) 
in Lombardi Awards with four. Nebraska is the only school to win a 
Lombardi in each of the last three decades. The double-award winners 
marked the fourth time Nebraska had won both the Lombardi and the 
Outland in the same season (also 1972 when Rich Glover won both; |982 
when Dave Rimington won both; and 1983 when Dean Steinkuhler won 
both). Last year marked the second time a schoo] has swept the awards 
with two different players (first for Nebraska, also Pittsburgh in 1980), 

@ Wistrom -- Lombardi Award Winner...Senior rush end Grant 
Wistrom became the first Husker in 14 years to capture the Lombardi 
Award. In the 28 years that the trophy has been presented, four Huskers 
have won the award. Wistrom was also a two-time first-team All- 
American and twice was selected as a GTE/CoSIDA Academic All- 
American, He received a National Football Foundation and College Hall 
of Fame $18,000 postgraduate scholarship and was a recipient of the 
NCAA Today's Top Eight Award.

Nebraska opened its 1O8th season 
of football with a dominating per- 
formance against overmatched Ak- 
ron in Lincoln, Nebraska built a 38- 
0 halftime lead and cruised to a 59- 
14 victory in front of the 215th 
consecutive sellout at Memorial Sta- 
dium. The game also marked 
Nebraska's 300th all-time win in the 
stadium since it opened in 1923. 
The Huskers showed in game one 
that they would be a dominating 
running team in 1997. Nebraska 
amassed 472 yards and scored all 
eight of its touchdowns on the 
ground. Four Huskers scored two 
touchdowns each, led by quarter- 
back Scott Frost who rushed for a 
then-career-high 123 yards on 11 
carries.

In the week leading up to 
Nebraska's game with Central Florida, 
Husker Coach Tom Osborne fre- 
quently praised the Golden Knights’ 
talent, Few believed Osborne's warn- 
ing about the second-year Division | 
program, However, after one half of 
play, everyone in the crowd of 75,327 
and people around the country took 
notice of Central Florida. The Golden 
Knights rode the strong right arm of 
quarterback Daunte Culpepper and a 
fleet of speedy receivers to a 17-14 
halftime lead over sixth-ranked Ne- 
braska, In the third quarter, Nebraska 
responded to the UCF challenge, 
scoring 17 unanswered points to open 
a two-touchdown lead. Kris Brown 
connected on a 21-yard field goal 
early in the third quarter to tie the 
game and true freshman I[-back 
Correll Buckhalter had scoring runs 
of 13 and five yards to give the 
Huskers the 14-point lead. Central 
Florida gave the Huskers a late scare, 
scoring with just over seven minutes 
remaining to cut the Nebraska lead to 
31-24. However, the Huskers 
showed the mark of a championship 
team, marching 69 yards in eight 
plays for the clinching touchdown 
run by Frost, giving NU a 38-24 win. 
Nebraska's offense was clicking on 
all cylinders against UCF, rolling up 
514 yards in total offense, including 
364 on the ground. Ahman Green 
rushed for 113 yards on 25 carries, 
while Buckhalter added 82 yards and 
two scores. Frost threw for 120 yards 
and a second-quarter touchdown to 
tight end Sheldon Jackson. On the 
defensive side, rover Mike Brown 
led the Huskers with nine tackles, 
while Jason Peter had 1 1/2 sacks and 
Grant Wistrom also got to the Central 
Florida quarterback.

A week after a sluggish perfor- 
mance against Central Florida 
dropped Nebraska to seventh in the 
polls, the Huskers faced their tough- 
est test of the young season at second- 
ranked Washington, The Huskies 
were a touchdown favorite playing 
in their home stadium, but Nebraska 
set the tone early in the game and 
dominated throughout in an impres- 
sive 27-14 victory. Washington took 
the opening kickoff and marched 
deep into Husker territory, but the 
Blackshirt defense stiffened and 
forced a missed UW field goal at- 
tempt. Nebraska turned to its power 
running game and marched 80 yards 
in six plays capped by a 34-yard run 
by Scott Frost. On NU's next series, 
the Huskers again ran successfully 
right at the Washington defense, 
marching 56 yards in 10 plays, capped 
by a 30-yard Frost run. An Ahman 
Green four-yard TD run midway 
through the second quarter pushed 
the Husker lead to 21-0. Washington 
rallied to within 21-14, scoring a 
touchdown just before halftime and 
another late in the third quarter, but, 
Nebraska monopolized the clock in 
the fourth quarter, marching for two 
Kris Brown field goals to clinch the 
win. Nebraska rolled up 472 yards 
offensively, including 384 on the 
ground, while limiting the high-pow- 
ered UW attack to 342 yards and just 
43 on the ground.

Two weeks after a dominating 
victory over Washington, Nebraska 
returned to action against 1!7th- 
ranked Kansas State. The Wildcats 
have become one of Nebraska's 
toughest foes on a yearly basis, but 
the Huskers took control of the 1997 
meeting from the outset. Nebraska 
marched 80 yards in 10 plays to open 
the game, capped by an Ahman 
Green 25-yard run, The Wildcats 
responded with a scoring drive to cut 
the lead to 7-6, burt after that the 
Husker offense cut loose, Kris Brown 
connected on two field goals to give 
the Huskers a 13-6 lead and a Scott 
Frost four-yard run before half gave 
the Huskers a comfortable 20-6 half- 
time margin, In the third quarter the 
Huskers broke the game wide open, 
behind the running of Ahman Green. 
The junior I-back scored three touch- 
downs on runs of 7, 59 and 50 yards 
to give Nebraska a 41-6 edge, The 
two teams traded late touchdowns to 
account for the final margin. Green 
was the offensive standout for the 
Huskers, rushing for 193 yards and 
four touchdowns on 20 carries, Frost 
was also effective running the ball, 
carrying 17 times for 98 yards and a 
touchdown, The Huskers dominated 
the final team statistics, piling up 473 
total yards, including 379 on the 
ground. The Blackshirt defense lim- 
ited the Wildcats to 26() total yards, 
many of which came long after the 
game had been decided. Eric Johnson 
led the Husker defense with seven 
stops, while Eric Warfield added six 
tackles, The win was Nebraska's 29th 
straight over Kansas State, extending 
the nation's longest home winning 
streak to 39 games.

The Red Raiders held Nebraska score- 
less until late in the first quarter. when 
a Kris Brown 32-yard field goal gave 
the Huskers a 3-() edge, In the second 
quarter, Nebraska added 10 points 
on a pass from Scott Frost to Jocl 
Makovicka and another Brown field 
goal, this time from 4! yards. Brown 
added a third field goal in the third 
quarter and offensive guard Jon 
Zatechka scored his first career touch- 
down by recovering a fumble in the 
end zone, Ahman Green closed out 
the Husker scoring with a 7-yard run 
early in the fourth quarter. The story 
of the day was the Husker defense, 
which limited Texas Tech to six first 
downs and 127 yards of total of- 
fense. Leading the way for the 
Blackshirts was rover Mike Brown 
who had nine tackles. while Jason 
Peter, Jason Wiltz and Octavious 
McFarlin each added six stops. The 
Nebraska defense also picked up 
four sacks for the second consecu- 
tive game. The Husker offense also 
posted impressive numbers against 
the Tech defense. Green picked up 
his fifth-straight !00-yard rushing 
game with 178 yards on 24 carries. 
becoming the first player to rush for 
100 or more yards against Tech.

The 1997 Nebraska-Oklahoma 
game marked the end of an era for 
one of the nation's best collegiate 
football rivalries. It also marked a 
celebration in Lincoln, as Husker 
coach Tom Osborne reached the 250- 
win plateau faster than any coach in 
college history, The game between 
the Huskers and Sooners, meeting on 
the gridiron for the final time until 
2000, beared little resemblance to 
the classic matchups that made the 
“Battle of Big Reds" special. A com- 
bination of Husker firepower and 
Sooner mistakes let Nebraska blow 
the game open early and cruise to a 
69-7 victory, the most lopsided in the 
series’ 78-game history. [n the first 
half Nebraska got touchdown runs 
from Joel Makovicka, Correll 
Buckhalter and Scott Frost as well as 
a Frost 40-yard touchdown pass to 
freshman phenom Bobby 
Newcombe. Also included in the 
Huskers' offensive onslaught were 
two Kris Brown field goals, giving 
the Huskers a 34-0 halftime lead. 
The rout continued in the second half 
as Lance Brown scored from nine 
yards out to give the Huskers a 41-0 
lead, before Makovicka broke loose 
on runs of 37 and 32 yards to push 
the Husker lead to 55-0 with five 
minutes left in the third quarter. After 
nearly 11 scoreless quarters, the 
Blackshirt defense finally surrendered 
a score as OU hit paydirt late in the 
third quarter. Two fourth-quarter 
Husker touchdowns capped a strong 
Nebraska performance and improved 
the Huskers to 8-0 on the season. 
Makovicka rushed for 101 yards and 
three scores, while I-back Ahman 
Green again topped the 100-yard 
mark, rushing for 105 yards on 18 
carries. On the defensive side, Grant 
Wistrom showed why he was an All- 
American. The senior had 10 tack- 
les, including two sacks and caused 
three fumbles, one of which he re- 
covered himself. The win gave Tom 
Osborne 250 wins in just 25 seasons 
and 302 games and solidified 
Nebraska's hold on the top spot in the 
rankings.

Big 12 Championship Game

What a difference a year makes. 
One year after suffering a disap- 
pointing loss to Texas in the first- 
ever Big 12 Championship game, 
Nebraska erased those memories with 
a 54-15 whipping of Texas A&M in 
San Antonio. The win gave Ne- 
braska its first Big 12 Conference 
championship and kept it on track 
for a shot at the national tile. The 
Huskers eliminated any hopes of a 
Texas A&M upset early in the con- 


lest. scoring on all seven. first-half 


possessions to put the game away by 
intermission. Scott Frost was mag- 
nificent at the controls of the Husker 
offense, hitting 10-11 passes in the 
first half for 176 yards and rushing 
for two touchdowns. I-back Ahman 
Green had 104 yards and two scores 
by halftime and the Husker defense 
dominated the Aggies from the start. 
At the half. Nebraska had complete 
control of the game leading by a 37- 
3 margin and holding a 348-83 ad- 
vantage in total offense, The second 
half was more of the same as the 
Huskers increased their advantage to 
47-3 early in the fourth quarter, 
before two A&M touchdowns cut 
into the margin. The game's final 
staustics showed a 536-277 edge in 
total offense for the Huskers, includ- 
ing w 335-13 advantage on the 
ground. Frost finished the contest 
with a season-high 201 yards passing 
und 79 yards rushing. Green topped 
the 100-yard mark for the 11th 
Straight game with 179 yards and 
three TDs. On the defensive side, 
Mike Brown led the way With eight 
stops. while Steve Warren, Eric 
Warfield and Brandon Harrison had 
five each. The victory was Nebraska's 
13th straight overall and improved 
NU to 12-0 on the season, The win 
over the Aggies also guaranteed the 
Huskers a spot in the Jan. 2 Orange 
Bowl opposite [1-1 Tennessee. The 
Orange Bow] marked the fourth time 
in five seasons that the Huskers played 
for the national championship in a 
bowl game.

The Huskers took 
a7-0 lead just six plays after the kickoffwhen fullback Vike Francis plunged 
over from the two. Stanford tied the count four plays later when Hugh 
Gallarneau bolted over from nine yards out, 

In the second quarter, the Huskers took the lead again ona 33-yard Herm 
Rohrig to Allen Zikmund pass, but the Indians came back on Frankie 
Albert’s 41-yard TD pass to Gallarneau fora 14-13 halftime lead, A 39- 
yard TD punt return by Pete Kmetovic iced the game for the Indians in the 
third quarter. The 92.000 fans on hand still represent the largest crowd ever 
to see Nebraska play.

Tempe, Ariz., Dec. 26, 1975--Nebraska's record-tying six-game bowl win 
streak was snapped by Arizona State in the 1975 Fiesta Bowl, when the Sun 
Devils edged the Huskers 17-14, before 51,396 partisan fans on ASU's 
home field. 

The final blow came with 4:50 remaining in the game, when ASU kicker 
Dan Kushsuccessfully booted a 29-yard field goal, breakinga 14-14 tie and 
capping arally froma 14-6 deficit after three quarters. 

Fighting to the very end, Nebraska took the ensuing kickoff and drove 
to the Arizona State 3 l-yard line with less than two minutes to play, The 
Huskers' next two plays were incomplete passes, but on third down. 
quarterback Terry Luck hit fullback Tony Davis witha passat the ASU 21- 
yard line. Davis was hit hard by two Arizona State players and fumbled 
the ball. The Sun Devils recovered, killed the clock and claimed their 17- 
14 win, 

Nebraska ended the 1975 seasonat 10-2 andranked No. 9 inthe country. 
The Huskers lost their last two games of the year to top-ranked Oklahoma, 
35-10, and the second-ranked Sun Devils,

Houston, Texas, Dec. 31, 1976—In the most exciting bowl game of the 
year, the Nebraska Cornhuskers edged a determined Texas Tech team, 27- 
24, in the Astro-Bluebonnet Bowl. 

Twice Nebraska rallied to overcome |0-point deficits. With Texas Tech 
ahead 17-7 and time running out in the second quarter, quarterback Vince 
Ferragamo moved the Cornhuskers 80 yards in less than two minutes to 
score on a 22-yard touchdown pass to Mark Dufresne. But Texas Tech 
running back Billy Taylorcountered early in the third quarter with an 8-yard 
TD run to close the gap to 24-14, 

Once again, the Cornhuskers started to work on the Texas Tech lead. I- 
back Rick Berns broke around the right end and dashed untouched 18 yards 
into the end zone to put Nebraska within three. The Huskers took the lead 
when Ferragamo connected with split end Chuck Malito for a 23-yard 
touchdown pass. Malito gained 107 yards in three catches to earn most 
valuable lineman honors in the game. Malito's touchdown, which proved 
to be the winning score, was set up by a partially blocked punt by defensive 
backs Ted Harvey and Kent Smith. 

The final score was in doubt until defensive end Reg Gast recovered a 
Red Raider fumble with 1:34 left in the game. The fumble 
killed a Tech threat and allowed Nebraska to run out the clock.

Nebraska got offtoa fast start in trying for an unprecedented double over 
OU, driving 80 yards in 15 plays after the opening kickoffto takea 7-0 lead 
on Tom Sorley's 21-yard touchdown pass to Tim Smith, But the Huskers 
watched the revenge-minded Sooners score 24 unanswered points.

First, Texas toppled No. 3 
Alabama, 14-12, in the Cotton Bowl, and while fourth-ranked Nebraska 
battled top-ranked Clemson, Pitt was knocking off No. 2 Georgia in the 
Sugar Bowl, leaving it up to the Huskers and Tigers to settle the national 
title. 

The dream ofa third national championship in 12 years was not to be for 
the Huskers, as their own errors and standout performances by Clemson 
quarterback Homer Jordan and the Tiger defense gave the South Carolina 
school its first national title anda 12-0 season with a 22-15 victory.

For the next two-and-a-half quarters, it was all Clemson as the oppor- 
tunistic Tigers took advantage of Husker errors to score 19 unanswered 
points and led 22-7 after three periods, Early in the fourth quarter, the 
Huskers came back on a 26-yard TD run and a two point conversion by 
Roger Craig, cutting the margin to 22-15, but an eighth untimely penalty 
stopped another promising drive moments later, and the elusive Jordan ate 
up all but six seconds of the last 5:24.

In between, Nebraska dominated 
the Tigers, ran off 30 unanswered points and posted a 30-15 win in the 
USF&G Sugar Bowl, the Huskers' 25th bowl appearance. 

Between those two Tiger drives, Nebraska out-yarded LSU, 352-62. and 
had a first-down advantage of 22-3. The Huskers made a remarkable 
recovery from a disheartening loss to Oklahoma at the end of the regular 
season and posted Nebraska's fourth bow! win over LSU in as many tries 
and the third in five years.

Miami, Fla., Jan. 2, 1989--Second-ranked Miami's quickness, particularly 
on defense, proved to be too much for sixth-ranked Nebraska as the 
Hurricanes dominated the Huskers, 23-3, inthe 55th Orange Bowl Classic. 
Despite the win anda final 1 1-1-0 record, the Hurricanes were unable to 
lay claim to a second straight national title because of undefeated Notre 
Dame's 34-21 Fiesta Bow! win over West Virginia earlier in the day. 

Although the Nebraska defense held the Miami offense to 354 total- 
offense yards, nearly 100 yards less than its season average, the Huskers 
never could get untracked against the Hurricanes’ second-ranked defense. 
After leading the nation in rushing at382.3 yards per game during the regular 
season, NU managed only 80 yards rushing against Miami and finished 
with 10 first downs. Nebraska needed a career-long, 50-yard field goal by 
Gregg Barrios to capitalize on its only serious scoring threat, Early in the 
third quarter, Tahaun Lewis picked off'a Steve Walsh pass and returned it 
31 yards to the Miami 37. After Ken Clark gained 16 yards to the 2 I-yard 
line, Steve Taylor was sacked fora 13-yard loss, and the Huskers had to 
settle for Barrios’ field goal, which prevented Nebraska's first shutout since 
the 1973 season.

Miami, Fla., Jan, 1, 1994--Ne- 
braska entered its record-tying 
25th consecutive bowl undefeated 
and ranked No. 2 by AP, but No. 
| inthe USA Today/CNN Coaches poll and in the combined Bow! Coalition 
poll. Florida State held the AP No, | rank and were second by the coaches 
and Coalition. Although the Huskers were undefeated, they were tagged 
asa 17 |/2 point underdog. Despite the odds, the Huskers outplayed the 
Seminoles and put themselves in a position to win their first national title 
since 1971. NU earned the nation's respect and finished No. 3 in both polls. 

After a punt return touchdown by Nebraska's Corey Dixon was called 
back for an illegal block, FSU scored first when freshman Scott Bentley 
hit on a 34-yard field goal. Nebraska took the lead when a tipped pass 
from quarterback Tommie Frazier found sophomore Reggie Baul for a 34- 
yard score. Bentley followed with a 25-yard field goal and the Huskers 
led 7-6 at the half. Nebraska's leading receiver on the season, Abdul 
Muhammad, and leading rusher, Calvin Jones, lefi the game with injuries 
and missed the second half. In the third period, Florida State scored on a 
l-yard William Floyd run and followed with a 39-yard field goal by 
Bentley to take a 15-7 lead. True freshman Lawrence Phillips came in for 
ihe injured Jones, and on the first play of the fourth quarter scored on a 12- 
yard run. Phillips would tally 64 yards on 13 attempts, with all but one 
carry coming tn the fourth quarter. 

Set up by Phillips' 17-yard scamper and Frazier’s 32-yard sprint to the 
4-yard line, Bennett appeared to have kicked the game-winning 27-yard 
field goal with 1:16 remaining. But with Nebraska up 16-15, FSU Heisman 
QB Charlie Ward orchestrated a successful drive from the FSU 35. On 
second down from the 5, Bentley kicked a 22-yard field goal with 21 
seconds left to give FSU an 18-16 lead. With 15 seconds from the NU 43, 
Frazier hit TE Trumane Bell on the second try for a 29-yard gain and called 
time out with one second remaining. Bennett set up for a 45-yarder as 
officials cleared the field of those who thought the game was over, but his 
kick was wide lefi. Nebraska totaled 183 yards rushing to FSU’s 47, out- 
yarded the Seminoles, 389-333, and held the nation’s No. | offense to just 
one conversion on 12 third-down attempts. Frazier was Nebraska's MVP. 
matching Ward yard-for-yard with 283 total-offense yards.

Miami, Fla., Jan. 1, 1995--It was anight when Nebraskajust wouldn't give 
up. Even in Miami's backyard, where the Hurricanes had won 62 of their 
last 63 games and had not lost in the Orange Bowlatnight since 1985. The 
12-0 Huskers, ranked No, | by both polls, defeated the 10-1 Miami 
Hurricanes, ranked third in both polls, in the FedEx Orange Bowl in Miami, 
24-17, ina spectacular come-from-behind victory. It was the second year 
that NU would havea shotatthe national championship in the Orange Bowl, 
missing outin the 1994 bow! to Florida State, | 8-16, ona last-second missed 
field goal. Nebraska boasted the No. | rushing offense in the nation, but 
faceda Warren Sapp-led Miami defense that ranked first in pass efficiency 
defense (81.3), total defense (220.9 ypg) and scoring defense (10.8 ppg) 
and seventh inrushing defense (96.8 ypg). Nebraska's defense was its best 
on paper since 1984, ranking in the top 10 in every defensive category. 
including second in scoring defense al 12.1 ppg. 

Tommie Frazier, who had not played for the Huskers since the Sept. 24 
Pacific game. got the starting nod from Coach Osbome, afier grading better 
in Nebraska's full scrimmage in Miami on Dec. 24. But Osborne promised 
that Brook Berringer, who led Nebraska toa perfect | 2-()season by starting 
seven of the last eight games, would also play, 

Nebraska stalled on its first drive, while Miami moved the ball 31 yards. 
close enough for a Dane Prewitt 44-yard field goal. Frazier moved the 
Huskers to the Miami 41 on the second drive, but throwing under pressure. 
was intercepted by Carlos Jones atthe 3-yard line. With three long passing 
plays by Miami QB Frank Costa, 17 to Jammi German, 43 to A.C, Tellison 
anda 35-yard scoring bomb to Trent Jones, Miami was on the board again. 
In just five plays and a PAT, Miami was up 10-0 with four seconds 
remaining in the first quarter, Berringer's first drive to start the second 
quarter also stalled, but punter Darin Erstad put the Hurricanes back to their 
own 10-yard line with a 54-yard punt. Two penalties stalled Miami, then 
with 7:54 remaining in the first half, Berringer put Nebraska on the board 
witha five-play,40-yard drive culminating witha 19-yard TD strike to Mark 
Gilman. Neither team was able to score again on two possessions each, and 
Miami went into the locker room with a 10-7 lead. 

Coach Osborne told his troops at halftime that ifthey kept their cool, they 
would wear down Miami and get it done in the fourth quarter. He also said 
they may have to weather some big plays by Miami and that needless 
penalties could decide the game. That's exactly what happened, Just 1:41 
and five plays after intermission, Costa completed a 44-yard pass to 
Jonathan Harris, who wound his way through the Husker secondary to the 
end zone. Prewitt's PAT gave Miami its second L0-point lead and 
momentum. The Huskers’ first drive. under Berringer's hand, was three 
and out, butas they had all season, the defense took it upon itselfto change 
the tide. After Costa threw an incomplete pass, Miami was tagged for an 
illegal block and a personal foul, which sent the Hurricanes back to their 
own 4-yard line, As Costa dropped back on second and 10 from the 4-yard 
line, he was thrown for a safety by Husker senior outside linebacker 
Dwayne Harris. Although Berringer's next drive from the NU 25 stalled, 
Erstad again pinned Miami inside its own 10-yard line with a 46-yard punt. 
Costa was able to bring the Hurricanes up to the Nebraska 46-yard line, but 
that was to be the last time the Hurricanes crossed midfield. In Miami's first 
drive of the fourth quarter, Prewitt was about to punt from the UM 43, but 
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the ball was snapped over his head and after an illegal kick, Nebraska took 
over first and goal at the 4-yard line. Nebraska attempted to score quickly, 
but with no one open in the end zone, Berringer tried to throw the ball away 
and it was intercepted by Ear] Little. It was a big break for Miami, but the 
Husker defense would not let the momentum change. In fact. Miami went 
three and out on its last four drives and had just four positive yardage plays. 
Costa and company had minus 43 yards rushing and minus 35 yards overall 
in the final period as Harris had two sacks and Terry Connealy one. 
Meanwhile, Nebraska's infamous offensive line lived up to its billing and 
proved that it was the stronger line in the fourth quarter. 

Nebraska took the ball with 12:07 remaining in the game, and Coach 
Osborne sent Frazier, who had nottakena snap since the first quarter, back 
into the game equipped with fresh legs. Although NU went three and out, 
Erstad pinned Miami on its own 4-yard line, and NU got the ball back with 
8:1] remaining at the Miami 40. Lawrence Phillips exploded through for 
25 yards, the longest rush against Miami's defense all season. On the next 
play. fullback Cory Schlesingerrumbled up the right side ona trap play for 
a 15-yard score. Frazier then threw a bullet to tight end Eric Alford forthe 
two-point conversion to tie the score at 17, The successful two-point play 
took place in the same end zone at the Orange Bowl, and nearly the same 
spot on the field, as the failed two-point conversion of 1984, which gave 
Miami a 31-30 winand the national championship. Miami's nextdrive saw 
fullback James Stewart go to the left for one yard, NU cornerback Barron 
Miles broke up a pass, then Costa overthrew Taj Johnson ona long bomb, 
before Prewitt's punt was downed on Nebraska's. own 42-yard line. The 
clock read 6:28 as Frazier orchestrated Nebraska's second score in the 
fourth. Phillips lost one yard on the first play, then Frazier completed a 7- 
yard pass to split end Reggie Baul. On thirdand fourat the NU 48, Frazier 
showed why he was tabbed as one of the best option quarterbacks in the 
nation. His scramble for 25 yards to the Miami 27 for a first down might 
have been the deciding factor in earning his second MVP award. Phillips 
gained seven, and Frazier six more as the Nebraska rushing game pounded 
out 13 more of its 83 fourth-quarter rushing yards. On first and 10 at the 
14, Frazier again handed it to Schlesinger who burst through the Miami 
defenders on another trap play for the game-winning 14-yard TD. Senior 
place-kicker Tom Sieler added the extra point for the 24-17 margin. Miami 
had one last chance at its own 18 with 2:46 remaining, but after a 5-yard 
pass to Marcus Wimberley, Costa was sacked twice, by Connealy and 
Harris, then intercepted on fourth down by senior rover Kareem Moss, 
Frazier kneeled out the remaining minute, and the Huskers earned their first 
national championship under Tom Osborne and the school's third overall. 
Miami became the | |th victim in the 1994 season to fail to score against the 
Huskers in the fourth quarter. Although Penn State remained undefeated 
and 12-0, beating Oregon 38-20 in the Rose Bowl the next day, Nebraska 
was the No. | team in both polls by a wide margin (51.5-10.5 first-place 
votes in AP, 54-8 in USA Today/CNN Coaches poll), NU's team motto 
for the 1994 season could now be put to bed, "Unfinished Business," was 
finished.

Tempe, Ariz., Jan, 2, 1996--The Nebraska Comhuskers entered Tempe, 
Ariz., on amission--to become the first school in 40 years to post perfect 
back-to-back national championship seasons, Only one other team had 
accomplished that feat--Oklahoma in 1955 and 1956. 

Nebraska, ranked No. | and 11-0 on the season, brought to the table a 
powerful option offense, which ranked first in rushing (399.8 ypg), second 
in total offense (556.3 ypy). first in scoring (52.4 ppg) andaveraged 156.5 
yards in the air, To win, the Huskers would need to shut down No, 2 
Florida's "Fun and Gun" system. The Gators were 12-0 on the season 
having won the SEC title. They ranked second nationally in passing (360.8 
ypg), fourth in total offense (534.4 ypg), third in scoring (44.5 ppg) and 
averaged 173.6 yards on the ground. The systems, coaches, players and 
schools were as different as nightand day. Defensively, NU ranked second 
against the rush, 13th in total defense and fourth in scoring defense, while 
Florida ranked 13th and 15th in scoring and pass efficiency defense. 

Husker quarterback Tommie Frazier, who hailed from Palmetto, Fla., 
saw his team lose | 8-16 to Florida State in the 1993 national championship 
game. Withtwo fourth-quarter TDs, he led Nebraska to the school's third 
national title ina 24-17 win over Miami in the 1995 Orange Bowl. Now 
he would have a shot at another win over a home-state school, Frazier 
rushed for 604 yards and 14 TDs and passed for |,352 yards and 17 TDs 
in 1995 and held school records for total offense yards (5,476) and TDs 
(79), His counterpart, Danny Wuertfel, had passed for 3,255 yards in 
1995 alone with 35 TDs and an NCAA record in passing efficiency 
(178.4). Frazier and Wuerffel finished second and third in the Heisman 
race behind Ohio State's Eddie George. 

Only two undefeated and untied teams remained, and they were set to 
square offon the evening of Jan. 2 in Sun Devil Stadium. The entire country 
was anxious to see if Nebraska's "Bump and Run" defense could keep up 
with the "Fun and Gun," and whether Florida could stop the nation's 
premier rushing force. 

The result was a 62-24 dismantling of Florida, and itdidn'ttake long. For 
a quarter, it lookedasifit would bea ball game. Two lead changes occurred, 
and Florida led 10-6 afier one period, But Nebraska scored 29 unanswered 
points in the second quarter. much to the delight of the more than 40,000 
red-clad fans. The 29 points were the most ever scored in the second 
quarter of a bow! game. 

After scoring Nebraska's first TD in the first quarter ona 16-yard swing 
pass from Tommie Frazier, Lawrence Phillips began the second-quarter 
barrage with an impressive Sunday-type run for a 42-yard score. The 
Husker defense picked up momentum on the nextseries, when consecutive 
penalties sent Florida back to its own 4-yard line. Wuerffel was sacked, 
first by Terrell Farley, who narrowly missed a safety. On the next play, 
Jamel Williams flew in untouched and hit Wuerffel for the two points. It 
wouldn't be the last time the defense would score. Following the ensuing 
free kick, Nebraska marched 51 yards to set up Ahman Green's |-yard 
score. A three-and-outseries for Florida led to Kris Brown's 25-yard field 
goal. Then on the fourth play of the Gator's next drive, Michael Booker 
picked off a Wuerffel pass and returned it 42 yards fora TD, Wuerffel 
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was sacked twice more on the ensuing drive which forced Florida to punt 
again. A 33-yard pass from Frazier to Brendan Holbein set up Kris 
Brown's 24-yard field goal, giving the Huskers a 35-10 lead at intermission. 

While the Gators were known for putting up big points fast, Nebraska 
came out forthe second half determined to put the game away. Each team 
stalled on two series to begin the third quarter and exchanged interceptions. 
Then Nebraska's Eric Stokes picked offa Wuerffel pass at the NU 32. Six 
plays later, Frazier broke up the middle untouched on a 35-yard TD run 
to give the Huskers a42-10 cushion. Florida struck back witha five-play 
scoring drive thatsaw Wuerffel hit ke Hilliard forthe Gators’ only passing 
TD. NU took over on its own 20-yard line, and on the second play from 
scrimmage, Frazier put an exclamation point on the scoreboard with an 
incredible 75-yard run. Frazier broke at least seven tackles and drug two 
Florida defenders several yards before shaking free on the NU sideline. He 
was touched 10 times, but on "The Run" and on that night, Frazier was 
unstoppable. 

The score was 49-18 going into the fourth quarter. Husker free safety 
Tony Veland picked offa long Wuerffel pass on Florida's firstdrive. After 
Nebraska went three and out, Reidel Anthony fumbled the Huskers’ only 
punt into the arms of Holbein. Nebraska quickly followed with another 
score by Phillips, a 15-yard run. Eric Kresser tried his hand at the helm 
of the Gators but went 3-7 on his first series. Nebraska reserves took the 
fieldand scored the last TD with 4:31 remaining, when quarterback Brook 
Berringer scored ona |-yard run. Anthony returned the ensuing kickoff 
93 yards for the last Gator score, but on the conversion try, Kresser was 
sacked by Jared Tomich, who knocked the ball loose. Christian Peter 
picked it up and ran it to the opposite end zone hoping for two more 
defensive points, unaware that the whistle had blown the play dead, The 
young Husker backups drove to the |-yard line, before quarterback Matt 
Turman dropped to a knee to ride out the time. 

Final Score—Nebraska 62. Florida 24. The 38-point margin of victory 
between a No, | and No. 2 team was the second largest ever (Army 48, 
Notre Dame 0), 1945). The 62 points seta Nebraska and Fiesta Bowl record 
and was the second most ever in a bow! game. 

After the game, Coach Tom Osborne confirmed what everyone in 
attendance knew, when he said, "There is still a place in college football 
for a running quarterback." Indeed, Frazier rushed for 199 yards on 16 
carries andtwo TDs, Heaveraged |2.4 every time he ran the ball. His yards 
were Nebraska and Fiesta Bowl! records for most yards rushing and was 
an NCAA bow! record for most yards rushing by aQB. Healso completed 
6-14 passes for 105 yards with one TD and two interceptions. For the 
third consecutive year, Frazier was named the bow! MVP with 304 yards 
of total offense and three scores. Phillips also rushed for more than 100 
yards, (25-165 yards, two TDs) marking the first time in bow! history that 
Nebraska had two 100-yard rushers ina game, True freshman Ahman 
Green totaled 68 yards and a score on nine carries. 

The Husker rushing attack totaled an NCAA bowl-record 524 yards. 
Nebraska's 629 yards in total offense were alsoa Huskerrecord. Nebraska 
averaged 7.7 yards every time it ran the bal! and 7.6 per play, compared 
to Florida's -1.3 and 4.6, respectively. 

The Husker defense was responsible for nine points, sacked Wuerffel 
seven times, picked off three passes, recovered a fumble and limited the 
Gators toa minus 28 yards rushing, the second-lowest total in UF history 
and the least allowed by the Huskers in a bowl game and a Fiesta Bowl 
record. The Gators had just 269 yards of total offense, 14 in the fourth 
quarter. Florida's plan to pick on the opposite corner of All-Big Eight 
Tyrone Williams backfired. Left cornerback Michael Booker, who had the 
touchdown interception, broke up a Fiesta Bowl and NCAA bowl record 
three passes, had four tackles and was named the defensive MVP. Farley 
was the team's leading tackler with eight stops, broke up a pass and had 
two of the Fiesta Bowl record seven sacks. 

The win extended Nebraska's winning streak to 25 games and bettered 
the NCAA record for most wins ina three-year span. With only the 18- 
16 fall to Florida State in the 1994 Orange Bowl in its loss column, 
Nebraska posted a 36-1-0 three-year record.

Virginia Tech 
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Miami, Fla., Dec. 31, 1996—-Heading into the 1996 FedEx Orange Bowl, 
the Nebraska Cornhuskers had to do a little soul searching to find some 
motivation. Nebraska would be making its NCAA record 28th consecu- 
tive bow] appearance, but the bid was bittersweet. After a disappointing 
fourth-quarter loss to Texas in the Big 12 Championship game. the 
Huskers were forced to play in a bowl game that would not be decisive 
in the national championship for the first time in four years, Nebraska did 
enter the game with the opportunity to extend its bowl-win streak to three 
games. 

The Huskers, 10-2 and ranked No, 6, were pitted against Big East 
champion Virginia Tech. Eager for the chance to play Nebraska and 
hungry to earn respect playing in their first alliance bowl, the Hokies 
stood at 10-1 and were ranked 10th in both polls. Virginia Tech had won 
20 of its last 21 contests and was making its fourth consecutive bowl 
appearance, 

Each team boasted powerful units on both sides of the ball. Nebraska 
ranked fourth in rushing offense (291.9 ypg) and fourth in scoring of- 
fense (42.7 ppg). Defensively, the Huskers were among the top 10 in all 
four major categories, including fifth in scoring defense (12.8 ppg), fifth 
in rushing defense (83.8 ypg), seventh in passing efficiency defense 
(91.9) and seventh in total defense (255.4 ypg). Virginia Tech was also 
tough defensively, tied for ninth nationally in scoring defense (15.3 ppg), 
ranked 16th in pass efficiency defense (99.4), 19th in rushing defense 
(112 ypg) and 24th in total defense (316.1 ypg). Offensively, the Hokies 
sported the | 9th-best rushing offense in the country (227.6 ypg) and the 
24th-best scoring offense (31.7 ppg). 

If there was any doubt on the Nebraska sideline that Virginia Tech was 
for real, the answers came quickly. With 4:06 left in the first quarter, 
Hokie quarterback and Big East Co-Offensive Player-of-the-Year Jim 
Druckenmiller hit Marcus Parker on a 19-yard pass into the end zone. 
Shayne Graham’s kick made it 7-0 Hokies. 

With their initial two drives of the game resulting in Jesse Kosch 
punts, the Huskers began to march down the field at the end of the first 
quarter, A 23-yard pass from Husker QB Scott Frost to wingback Lance 
Brown put the Huskers on the Hokie 15. Three plays later, kicker Kris 
Brown made the score 7-3 on a 25-yard field goal. 

Virginia Tech got the ball back on its own 20, but the drive stalled with 
a fourth-and-20 situation on its own 31. Husker Mike Fullman started 
a chain of big plays for Nebraska by returning Jimmy Kibble’s punt 26 
yards to the Tech 45-yard line. On the Huskers’ first play from scrim- 
mage, Ahman Green went over left tackle for 17 yards. On the following 
play, Kenny Cheatham hauled in a 23-yard pass from Frost before going 
out of bounds on the five. Frost finished the drive by diving into the end 
zone on the next play. Brown’s kick made the score 10-7 with 9:14 left 
in the half. 

On the Hokies’ next possession, a sack and a penalty left them at their 
own 33-yard line faced with third and 37. NU rush end Mike Rucker hit 
Druckenmiller, forcing a fumble that was recovered by defensive tackle 
Jason Peter, who rumbled 31 yards into the end zone for the score. 
Brown's PAT put the Huskers up 17-7 with 5:38 to go in the half, 
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Tech answered on the following series. A 20-yard pass from 
Druckenmiller to Bryan Jennings. followed by a 39-yard scamper by 
Ken Oxendine, put the Hokies on Nebraska’s 21-yard line. Five plays 
later, Tech tightened the gap as Druckenmiller hit Shawn Scales ona six- 
yard pass into the end zone. Graham’s kick made it 17-14 with 19 
seconds left in the half. 

The Hokies got the ball back to begin the second half and responded 
by pushing into NU territory after a 36-yard run by Oxendine to the NU 
45, But the drive stalled and Kibble shanked a 17-yard punt out of 
bounds on Nebraska’s 26. A series of Damon Benning rushes up the 
middle and short passes by Frost to Jeff Lake and Vershan Jackson put 
the Huskers well into Hokie territory. Then, on the ninth play of the 
drive, Benning broke free up the middle and scored from 33 yards out. 
Brown’s kick put NU up 24-14 with 9:54 remaining in the third quarter. 

The Huskers continued to have problems shaking their opponent. 
Tech regained the ball at its own 20 and began to fight back. Three 
completions by Druckenmiller and a series of carries by Oxendine and 
Parker put the Hokies on the Nebraska 33-yard line. Two plays later, 
facing third and 10, Druckenmiller hit Cornelius White down the sideline 
for the touchdown, Graham’s kick closed the gap to 24-21. 

Benning returned Kibble’s kick 23 yards to NU’s 39 and proceeded to 
have a hand in six of the Huskers’ 12 plays on the drive. The senior 
missed Lance Brown on a halfback option pass, but the Hokies were 
called for interference, giving the Huskers a 15-yard gain. On the drive, 
Benning carried the ball five times for 23 yards, including the final six 
yards into the end zone with 20 seconds remaining in the quarter. The 
senior’s second touchdown of the evening, followed by Brown's PAT, 
extended NU's lead to 31-2) heading into the fourth quarter. 

The Hokies got the ball at their 20 and were in Nebraska territory 
following Oxendine's 20-yard run and Druckenmiller keepers for 16 and 
nine yards. The drive stalled on Nebraska's 32 when Tech was slapped 
with a 27-yard holding penalty on second and one, sending the Hokies 
back to their own 41-yard line. Two incomplete passes by Druckenmiller 
resulted in another Kibble punt. 

Nebraska started its drive pinned inside its own 5-yard line but fought 
its way out with good yardage from fullback Brian Schuster and I-Back 
Jay Sims. Frost passes to Lake and Shevin Wiggins helped set up a drive 
that ended with another Brown field goal, this one from 37 yards out, 
putting the Huskers up 34-21 with 7:52 left in the game. 

Druckenmiller was injured on the first play of the Hokies' next pos- 
session. Al Clark entered the game in relief, but the Husker defense 
finally silenced the Hokies with a three-and-out series, leaving Tech with 
fourth and eight on its own 22. 

Nebraska regained the ball on its own 45 and went to work immedi- 
ately. Green went over the Jeft guard for 22 yards on first down. Three 
plays later, Frost hit Sheldon Jackson for 11 yards to the Tech 20, 
Facing third and one, Frost burst through a series of defenders and crashed 
into the end zone for 22 yards to clinch the victory. Brown's PAT closed 
the scoring at 41-21 with 3:26 left in the ball game. 

The Hokies continued to battle on their last possession by using a 
lateral on the kickoff return to confuse the Huskers, resulting in a 60- 
yard return to the NU 25. But the drive failed with two incomplete 
passes from Druckenmiller on the Huskers’ 6-yard line, 

Nebraska then inserted senior quarterback Matt Turman and ran out 
the clock. 

Benning was awarded Orange Bowl MVP honors after carrying 15 
times for 95 yards and two touchdowns. Frost also put together solid 
numbers with nine carries, 62 yards and two touchdowns, while com- 
pleting 11 of 22 passes for 136 yards. Coach Osborne called the game 
one of Frost's best as a Husker. Defensively, senior rover Mike Minter 
registered |] tackles and a breakup. while Will linebacker Octavious 
McFarlin tallied nine tackles, including two for losses. 

The win brought Nebraska’s consecutive string of bowl victories to 
three, its second longest in history. It was also Nebraska's second straight 
win in the Orange Bowl.

National Champions 
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Miami, Fla., Jan 2, 1998-- 
Entering the 1998 FedEx Orange Bowl, the Nebraska Cornhuskers had one 
focus, to send retiring Head Coach Tom Osborne out as the winningest 
coach in college football, When Osborne decided to step down after 25 
seasons on Dec. 10, 1997, one of the most successful eras in college football 
was coming to an end. Osborne had won 254 games in just 25 seasons at 
the helm of the Nebraska program, and he became the quickest coach to 
win 250 games with a 69-7 win over Oklahoma on Nov. |. 

The second-ranked Huskers entered the contest with one of the most 
potent offenses in college football. With quarterback Scott Frost, fullback 
Joel Makovicka and All-America I-back Ahman Green operating behind 
a veteran offensive line led by Outland Award winner Aaron Taylor and 
three other senior starters, Nebraska led the nation in total offense (513.7 
yards per game), rushing offense (392.6 ypg) and scoring offense (47.1 
points per game), Nebraska had scored 27 or more points in every game. 
including 54 in the Big 12 Championship win over Texas A&M en route 
to posting a 12-0 record. Defensively, All-Americans Grant Wistrom and 
Jason Peter led a stingy Blackshirt defense that ranked among the top 10 
in total defense, rushing defense and scoring defense. 

Tennessee entered the showdown with an 11-1 record and a No. 3 
national ranking after winning the Southeastern Conference title. The Vols 
had suffered an early-season loss to then top-ranked Florida, but had won 
their last nine contests, including a 30-29 come-from-behind victory over 
Auburn inthe SEC title game. Behind the arm of Heisman Trophy runner- 
up Peyton Manning, Tennessee was among the nation's leaders in total 
offense (482.1 ypg) and passing offense (331.8 ypg). Defensively, the 
Volunteers were tough against the run, allowing fewer than 95 yards per 
game on the ground. 

Entering the bow] season, the Volunteers had a shot at the national title, 
but Michigan's 2 1-16 victory over No. 7 Washington State eliminated the 
third-ranked Vols from title contention, leaving just Nebraska and Michigan, 
the only undefeated teams in the nation, vying for a national title. 

Although many people had conceeded Michigan the national 
championship after its Rose Bow! win, Osborne told his team that the 
door was still open, Even though Michigan had won, they had struggled 
and did not look impressive. If Nebraska could dominate, Osborne said 
the Huskers would take at least a share of the title. 

After a pair of punts by each team. Nebraska took advantage of a 
Tennessee turnover for its first touchdown. The Volunteers were driving 
fora score before cornerback Ralph Brown's jarring hit forced a fumble by 
UT running back Jamal Lewis and Mike Rucker recovered at the Husker 
22-yard line. 

Nebraska would capitalize, marching 78 yards in eight plays, capped 
by an Ahman Green one-yard run. Frost, more noted for his rushing than 
his throwing, was 3-3 for63 yards on the drive, including a key third-down 
pass to Sheldon Jackson for 25 yards. 

The Huskers took advantage of another Volunteer mistake for their 
second touchdown, Lance Brown recovered a fumbled puntat the 15-yard 
line, setting upa Shevin Wiggins 10-yard run to give Nebraska a 14-0 lead, 
Tennessee's Jeff Hall connected on a 44-yard field goal to cut the Husker 
margin to 14-3 midway in the second quarter. 
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Frost beat the Volunteers early with his passing, completing seven of 

10 passes for 109 yards in the first half and outperforming his more 
heralded counterpart through the air. 

Before halfiime, Nebraska was looking forthe knockout punch, but the 
Huskers were stopped when Frost fumbled and Tennessee recovered at 
the Volunteer | 7-yard line. Theturnover only delayed the inevitable, The 
Huskers took the second-half kickoff and went 80 yards in 12 plays to 
#o ahead 21-3. After being held to just 69 yards on the ground in the first 
half, Nebraska relied exclusively on the run, rushing for 74 yards on the 
drive, including a one-yard run by Frost. 

The Nebraska defense stepped up on Tennessee's next series, After 
putting the Vols inathirdand eight situation, rush end Mike Ruckersacked 
Manning for a nine-yard loss, forcing a punt. Despite heavy pressure all 
evening, Rucker's sack of Manning was NU's only one of the contest. 

Afier the Tennessee punt, Nebraska's offense continued to pound 
away. marching 73 yards, Ahman Green did most of the damage, rushing 
for 57 yards, including a 43-yard run on third and one at the Nebraska 36. 
Frost, who finished the game with 60 yards rushing, scored his second 
touchdown of the night on an | l-yard blast to give NU a 28-3 lead with 
5:07 remaining in the third quarter. 

Tennessee responded, driving 72 yards on nine plays, capped by a nine- 
yard touchdown pass from Manning to Peerless Price. 

After the UT touchdown, Green single-handedly put the game out of 
reach, rushing 72 yards on NU's next possession. Green rushed for 47 
yards to the Volunteer 33 on the first play of the drive and capped the 
five-play drive with a 22-yard run, giving the Huskers a 35-9 lead at the 
end of the third quarter, 

Green earned MVP honors, rushing for an Orange Bowl and Nebraska 
bowl record 206 yards and two touchdowns. The junior from Omaha had 
13 carries for 159 yards in the third quarter alone in posting his fourth career 
200-yard game, breaking the NU bow] record of 199 yards set by Tommie 
Frazier in the 1996 Fiesta Bowl. 

Frost capped the Husker scoring with a nine-yard run, his third of the 
day, to give Nebraska a42-9 lead. Tennessee tacked ona final touchdown 
in the final minute, but by that time, the game was secondary, as the red- 
clad Husker fans loudly sang the praises of the legendary Husker coach 
who had led NU to 255 wins over the past quarter century. 

The victory was similar to many of the wins during the Osborne era. 
Nebraska rushed for 409 yards and amassed 534 yards in total offense 
against the Volunteers, Nebraska tied an Orange Bow! record with 30 first 
downs and controlled the clock for more than 36 minutes. 

On the night, Frost completed nine of 12 passes for 125 yards, while 
rushing for 60 more and three scores. Sheldon Jackson hada career-high 
four catches for 56 yards, while Green caught three passes for 31 yards. 

Defensively, Nebraska held Tennessee to a season-low 315 yards, 150 
yards less then their average. The Blackshirt defense held Manning in 
check, allowing just 134 yards passing by the All-American, his second 
lowest total of the season. All-America defensive tackle Jason Peter led 
the Huskers with seven tackles, while freshman cornerback Erwin Swiney 
and rover Mike Brown had five tackles apiece. Entering the contest, many 
experts thought that the youthful Nebraska secondary, which started a 
freshman and two sophomores. would be picked on by Manning for 
several big plays, but the defensive backfield did not allowa play of more 
than 20 yards until late in the fourth quarter. after the starters were out. 

Afterthe game, when the Associated Press poll came out, Nebraska had 
closed the margin, but Michigan was first in the AP poll. At 2:30 a.m. 
Eastern time, the Sheraton Bal Harbor, home of the Huskers for 10 days, 
erupted When ESPN announced the coaches poll. which named Nebraska 
as national champions. Nebraska had edged the Wolverines by four points. 
[t was the third national title in the past four years for Nebraska and the 
fifth in school history. 

The victory and subsequent announcement capped one of the greatest 
runs in college football history. The Huskers became only the second team 
to win three titles in a four-year span (Notre Dame, 1946,47, 49) and their 
five-year mark of 60-3 is an NCAA best, With the win, Osborne also 
passed Tennessee Coach Phil Fulmer as the nation's winningest active 
coach,

Over a Century of Winning Tradition

Fans celebrated by waving banners of old gold. “The score stood 10 to 
nothing in the state university's favor and great and loud were the yells that 
filled the atmosphere,” a newspaper account said. 

The date was Nov. 27, 1890. The state university was Nebraska, which 
had just defeated a team representing the Omaha YMCA. The game, 
composed ofa 35-minute first halfand a 43-minute second half, was played 
in Omaha, So began Nebraska’s rich football tradition. 

It was an abbreviated opening “season.”’ Nebraska's first football team 
played only one other game, in February of 1891, an 18-0 victory against 
Doane College in Crete, Neb. Whether or not Dr. Langdon Frothingham, the 
team’s “coach,” was still at Nebraska when the team traveled to Crete is 
unclear, Frothingham, a new faculty member from Harvard, was made the 
coach primarily because he had brought a football with him. He returned to 
Boston in 1891, probably before that second game. 

Nebraska didn’t actually have a football coach until 1893, when Prank 
Crawford was hired for an amount reported to have been between $300 and 
$500. His salary included room and board, Crawford also played quarterback 
in at least one game during his brief tenure as coach. 

Nebraska’s first game against an opponent from outside the state was in 
1891, when lowa wona game played in Omaha, 22-0. The first victory against 

an out-of-state opponent came in 1892, when George Flippin led Nebraska 
past Illinois at Lincoln. The score was 6-(), 
Flippin was the first African-American athlete at Nebraska and only the 
fifth black athlete at a predomi- 
nantly white university. Because 
of Flippin’s presence on the ros- 
ter, Missouri refused to play a 
scheduled game with Nebraska at 
Omaha in 1892. The result wasa 1- 
0 forfeit. 

In the early years, Nebraska’s 
football team had several nick- 
names, including Tree-planters, 
Rattlesnake Boys, Antelopes, Old 
Gold Knights (which didn’t work 
well after the school colors were 
made searlet and cream around 
1900) and Bugeaters. The team 
was first called Cornhuskers in 
1899, Charles “Cy’? Sherman, 
sports editor ofthe Nebraska State 
Journal at the time, assigned the 
nickname. 

Sherman, who later gained na- 
tional prominence as the sports 
editor of The Lincoln Star, was 
known as the “father of the 
Cornhuskers” and was made an 
honorary member of the Nebraska letterman’s club, 

Nebraska was an independent football power in the Midwest by then, 
under the direction of Coach Walter C, “Bummy** Booth. “Nebraska 
occupies a unique position in western football,” a newspaper account in 
1903 said. “Too strong to find fearful competitors, the Cornhuskers can 
almost weep with Alexander the Great because they have no more teams to 
conquer,”* 

Booth coached Nebraska from 1900 to 1905, with his teams compiling a 
46-8-1 record. In 1902, a team featuring Johnny Bender and Charles Borg 
went undefeated, untied and unscored upon, Booth’s teams produced a 24- 
game winning streak —- 27 counting exhibition victories against Lincoln High 
School, The 24-game winning streak stood as a school record until the 1995 
season, when a 62-24 victory against Florida in the Fiesta Bowl game 
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extended a Cornhusker winning streak to 25. 

The streak reached 26 before ending at Arizona State in 1996, 

Booth, a Princeton graduate, “raised Nebraska from a second-rate team 
among those of the Missouri Valley to a position where even the leaders of 
the Conference look upon her as an opponentto be feared,”* according to the 
university’s student newspaper in 1905. 

Booth’s coaching success was soon overshadowed, however, when Ewald 
O,“Jumbo"* Stiehm was hiredascoach in 1911, Stiehm's teams, the “Stiehm 
Rollers,’ were acombined 35-2-3 in five seasons, Heremainsthe winningest 
football coach by percentage (,913) in school history. 

The “Stichm Rollers’’ won five Missouri Valley Conference champion- 
ships and had a school-record 34-game unbeaten streak. In 1914, they were 
7-0-1 andargued that they were deserving ofa mythical national title. In 1915, 
they were even better, going 8-0 and again claiming the right to be called 
national champions. The Cornhuskers were considered to play in the Rose 
Bowl game after the 1915 season, but the university’s athletic board voted 
to turn down any such invitation. 

During Stiehm’s tenure as coach, Nebraska produced its first official All- 
America players — Vie Halligan and Guy Chamberlin, “The Champ,”” 
Chamberlin, who came from Blue Springs, Neb., played two years at 
Nebraska Wesleyan before being enticed to transfer to Nebraska. 

Stichm left Nebraska after the 1915 season because the university tured 
down his demand that he be paid an annual salary of $4,250 to serve as football 
coach and athletic director — he also coached the basketball team, The 
Cornhuskers quickly overcame his departure and continued to enjoy national 
respect. After Coach Fred Dawson’s first team defeated Pittsburgh (coached 
by Pop Warner) 10-0 in 1921, an Eastern newspaper described the mighty 
Cornhuskers as “Mankilling Mastodons.”* 

As with everything else in this country, Cornhusker football felt the 
profound effects of World Warl. Butthe end ofthe warushered in the Roaring 
20s, a time not only of prohibition, flappers and Model T Fords but one in 
which Nebraskaand Notre Dame regularly played football againsteach other. 
An | l-game series involving the schools began with a 20-19 Cornhusker 
victory in Lincoln in 1915 and ended with Nebraska's 17-0 victory at 
Memorial Stadium in 1925, 

The Cornhuskers’ only Joss in 1921 was against the Fighting Irish, 7-0 at 
Lincoln. Nebraska handed Notre Dame its only defeat in 1922, winning at 
South Bend, 14-6, and setting the stage for what was probably the greatest 
drama of Cornhusker football during the Roaring 20s. On Nov. 10, 1923, 
before what one newspaper called “the greatest crowd ever assembled in the 
Missouri Valley to witness a football game"’ at Memorial Stadium, Nebraska 
defeated Knute Rockne’s “wonder team."’ The score was 14-7, and the 
Cornhusker star was Ed Weir, a sophomore from Superior, Neb,, who would 
earn All-America recognition in both 1924 and 1925. Weir led the way toa 
similarly impressive 14-0 victory against [llinoisand Red Grange in the 1925 
season-opener at Champaign, Ill. 

On Oct, 13, 1923, Nebraska played its first game in Memorial Stadium, 
which replaced a field that ran east and west just to the south of what is now 
the South Stadium offices, The Nebraska Athletic Field had been used since 
1909, It could accommodate, at most, approximately 10,000 fans, which 
wasn't enough, given the growing popularity of Nebraska football. The 
Cornhuskers defeated Oklahoma 24-0 that day in 1923, It would have been 
an appropriate way to dedicate the stadium, The problem was, the 
Cornhuskers’ new home wasn’t officially dedicated until a week later, with 
a scoreless tie against Kansas, A newspaper account attributed the tie toa 
“stadium dedication jinx.”* A year earlier, Nebraska had spoiled the dedica- 
tion of a new stadium at Kansas by defeating the Jayhawks 28-0. 

Dawson, whose teams won three Missouri Valley Conference titles, was 
succeededas coach by E.E, Beargin 1925. Fouryears later, D.X. Bible arrived. 

Bible, who came from Texas A&M, wasn’t Nebraska’s first choice to 
replace Bearg. Nebraska ted to lure Rockne from Notre Dame. He declined, 
however, and suggested the Comhuskers approach Bible, who had turned 
A&M into a Southwest Conference powerhouse. 

Bible coached the Comhuskers from 1929 to 1936, His teams won six Big 


Six titles and featured a number of All-Americans, among them Ray Richards, 
Hugh Rhea, Lawrence Ely, George Sauerand Sam Francis. Bible’s best team 
probably was the one in 1933, the year Sauerearned All-America recognition. 
The Cornhuskers finished 8-1, their only loss coming at Pittsburgh. 

After the 1936 season, in which Nebraska ranked No. 9 in the first 
Associated Press poll, Bible left in the same direction from Which he had 
come, accepting a job at Texas. Bible was quickly replaced by Major 
Lawrence McCeney “Biff’ Jones, who had coached at Army, LSU and 
Oklahoma. 

Cormhusker football was important to the state in the late 1930s, With the 
Great Depression coming toan end, it gave Nebraskans something in which 
to take pride. Bowl games are taken for granted by Nebraska fans now, The 
Cornhuskers have made an NCAA-record 29 consecutive bow! trips and 34 
in the last 36 seasons. But Nebraska had never been to a postseason bowl 
when Jones’ fourth team accepted an invitation to play in the Rose Bowl 
game on Jan. 1, 1941. 

The celebration that followed the acceptance of the school’s first bowl bid 
lasted 24 hours in Lincoln, according to newspaper reports. University 
classes were canceled, and students stormed the state capitol, demanding that 
the governor lead the singing of the school song, *’There Is No Place Like 
Nebraska.”’ 

The 1940 team featured All-Americans Warren Alfsonand Forrest Behm. 
Though it lost 21-13, to a Stanford team that featured quarterback Frankie 
Albert and the innovative T-formation offense, it retains a special place in 
Cornhusker history. Hall of Fame Coach Bob Devaney used to joke thathe’d 
been in the state several years before he found out the Cornhuskers had lost 
the 1941 Rose Bowl game. 

Jones left for military service aftera 4-5 season in 1941, the first ina string 
of losing seasons that didn’tend until 1950, After Jones’ departure, Nebraska 
had six head coaches in the next eight years. Among the six was A.J. 
Lewandowski, a four-sport Cornhusker letterman who, at one time, served 
not only as head football coach but also head basketball coach, athletic 
director and athletic department business manager. One of the few bright 
spots, during an otherwise glum period, was Tom “Trainwreck’” Novak, 
who earned All-America recognition as a senior on a 4-5 team in 1949, 
Novak’s jersey number (60) was the first and only to be retired by Nebraska, 

The 1949 team was the firstto be coached by Bill Glassford, who produced 
three winning seasons in his seven years. Glassford’s best team was the one 
in 1950, which featured Bobby Reynolds, a sophomore from Grand Island, 
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Neb., who rushed for 1,342 yards and scored 157 points. The 1950 
Cornhuskers were 6-2-1 and finished second in the Big Seven Conference. 

Reynolds was hampered by injuries as a junior and senior and couldn’t 
duplicate the offensive statistics that earned him national recognition and the 
nickname “Mr. Touchdown” as a sophomore. 

Glassford’s 1954 teamalso fin- 
ished second in the conference and 
earned a trip to the Orange Bowl 
because Big Seven champion Okla- 
homa, in the midst ofan NCAA- 
record 47-game winning streak, 
wasn’t allowed to make a return 
trip to the bowl under a “no- 
repeat’’ rule. Nebraska, which had 
lost to Coach Bud Wilkinson's 
Sooners 55-7, didn’t fare much 
better in Miami, losing to Duke 
34-7. 

Glassford resigned, after con- 
siderable controversy and a player 
revolt, following the 1955 season. 
Six losing seasons, the last five 
under Coach Bill Jennings, fol- 
lowed. Jennings was a popular 
assistant under Pete Elliott, who 
spent only one season as head 
coach, Though Jennings’ teams 
never produced winning records, 
they had a knack for dramatic 
upsets, the most notable being a 
25-21 Homecoming victory against Oklahoma on Halloween in 1959, The 
victory ended the Sooners’ record of 74 consecutive conference games 
without defeat. They had won 44 consecutive conference games. 

The Cormhuskers opened the 1960 season by defeating fourth-ranked 
Texas in Austin, 14-13. But such upsets couldn't salvage Jennings’ job, and 
he resigned after a 3-6-1 record in 1961. 

Devaney was hired by Athletic Director William H. “Tippy”’ Dye after 
asearch based on Dye’s stated goals of Nebraska’s being No. | in the nation 
in football and getting the best football coach in the country, regardless of 
who he was or where he was. Both goals were achieved. 

Jennings was an excellent recruiter, and Devaney inherited talented 
players when he arrived from Wyoming in 1962. That was apparent from 
the beginning as Devaney turned the program around immediately. Despite 
a 47-8-0 record and five bow! appearances in his first five seasons at 
Nebraska, however, Devaney had detractors following 6-4 records in 1967 
and 1968. The Cornhuskers’ recruiting efforts fell off, and some boosters 
wanted Devaney and his staff fired. 

In 1969, the offense was redesigned. The Cornhuskers went to an |- 
formation withan unbalanced line, at the suggestion of then-assistantcoach 
Tom Osborne, and recruiting picked up because of the change in offensive 
philosophy. Nebraska began an NCAA-record string of nine-win seasons 
in 1969 (which now stands at 29) and set the stage for back-to-back national 
championships in 1970 and 1971. 

The Cornhuskers won their final seven games in 1969, including a victory 
against Georgia in the Sun Bowl. to initiate a 32-game unbeaten string that 
didn’t end until the first game of the 1972 season, Devaney’s last as head 
coach, He had planned to retire as coach after the 1971 season but was 
convinced to stay one more year to try to win an unprecedented third 
consecutive national ttle. 

The first championship season, in 1970, came on the heels of a 17-12 
Victory against Louisiana State in the Orange Bowl game. Nebraska went into 
the game ranked No, 3 in the Associated Press poll, but both teams ahead 
of the Cornhuskers all lost that day. There was no such suspense in 1971. 
Nebraska began the season ranked No, 2 by the Associated Press and moved 
upto No. | aftera 34-7 victory in its opener against Oregon. The Cornhuskers 
remained atop the AP poll all season, as they defeated second-ranked 
Oklahoma in what was, and still is, called the “Game of the Century”’ on 
Thanksgiving Day in Norman, Okla., and wrapped up the title by defeating 
second-ranked Alabama 38-6 in the Orange Bowl game on New Year'snight. 
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Big Eight Conference teams finished an unprecedented first (Nebraska), 
second (Oklahoma) and third (Colorado) in the final AP poll for the 1971 
season, The Cornhuskers’ Larry Jacobson was voted the Outland Trophy 
winner, The 1971 Nebraska team 1s widely regarded as being among the best 
in college football history. 

Cornhusker All-Americans became commonplace during Devaney’s 
lenure as coach, Among the 18 who received such recognition were Johnny 
Rodgers, who won the Heisman Trophy in 1972, and Rich Glover, who won 
the Outland Trophy and Lombardi Award that same season, 

Devaney. who succeeded Dye as athletic director, picked his own 
successor as coach — Osborne. And the success continued, uninterrupted. 
Under Osborne, the Cornhuskers won or shared 13 conference champion- 
ships and won national championships in 1994, 1995 and 1997. 

The 1994 season began in late Augustat the KickoffClassic and concluded 
with a dramatic, come-from-behind, 24-17 victory against Miami in the 
Orange Bowl game to clinch Osborne's first national championship. The 
season was full of memorable moments, including a much-publicized 
quarterback situation, with three different quarterbacks starting games during 
the season. At the start of the year, Tommie Frazier led the Huskers. But 
he was sidelined in mid-season bya bload clot problem inhis leg. In Frazier’s 
absence, Brook Berringer became the starter. Berringer had problems of his 
own, sufferinga partially collapsed lung, which led to walk-on Matt Turman 
taking his turn as the starter. Through it all, a dominating offensive line led 
by Outland Trophy winner Zach Wiegert, and a punishing defense carried 
the Cornhuskers and allowed them to claim the school’s first national 
championship in 23 seasons. 

In 1995, Nebraska became only the ninth major program to win back-to- 
back national championships since the Associated Press established its 
rankings in 1936. The Cornhuskers overwhelmed every opponent, including 
second-ranked Florida in the Fiesta Bow! game. with an offense thataveraged 
399.8 rushing yards per game and a fast, aggressive and opportunistic 
defense. 

According to the computer rankings of Jeff Sagarin, published regularly 
in USA Today, the 1995 Nebraska team was the best in modern collegiate 
history (post-1956). The 197] Combuskers were a close second in Sagarin’s 
rankings, and the 1972 team, despite finishing 9-2-1, was 10th. 

The 1995 national championship might have been an unprecedented third 
ina row for Nebraska if Byron Bennett's 45-yard field goal attempt with one 
second remaining in the 1994 Orange Bow! game had been successful. The

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spect. The 1983 team, nicknamed “The Scoring Explosion,” featured a 
backfield that included the “Triplets” —Turner Gill. Mike Rozierand Irving 
Fryar. 

Rozier set the school record for rushing yards ina season, gaining 2,148 
to lead the nation, and was awarded the second Heisman Trophy in 
Cornhusker history, Offensive guard Dean Steinkuhler became Nebraska's 
third winner ofboth the Outland Trophy and Lombardi Award in 1983, Dave 
Rimington won both awards (the Outland was his second) in 1982, playing 
fora team that probably was more balanced, overall, that the 1983 team. The 
1982 Comhuskers also finished witha 12-1 record, but their loss came early 
inthe season, by 27-24 to Penn State at State College, Pa. That Nebraskateam 
was ranked No. 3 in the final national polls of both major wire services, 

Nebraska won three consecutive Big Eight championships from 1981 to 
1983 and shared the title with Oklahoma in 1984. The Cornhuskers entered 
the Big 12.as winners of the last five Big Eight titles and reached the first Big 
12 championship game in St. Louis, Had they not been upset by Texas, they 
would have played for yet another national championship in the 1997 Sugar 
Bowl game. 

Nebraska returned to the Big 12 playoffin 1997 and defeated Texas A&M 
forits firsttitle in the new conference on the way to becoming only the second 
major college program since national rankings were first established by the 
Associated Press to win three national titles in four seasons. 

Notre Dame won national championships in 1946, 1947 and [949. 

A 27-14 victory at Washington, which was ranked No. 2 or No. 3 in the 
nation depending on the poll, certified the Cornhuskers as national champi- 
onship contenders. A 45-38 overtime victory at Missouri kept their title 
hopes alive. And a 42-17 victory against No. 3-ranked Tennessee in the 
Orange Bow! boosted them to the top of the USA Today/ESPN coaches’ 
poll. 

The Missouri game was the most memorable. The Cornhuskers trailed 38- 
31 with 1:02 remaining, no timeouts and a first down at their own 33-yard 
line. Quarterback Scott Frost took them down the field in seven plays, all 
passes, the last deflected by Shevin Wiggins and caught by Matt Davison. 

Davison’s cradling of the ball in the end zone, with no time remaining, 
immediately went down among the greatest plays in Nebraska football 
history, along with Rodgers’ punt return fora touchdown in the 1971 “Game 
of the Century” and Jerry Tagge’s stretch for a touchdown in the fourth 
quarter of the 1971 Orange Bow] game to give the Cornhuskers their first 
national championship. 

The 1997 season's most significant event, however, occurred on Dec. 10), 
when Osborne announced he would step aside after the bow! game, to be 
replaced by long-time assistant Frank Solich, a three-year Cornhusker 
letterman as a fullback for Devaney and a co-captain as a senior in 1965. 

Osborne was head coach for25 years, the longest tenure in school history. 
He was Nebraska’s 25th head coach, not counting Frothingham, who was 
probably the “coach” of the 1890 team in name only. Under Osbome’s 
direction, the program achieved remarkable success, exceedingany initsrich 
history. 

The Comhuskers were 255-49-3 under Osborne, a winning percentage of 
836. The 255 victories are the sixth-most all-time among major college 
football coaches. The winning percentage ranks filth all-time. His achieve- 
ments are such that the National Footbal! Foundation waived its three-year 
wailing period so that hecould be inducted into its Hall of Fame in December. 

In Osborme’s final five seasons, Nebraska was a combined 60-3. 

“I want to make sure when [ leave this program | leave itin the best shape 
| possibly can,” an emotional Osborne said at the news conference to 
announce he would be retiring. “So I’m very anxious that anybody who’s 
thinking about going to the University of Nebraska understands that there 
probably isn*ta whole lot (that’s) going to change. One guy's moving out. 
But in terms ofthe overall program, in terms of stability, in terms ofourability 
to get the job done, not much is going to change. 

“Ithasn’tbeena one-man operation, It's been alot of people. The one thing 
people in Nebraska can’ tafford ts to lose the coaching staff. Youcan lose me 
and not much is going to change. 

“But to lose all of the assistants, a whole lot changes. So some of what I’m 
doing has to do with continuity. [t has to do with consistency, | want to see 
that continue.” 

The Comhuskers have a new coach in 1998. But the success appears to 
be far from over, 
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Early m the 1970 season, Jerry Murtaugh predicted Nebraska would 
win the national championship. Murtaugh was a senior linebacker and 
co-captain who, in just three seasons, set the Cornhusker career record 
for tackles. A quarter of a century later, Murtaugh’s mark still stands. 

It was obvious that Murtaugh was capable of backing up whatever he 
said, which, in the case of the 1970 season was not without some justi- 
fication. Nebraska had been 9-2 the previous season, winning its final 
seven games, including a decisive 45-6 victory against Georgia in the Sun 
Bowl, 

After the Sun Bowl game, Georgia 
coach Vince Dooley said the Cornhuskers 
hadn’t belonged in El Paso, Texas; they 
deserved better competition than his 
team could provide. 

Sull. 1970 was a new season. And 
though Nebraska had several starters re- 
turning on offense, Murtaugh was one 
of only three defensive starters return- 
ing. Dave Walline and Jim Anderson were 
the others. 

Besides, winning a national champi- 
onship wasn’t something over which a 
team had complete control. It would de- 
pend not only on being successful, but 
also on the votes of writers and broad- 
casters in the Associated Press poll or of 
selected coaches in the United Press In- 
ternational poll. 

Two games into the season, 
Murtaugh’s brash prediction became a 
longshot, at best. After opening with a 
36-12 victory against Wake Forest, the 
ninth-ranked Cornhuskers played South- 
ern California to a 21-21 tie at the LA 
Coliseum. The Trojans tied the score 
with 8:16 remaining, after a failed 12- 
yard field goal attempt, resulting from a 
poor center snap, kept Nebraska from 
putting the game away. 

“We should have won the game,” Johnny Rodgers said years later. 

Rodgers was a sophomore in 1970, his first varsity season. 

A tie at USC was certainly no disgrace. Coach John McKay’s team 
was ranked No, 3, Nebraska even moved up in the next week’s Associ- 
ated Press poll. But No. 8 was still a long way from No. |. 

And the Cornhuskers’ record had a blemish, however slight. 

Nebraska returned to Memorial Stadium to defeat Army 28-0 the 
next week, to begin what would be a 23-game winning streak and include 
not one but two national championships. 

The Cornhuskers rolled through the Big Eight, moving up to No. 3 in 
the AP rankings after a 51-13 victory against No. 20 Kansas State in the 
next-to-last game of the regular season. Nebraska intercepted Wildeat 
quarterback Lynn Dickey a school-record seven times, and Cornhusker 
I-back Joe Orduna rushed for 105 yards and four touchdowns against 
what had been the conference’s best defense, 

Orduna, a senior who sat out the 1969 season as a medical redshirt, 
led Nebraska in rushing in 1970. 

A week later, the Cornhuskers won the Big Eight championship out- 
right by defeating Oklahoma 28-21 at Memorial Stadium. Though 
unranked, the young Sooners could have eamed a share of the conference 
title with a victory. Nebraska had to come from behind twice during the 
game. Junior quarterback Jerry Tagge scored the winning touchdown. 
capping a 53-yard drive, with 7:42 remaining. 


over Louisiana State.

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Nebraska finished 0-0-1, its first undefeated regular season since 
1965, and ranked No. 3 in both wire service polls, behind two unbeaten 
and untied teams: No. | Texas and No. 2 Ohio State. The UPI didn’t 
conduct a poll after bowl games, so Texas was its national champion for 
1970. 

The Cornhuskers were matched against No. 5 LSU in the Orange 
Bow! game on New Year's night. Texas played Notre Dame, which had 
been No. | until a late-season loss to USC, in a rematch of the previous 
year’s Cotton Bowl. And Ohio State drew 
Stanford in the Rose Bowl. 

Nebraska’s hopes of earning the AP ver- 
sion of the national championship were 
slim. Both Texas and Ohio State would 
have to lose, and the Cormhuskers would 
have to win. But it happened. 

Notre Dame upset Texas 24-11. and 
Stanford staged a fourth-quarter come- 
back to defeat Ohio State 27-17, Nebraska 
learned of the latter result during the Or- 
ange Bowl’s pregame warmups. 

The Cornhuskers appeared ready to 
seize their opportunity, jumping ahead 
of LSU 10-0 in the first 13 minutes of the 
Orange Bowl. But the Tigers controlled 
the ball during the second and third quar- 
ters, scoring on a 31-yard pass on the 
final play of the third quarter to take a 
12-10 lead. 

Nebraska responded by driving 67 
yards for the winning touchdown, scored 
by Tagge from | yard away with 8:50 
remaining. Junior linebacker Bob Terrio, 
a junior college transfer who had arrived 
at Nebraska as a fullback, preserved the 
victory by intercepting a Bert Jones pass 
with 45 seconds left. 

Notre Dame Coach Ara Parseghian ar- 
gued that his team should be the AP na- 
tional champion because it had defeated 
top-ranked Texas, But Nebraska was a decisive No. | in the final AP 
poll. “I was afraid Ara’s com- 
ments might influence the vot- 
ers, but | guess the writers are 
too smart to take some coach’s 
word,’ Cornhusker Coach 
Bob Devaney said. “The writ- 
ers knew who was best.”

Nebraska's 1971 season came down toa single game at Owen Field in 
Norman, Okla., on Thanksgiving Day. At least, that’s how it is most often 
remembered. The No. 1-ranked Cornhuskers played No. 2-ranked Okla- 
homa in what still is regularly regarded as college football’s “Game of the 
Century.”’ 

The teams were undefeated and untied, and they included 17 of 22 first- 
team All-Big Eight players. Nebraska had the nation’s top-ranked defense. 
Oklahoma had its most productive offense. 

The cover of the issue 
(November 22, 1971) of 
Sports Illustrated published 
the week of the game in- 
cluded photographs of Ne- 
braska linebacker Bob Terrio 
and Oklahomarunning back 
Greg Pruitt, nose-to-nose. 
beneath the headline: *’Irre- 
sistible Oklahoma Meets 
Immovable Nebraska.”” 

The game was equal to its 
buildup. Johnny Rodgers 
opened the scoring less than 
four minutes into the first 
quarter with a 72-yard punt 
return, and Rich Sanger fin- 
ished it by kicking an extra 
point with 1:38 remaining, 
following a dramatic, 74- 
yard drive capped by Jeff 
Kinney’s 2-yard run. 

Rodgers’ punt return is 
among the most memorable 
moments of the game, But he also made a key play to keep the winning 
touchdown drive alive, improvising on a pass route to get open on third- 
and-8, then making a diving catch ofa Jerry Tagge pass fora 12-yard gain 
and a first down. 

Cornhusker middle guard Rich Glover. who made 22 tackles that 
afternoon, put the finishing touches on Nebraska's 35-31 victory. deflect- 
ing a fourth-down, Jack Mildren pass with barely a minute left 

Except for the Oklahoma game, Nebraska was never seriously chal- 
lenged in its quest to repeat as national champion. The Cornhuskers 
overwhelmed |2 other opponents, including Alabama in the Orange Bowl, 
to earn themselves a place among the best teams in college football history. 

Coach Bear Bryant’s Crimson Tide went to Miami undefeated, untied 
and ranked No. 2. It left a 38-6 loser, providing proper payback for 
Nebraska's 39-28 and 34-7 bow] losses to Alabama following the 1965 and 
1966 seasons. The first of those losses, in the 1966 Orange Bowl game, 
cost Coach Bob Devaney’s Cornhuskers a perfect season and, mostlikely, 
a national championship. 

Although Nebraska averaged what was then a school-record 437.7 
yards on offense, including a Big Eight-leading 179.3 yards passing. and 
ranked third nationally in scoring, averaging 39. 1 per game, it was defense 
that set apart the Cornhuskers —as the Sports Illustrated headline pointed 
out. 

Nebraska ranked second in the nation in rushing defense (85,9), third 
in scoring defense (8.2) and fifth in total defense (202.9). The Cornhusker 
Blackshirts included seven first-team All-Big Eight selections, four 
players who would earn consensus All-America recognition during their 
careers and two Outland Trophy winners: Glover and tackle Larry 
Jacobson. Glover would win both the Outland and Lombardi awards in 
1972. They were joined in the starting lineup by junior end Willie Harper, 
like Glover, a two-time All-American, John Dutton, an All-American in 
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Wingback Johnny Rodgers was a key to the Huskers' national title run in 1971. 
made a name for himself as a junior in 1971, before winning the Heisman Trophy in 1972. 
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1973, was a sophomore backup. 

Besides Glover, Jacobson and Harper, the other first-team all-confer- 
ence defenders were Terrio, Jim Anderson, Bill Kosch and Joe Blahak. 
Anderson, Kosch and Blahak played in the secondary. 

Andersonand Tagge, one of five Cormhuskers on the All-Big Eight first- 
team offense, were the captains. Both were from West High School in 
Green Bay, Wis., as was starting monster back Dave Mason, ajunior who 
had sat out the 1970 season as a medical redshirt. 

The other first-team of- 
fensive players were 
Rodgers, Kinney, Carl 
Johnson and Dick Rupert. 

The Cornhusker defense 
was opportunistic as well as 
immovable, contributing to 
aschool-record plus-26 turn- 
overs. Nebraska recovered 
20 opponents’ fumbles and 
intercepted 27 passes. 

Nebraska was No. 2 in the 
Associated Press preseason 
rankings but moved to No. | 
after opening with a 34-7 
victory against Oregon at 
Memorial Stadium. Bobby 
Moore, now known as 
Ahmad Rashad, scored the 
Ducks’ lone touchdown with 
just over three minutes re- 
Rodgers maining inthe game, 

Only three opponents 
scored more than one touch- 
down against the Cornhuskers. Oklahoma State and Kansas State each 
managed two touchdowns, and Oklahoma, of course, scored four. The only 
time all season that Nebraska even trailed during a game was against the 
Sooners, 

The Cornhuskers opened conference play with back-to-back shutouts 
against Missouri (36-0) and Kansas (55-0), during a stretch in which they 
posted 12 consecutive scoreless quarters, 

Inaddition to everything else, 
the Cornhuskers almost always 
had good field position because 
of the punt and kickoff returns 
of Rodgers, a key to their suc- 
cess, according to Tom Osborne, 
an assistant who designed and 
coordinated the offense. “As 
great as that team was, take 
Johnny Rodgers out of there on 
kickoff and punt returns, and it 
probably wouldn't have gone 
13-0,"* Osborne said. 

Nebraska extended its win- 
ning streak to 23 games and its 
unbeaten streak to 32 games in 
1971. Repeating as national 
champions “wasn’tautomatic,”’ 
Rodgers said. 

But going into the season, 
“we were pretty doggone confi- 
dent."* ql

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Byron Bennett’s 45-yard field goal attempt sailed wide left in the final 
second of Nebraska’s 18-16 loss to Florida State in the 1994 Orange Bowl 
game. With that miss, an | |-game Cornhusker winning streak ended, And 
the run to Coach Tom Osborne’s first national championship began. 

Nebraska’s focus for the 1994 season was finishing the business that 
had been left incomplete on the nightofJan, |, 1994, in Miami. The actual 


process started with a 31-0 victory against West Virginia in the Kickotf 


Classic in late August, and it concluded with a come-from-behind, 24-17 
victory against Miami, on the Hurricanes’ home field, in the 1995 Orange 
Bowl game. To a degree, that 
game characterized the season. 

An important subplot to the 
drama of 1994 involved the 
Cornhusker quarterbacks. Jun- 
ior Tommie Frazier, a two-year 
starter, opened the season as if 
he might run away with the 
Heisman Trophy before being 
sidelined by blood clot prob- 
lems in his right knee after the 
fourth game. 

Frazier’s misfortune repre- 
sented an opportunity for junior 
Brook Berringer, who came off 
the bench to lead Nebraska to the 
Big Eightchampionship and the 
Orange Bowl game, Berringer 
was 7-0 as a starter, passing for 
1,295 yards (14th on Nebraska's 
all-time, single-season list) and 
10 touchdowns, in what 
amounted to only eight full 
games. He threw just three passes in the first three games. 

When Berringer was slowed by a partially collapsed lung, a problem 
that occurred in back-to-back games, sophomore walk-on Matt Turman 
stepped up and directed the Cornhuskers, Although Berringer had been 
cleared to play, Turman gained a 7-6 lead against Kansas State at 
Manhattan that ended |7-6. 

Turman had come on to replace Berringer the previous week, directing 
Nebraska to 23 second-half points in a 32-3 victory against Oklahoma 
State in the Cornhuskers’ Big Eight opener. 

The quarterback sequence was somewhat similar in the Orange Bowl 
victory. Frazier, who had been included on the travel roster for the final 
regular-season game at Oklahoma (but did not play), started against 
Miami. Berringer replaced him and got Nebraska on the scoreboard in the 
second quarter, with a 19-yard touchdown pass to tight end Mark Gilman. 
Then Frazier returned to finish it and earn game MVP honors. 

Nebraska trailed the Hurricanes 10-7 at halftime and fell behind 17-7 less 
than two minutes into the third quarter. But during the intermission, 
Osborne had described to the Cornhuskers the way the second half would 
go if they maintained their composure and continued to play smart 
physical Husker football. They did. 

Afterward, Osborne’s halftime speech was made public. It was eerily 
prophetic. 

Even though Nebraska finished its business by going | 3-0, it remained 
for voters in the Associated Press and USA Today/CNN polls to certify 
the Cornhuskers as national champions. Penn State also went through the 
season undefeated and untied at 12-0. The Nittany Lions argued to no avail. 

Nebraska begun the season ranked No. 4 by the Associated Press, moved 
to No. | after the Kickoff Classic, then inexplicably dropped to No. 2 
following a 42-16 victory at Texas Tech, Sophomore safety Mike Minter 
suffered a season-ending knee injury during the game televised by ESPN, 
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Coach Osborne receives a victory hoist from Jon Vedral and Kareem Moss after the 
Huskers defeated Miami in the Orange Bowl for Osborne's first national title. 
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In many ways, Minter was to the defense what Frazier was to the 
offense. His loss was significant; a fact underscored during an unexpect- 
edly close, 42-32 victory against pass-happy Wyoming. 

The Cornhuskers dropped to No, 3 in the AP poll after the Kansas State 
victory, before finally moving to No. | following the Colorado game. The 
Buffaloes came to Lincoln undefeated, untied and ranked No. 2 by the AP 
and No. 3 by USA Today/CNN. Nebraska was No. 2 according to the 
coaches. The Cornhuskers remained No. 2 in the USA Today/CNN 
rankings another week, before ascending to the top spot on the strength 
ofa 45-17 victory over Kansas. 
despite a Penn State victory 
against Indiana. 

Nebraska earned the voters’ 
respect with an offense that fea- 
tured one of the best lines in 
school history and a new 4-3 
defense that allowed only 55 
points in conference play. Led 
by linebacker Ed Stewart, acon- 
sensus All-American, the 
Cornhuskers ranked second in 
the nation in scoring defense, 
fourth in total defense and rush- 
ing defense, and 10th in pass 
defense. 

The offensive line included 
Outland Trophy winner Zach 
Wiegert at tackle. Along with 
winning the Outland, Wiegert 
was a consensus first-team All- 
American. His linemate Brenden 
Stai earned All-America honors 
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of his own at guard, 

Rob Zatechka, the other tackle, was a four-time academic All-Big Eight 
who graduated with a perfect 4.0 grade-point average in biological sciences. 
Along with Joel Wilks, the other guard, and center Aaron Graham, the only 
non-senior among the starters, the group was nicknamed the “Pipeline.” 

Nebraska led the nation in rushing, with sophomore Lawrence Phillips 
gaining 1,722 yards, the second-highest single-season total in Cornhusker 


history. He finished eighth in the 5 .

Tom Osborne’s 23rd Nebraska team was arguably his best. The 1995 
Cornhuskers were among the best in college football history. 

Though such a sweeping assertion cannot be proven, it can be 
supported, Nebraska’s 1995 national championship team was No. | on 
a list of the top major college teams since 1956. The list was compiled by 
computer analyst Jeff Sagarin, whose rankings are regularly published in 
USA Today. 

The 1971 Cornhuskers were No. 2 
according to Sagarin’s power ratings. 
Both were well ahead of the remaining 23 
teams on the list, which also included the 
1972 and 1970 Cornhuskers. 

Nebraska was never seriously chal- 
lenged in 1995, as it extended a school- 
record winning streak to 25 games and 
repeated as national champion — some- 
thing that has been accomplished only 
eight other times since the Associated 
Press initiated its national college foot- 
ball rankings in 1936. 

The closest any opponent could come 
to the Cornhuskers was 14 points. But 
even that was deceptive. Washington 
State trailed Nebraska 28-7 after three 
quarters, in the fifth game of the season. 
The Cornhuskers scored 20 points in the 
second quarter to overcome a 7-( first 
quarter deficit. 

After that, the outcome was never in 
serious doubt. The final score was 35-21. 

Nebraska, which began the season 
ranked No. 2 by the Associated Press, 
didn’t move to No. | until back-to-back 
Victories against No. 8 Kansas State (49- 
25) and No. 7 Colorado (44-21), After 
completing a third consecutive unde- 
feated and untied regular season and winninga fifth consecutive Big Eight 
championship, including four in a row outright, the Cornhuskers elimi- 
nated any doubt about their claim to a second consecutive national title by 
overwhelming No. 2 Florida, 62-24, in the Fiesta Bowl. 

Despite the Cornhuskers’ success, the 1995 season was one of mixed 
emotions, resulting from much-publicized off-the-field problems. “It was 
a terrible year. and it wasa great year,’ Osborne said after the Fiesta Bowl, 
“It was taxing. On the other hand, it was very gratifying to work with a 
group of players who had the kind of focus and drive to carry them through. 
That was the redeeming factor. 

“There were times I was running on empty. | take my spiritual life very 
seriously. [ relied on my faith more than I ever have. | was grateful for the 
sustaining strength that was there.”” 

The star-crossed nature of the 1995 team was further underscored in 
the spring, when Brook Berringer, a quarterback who had just completed 
his eligibility, died in the crash of a light plane. 

Osborne again had to turn to his faith to handle the tragedy. 

“The Brook | knew, there was nothing he could have done better," 
Osborne said. “The length (ofhis life) was not what you would have liked. 
But the quality couldn’t have been better.”” 

Berringer, who had stepped in foran injured Tommie Frazier during the 
1994 national championship season, accepted his role without complaint 
and contributed as a proven backup in 1995. 

Frazier, fully recovered from the blood clot problems that sidelined him 
much of his junior season, broke the Cornhusker career record for total 
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performance. 
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Quarterback Tommie Frazier directed Nebraska to a second 
straight national title, capped by a spectacular Fiesta Bowl 
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offense (5,476) and touchdowns produced (79). He earned All-America 
recognition, finished second to Ohio State’s Eddie George in balloting for 
the Heisman Trophy and received the most valuable player award in the 
Fiesta Bow] game. 

Frazier, whose record in four years as a starter was 33-3, established 
himself among the best quarterbacks in Cornhusker history. 

“Il would say if | were to choose one 
player who has had the most impact on 
the outcome of the greatest number of 
games over the longest period of time 
since I’ve been at Nebraska, it would be 
Tommie Frazier,’” said Osborne, who 
began as a graduate assistant in 1962. 

Under Frazier’s direction, Nebraska's 
offense was even more productive than 
that of the “Scoring Explosion”’ team in 
1983. The Cornhuskers ranked No. | in 
the nation in both rushing (399.8) and 
scoring (52.4) and No. 2 in total offense 
(556.3). The 1983 team was slightly bet- 
ter rushing the ball, averaging a school- 
record 401.7 yards, butitaveraged slightly 
fewer points (52.0) and total yards 
(546.7). 

Ahman Green, who began fall camp 
down the list on the depth chart, became 
the starting I-back and broke the school 
rushing record fora freshman. He gained 
1,086 yards and scored 12 touchdowns. 

Green would have broken the school 
scoring record for a freshman were it not 
for Kris Brown, the place-kicker, Brown, 
like Green a true freshman, scored 97 
points — a school record for kicking. 

In addition to Frazier, center Aaron 
Graham and outside linebacker Jared 
Tomich earned first-team All-America honors. Graham also was a 
Cornhusker co-captain, along with tight end Mark Gilman, defensive 
tackle Christian Peter, safety 
Tony Veland and linebacker 
Phil Ellis. 

Tomich, a junior who 
originally walked on, was 
among five Blackshirts who 
received first-team all-con- 
ference recognition. The other 
defensive players were Pe- 
ter, linebacker Terrell Farley, 
rush end Grant Wistrom and 
cornerback Tyrone Williams. 
Frazier and Graham were 
joined on All-Big Eight first- 
team offenses by Green, 
tackle Eric Anderson and 
guards Chris Dishman and 
Aaron Taylor.

A pajama-clad Tom Osborne was packing for home in the early-morning 
hours of Jan. 3, 1998, when he heard the news. “By that time, I was wrung 
out enough that there wasn’t much emotion left,” he would say later that 
morning during a post-Orange Bowl game news conference, 

His response to the news was typically low-key. 

“Naturally, | was very pleased, very gratified,” he said. 

The source of his pleasure had been the announcement on ESPN — the 
television set in his room at the Sheraton Bal Harbour on Miami Beach had 
been tuned to the network “by chance,” he 
said — that his 25th and final team had 
been voted the USA Today/ESPN coaches’ 
national champion. 

The Cornhuskers, No. 2 going into the 
Orange Bow! game, had squeezed ahead of 
Michigan in the coaches’ poll on the 
strength of their 42-17 victory against No. 
3-ranked Tennessee. 

The Wolverines retained the top spot in 
the Associated Press media poll. 

“Being a coach, I know a little bit how 
they think,” said Osborne, who was among 
those with a vote in the USA Today/ 
ESPN poll. “They probably looked at the 
fact we were 13-0, and to be unrewarded 
insome way would be... 1 don*t mean to 
say an injustice, But it wouldn't bea good 
thing.”

The split title seemed a reasonable 
solution.

National Football Foundation waived its three-year waiting period for 
induction, allowing Osborne to be enshrined alongside the game's greatest 
coaches without delay, 

Nebraska became only the second major college football program since 
the Associated Press began ranking teams in 1936 to earn three national 
titles in four seasons. 

Notre Dame won national titles in 1946, 1947 and 1949, 

Peter and rush end Grant Wistrom, the Lombardi Award winner and 
two-time Big 12 Defensive Player-of-the- 
Year, were the heartand soul of Nebraska’s 
1997 national champions. 

“Those two guys, among some others, 
ramrodded that football team.” Osborne 
said. “They decided a year ago they were 
going to come back and get the thing done. 
Their leadership was invaluable.” 

Peter and Wistrom earned All-America 
honors, as did offensive guard Aaron Tay- 
lor. the first Cornhusker to be named an 
All-American at two positions. He played 
center in 1996. 

Taylor was voted the Outland Trophy 
winner, with Peter being one of two run- 
ners-up. 

Frost and I-back Ahman Green were 
among other key players on offense, 

Frost became only the LOth player in 
major college history to rush for 1,000 
yards and pass for 1 000 yards in the same 
season, finishing with 1,095 and 1,237, 
respectively. His 2,332 yards of total 
offense were one short of the Nebraska 
single-season record, set by Jerry Tagge in 
1971. 

Green rushed for 1,877 yards, which 
were second in the nation.

That same weekend, Michigan went from No, 4 to No. | onthe strength 
of a 34-8 victory against No. 2 Penn State, and Florida State, which 
subsequently lost to Florida, went from No. 3 to No. 2. 

Michigan might have slammed the door on Nebraska's national cham- 
pionship aspirations with a more decisive victory against Washington 
State in the Rose Bow] game, but the door was open “at least a crack,” 
Osborne told his team after it watched the Wolverines win 21-16 on New 
Year’s Day. 

Coaching the Comhuskers to a third national championship in four 
seasons was a fitting conclusion to Osborne’s Hall of Fame career. The

The Memorable Games 


In 108 years and 1,054 games, it's hard to single out the most memorable 
contests in Nebraska football history. From the Huskers' first game ina 
10-0 win on Nov, 27, 1890 over Omaha YMCA to their 42-17 win over 
Tennessee in the 1998 Orange Bowl, every game has something to 
remember. With 278 games in the Huskers’ history decided by seven or 
fewer points, one play could have switched the outcome of a contest. 

The battles with Oklahoma, the heartbreaking losses to Penn State, 
Miami (Fla.) and Florida State, the 100-point wins over Creighton (102- 
0 in 1905), Haskell (119-0 in 1910) and Kearney State (117-0 in 1911), 
the early battles with Pittsburgh, Minnesota and Notre Dame and the 
yearly bowl game battles all have been sifted through by some of the most 
knowledgeable Husker fans. 

Husker football historians Mike Babcock, Lincoln Journal Star football 
beat writer Ken Hambleton and 3 |-year Sports Information Director Don 
"Fox" Bryant, each picked 15 to 20 games that will be remembered for the 
next 108 years and 1,054 games in the future of Husker football. 

Here is our top 20. Note: The regular-season games are in chronological 
order beginning with the 1923 win over Notre Dame. 


Four Horsemen Suffer Only Losses to Huskers 
Nebraska 14, Notre Dame 7 


The Huskers handed the legend- 
ary "Four Horsemen" a loss for the 
second straight season, dominating 
the famed foursome in a 14-7 vic- 
tory in Lincoln, The season before, 
the Huskers won 14-6. 

From 1922-24. the "Four Horse- 
men" owned a 27-2-1 record with 
their only losses coming to Ne- 
braska. 

Coached by the legendary Knute 
Rockne, the Irish did not have an answer for the Huskers. 

Dave Noble ran fora touchdown and caught a pass from Rufus Dewitz 
for another score as Nebraska led 14-0 before Notre Dame scored a late 
touchdown against the Husker reserves. 


Oct. 3, 1925 


Defense Shackles All-World Red Grange 
Nebraska 14, Illinois 0 


Nebraska traveled to Illinois and 
shut down Red Grange, one of the 
all-time greatest backs in college 
football history, in a 14-0 win. 

The Huskers held Grange score- 
less inahome game forthe only time 
in his career to shock the college 
football world. It was the second 
straightseason Grange did not score 
against the Huskers, 

Frank Dailey intercepted a first- 
quarter pass by Grange and returned it 45 yards for a touchdown, 

Another interception in the fourth quarter helped set up the game- 
sealing score, The Huskers gained possession at the Illinois 40-yard line 
and three plays later, a 14-0 lead was theirs. On first down, John Rhodes 
ran for 36 yards and scored from a yard-out one play later.

A massive underdog to an Okla- 
homa Sooner team that had not lost 
in 74 consecutive conference games, 
the Huskers stunned the nation by 
beating Oklahoma, 25-21, at Memo- 
rial Stadium. 

Nebraska, who had not defeated 
the Sooners in | 7 years, held offa last 
minute Oklahoma comeback attempt 
when Ron Meade intercepted a 
Bobby Boyd pass in the Nebraska end zone. 

The win touched off a wild celebration. The Homecoming crowd 
stormed the field and tore down the goal posts, which were paraded around 
town. Pieces ended up at fraternity houses and on the front lawn of the 
governor's mansion. Chancellor Clifford Hardin canceled classes on 
Monday so students could have an extra day to celebrate, 


Devaney's First Major Win at Nebraska

In Coach Bob Devaney's second 
game at the helm of the Huskers, 
Nebraska marched into Ann Arbor, 
Mich., and defeated the Wolverines 
25-13. 

The Huskers trailed 7-0 after the 
first quarter before 70,287, then the 
largest regular-season crowd to watch 
a Nebraska football game. 

After the nerves wore off, the 
Huskers dominated the contest in the 
second half, Entering the fourth quarter, the Huskers held a commanding 
19-7 lead before Michigan scored to cut the deficit to 19-13. But the 
Huskers answered back. On a fourth-and-eight play inside the Michigan 
30, Dennis Claridge completed a pass to Dick Callahan for a first down. 
On the next play. Bill Thorton rumbled 16 yards for a touchdown.

a five-yard run in the second quarter, and I.M. Hipp scored on an eight- 
yard scamper in the third to provide the scoring for the Huskers.

Missouri 35, Nebraska 31 

A week after upsetting No, | Okla- 
homa, the No. 2 Huskers dropped a 
35-31 gutwrencher to unranked Mis- 
souri at Memorial Stadium. 

Rick Berns rushed fora then-school 
best 255 yards on 35 carries and 
scored two touchdowns as the Husk- 
ers held two 10-point leads. But 
Nebraska couldnotovercomeatouch- 
down run by Missouri's James Wilder 
with 3:42 left in the final quarter. 

Following Wilder's score, the Huskers marched to the Missouri 33-yard 
line, but a Tom Sorley pass intended for Tim Smith was incomplete with 
1:03 remaining. 

Berns. who took over the top spot as Nebraska's career-leading rusher 
in the game, opened the contest with an 82-yard touchdown run.

Miraculous Catch Leads Huskers to Win 


Nebraska 45, Missouri 38 (Overtime) 


A last-play miracle helped lead the 
Huskers to a win in the first overtime 
game in school history. defeating 
Missouri, 45-38, in Columbia. 

Trailing 38-31 with no timeouts, 
1:02 left in regulation and 67 yards 
froma chance to force overtime, quar- 
terback Scott Frost moved the Husk- 
ers down the field. On third down 
from the Missouri |2-yard line. Frost 
fired a pass that bounced out of 
wingback Shevin Wiggins’ hands, deflected off Wiggins' foot past two 
Missouri defenders and was scooped up before it hit the ground by a diving 
Matt Davison as time expired. 

In the overtime, the Huskers scored in three plays to take a 45-38 
advantage. The Husker defense stuffed Corby Jones to end the game.

1941 Rose Bowl 
Stanford 21, Nebraska 13 


The Huskers headed west for their Bag 
first bowl game in school history 
against No. 2 Stanford in the Rose § 
Bowl and battled to a 21-13 defeat in } 
front of 92,000 fans, still the largest 
crowd to watch a Nebraska football 
game, 

It was the Huskers’ first game in 
California and marked only the third 
lime a Big Six Conference team ad- 
vanced toa bowl game. A mass follow- 
ing of Husker fans, as well as the players, traveled by train to arrive at the 
spectacle. 

Stanford's "T-formation” offensive style kept the Huskers unbalanced 
in the second halfas the Indians overcame 7-0 and 13-7 deficits. Nebraska 
scored first ona two-yard run by back Vike Francis. After the Indians tied 
the game, Allen Zikmund scored on a 33-yard pass from Herm Rohrig. 
Stanford took a 14-13 lead ona Hugh Gallarneau 4 |-yard touchdown catch. 
The Indians added a score in the third on a Pete Kmetovic punt return. 

For playing in the contest, the Huskers received $140,916.

Nebraska 40, Notre Dame 6 


In their final games as Huskers. 
Coach Bob Devaney left as a big 
winner and Johnny Rodgers scored 
four touchdowns and passed for an- 
otheras the Huskers hammered Notre 
Dame inthe 1973 Orange Bow!

On the first play from scrimmage, 
Devaney threw a wrinkle at the Irish 
as Rodgers lined up as the I-back. He 
rushed for 81 yards on 1S carries, 
caught three passes for 71 yards and 
threw a 52-yard touchdown pass to Frosty Anderson. 

The Huskers held a 20-0 halftime advantage before scoring 20 points 
in the third quarter to expand the lead to 40-0, Nebraska dominated the 
game with 560 yards of total offense. Notre Dame finished the game with 
only 207 yards. 


1994 Orange Bowl 
Florida State 18, Nebraska 16 


In a wild last-minute ending, the 
top-ranked Huskers finished just shy 
of claiming Coach Tom Osborne's 
first national title in the Orange Bowl 
to No, 2 Florida State. 


After Scott Bentley kicked a 22- 
yard field goal with 21 seconds re- 
maining, the Huskers returned the 
Florida State kickoff to the NU 45 | 
with 15 seconds remaining. Tommie 
Frazier fired a second-down pass to 
Trumane Bell who raced 29 yards to the FSU 28-yard line. Bell was tackled 
and called timeout with one second remaining; however, the clock expired 
and Florida State fans and players stormed the field to celebrate a then- 
premature national championship. A second was put back on the clock, 
but Byron Bennett's 45-yard field goal attempt was wide.

Ina battle between the nation's top § 
two teams, the Huskers annihilated § 
the Crimson Tide, 38-6, on Jan. 1, 
1972 andearned their second consecu- 
tive Orange Bow] and first unanimous 
national title. 

Nebraska scored two touchdowns 
in the final 2:01 of the first quarter to 
blow the game open. Jeff Kinney scored 
on a two-yard touchdown run before 
Johnny Rodgers returned a punt 77 
yards fora score to give the Huskers a 14-0 lead at the end of the first 
quarter, 

The Husker onslaught continued early in the second quarter when Jerry 
Tagge scored on a one-yard quarterback sneak. Less than four minutes 
later, Gary Dixon scored ona two-yard run to give Nebraska a commanding 
28-() lead. 

"| think Nebraska is one of the greatest, if not the greatest, college 
football team I've ever seen," Alabama Coach Bear Bryant said. "We were 
just soundly beaten by a better football team." 

Alabama opened the game with a drive that ended when Joe Blahak 
intercepted a Terry Davis pass in the end zone. Davis was knocked out 
of the game by the Husker defense in the fourth quarter, The Tide finally 
scored on a Davis three-yard run in the third quarter. 

For Devaney, the win marked his only triumph over Bryant in three 
tries. The Tide had defeated Nebraska 39-28 in the 1966 Orange Bowland 
34-7 in the 1967 Sugar Bowl. 


1971 Grange Bowl 
Nebraska 17, Louisiana State 12 


The Huskers earned their first na- 
tional title in school history with a 
heart-stopping 17-12 win over Loui- 
siana State on Jan. 1, 1971 in the 
Orange Bowl. 

LSU scored ona3!-yard pass from 
Buddy Lee to Al Coffee to cap a 75- 
yard drive as time expired in the third 
to give the Tigersa 12-10 lead heading 
into the final quarter. 

The Huskers responded with a 67- 
yard, 13-play drive that ended when Tagge snuck in from the |-yard line 
with 8:50 remaining in the game. The drive's big play came ona third down 
and seven at the LSU 20 when Tagge completed a 15-yard pass to Jeff 
Kinney. Three plays later Tagge scored. 

On the ensuing possession, the Huskers partially blocked a Tiger punt 
and had a first down at the LSU 42, but after two first downs. Joe Orduna 
fumbled on the |2-yard line with 4:09 remaining to give the Tigersa final 
chance. 

Any comeback hopes temporarily ended when Willie Harper stole the 
ball from Bert Jones with 1:20 left. Nebraska lost the ball with 52 seconds 
remaining, but Bob Terrio intercepted a desperation pass to seal the 
Huskers' first tie. 

Nebraska was able to take over the top spot after No. | Texas and 
second-ranked Ohio State lost earlier in the day. Texas was voted No. | 
in the UPI poll, which was decided before the bowl game outcomes, 

"The players were very elated that there was another door open," Coach 
Bob Devaney said. "Even the Pope would have to vote us No, 1," 
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1984 Orange Bowl 
Miami, Fla. 31, Nebraska 30 


Instead of playing for a tie and an 
almost guaranteed national title, the 
Huskers went for the win, attempting | 
a two-point conversion that failed as 
Miami stunned one of the greatest 
Husker teams ever, 31-30, at the Or- 
ange Bowl on Jan. 2, 1984. 

Trailing 31-17 entering the fourth 
quarter, the Huskers mounted a furi- 
ous comeback without Heisman Tro- 
phy winner Mike Rozier who left the 
game in the third with a badly bruised ankle. 

Rozier's replacement, Jeff Smith, scored on a one-yard touchdown run 
with 6:55 left in the game to trim the deficit to 31-24. 

On the Huskers’ final drive, Turner Gill completed clutch passes to 
Irving Fryar (29 yards) and Ricky Simmons (19 yards) to advance the 
Huskers into Hurricane territory. On a fourth-and-eight play from the 
Miami 24-yard line, Smith took an option pitch from Gill and scampered 
24 yards to the end zone. 

Trailing 31-30, the Huskers went for a two-point conversion attempt, 
but Ken Calhoun deflected a Gill pass intended for Smith to end the 
comeback threat. 

"This was a championship game and (Osborne) went after it like a 
champion," Miami Coach Howard Schnellenberger said. 

Nebraska trailed fourth-ranked Miami by 17 points in the first half 
before pulling within three at halftime.

After suffering three Orange Bow! 
defeats to Miami in the previous 10 
years, the Huskers enacted big-time

Entering the game as the nation's 
top-ranked team, the Huskers fell 
behind No. 3 Miami, 10-0, after the 
first quarter. Nebraska finally scored

lefi before halftime. 

Miami increased the lead to 10 points in the third when Jonathan Harris 
scored on a 44-yard pass from Frank Costa. 

The Huskers pulled within 17-9 when Dwayne Harris drilled Costa in 
the Hurricane end zone for a safety. 

Nebraska battled back to tie the game at | 7 with a Cory Schlesinger 15- 
yard touchdown run and the Huskers completed a two-point conversion 
pass from Tommie Frazier to Erie Alford. 

On the Huskers’ ensuing possession, Nebraska started it's drive to the 
national title at it's own 42 with 6:28 left in the game. On a key third-and- 
four play, Frazier scrambled 25 yards to the Miami 27. Three plays later, 
Schlesinger rumbled 14 yards up the middle for the game-winning 
touchdown. 

"! don't feel any different or any more vindicated than when we played 
here last year." Osborne said. 

The Huskers lost 18-16 to Florida State in the Orange Bow! with a shot 
at the national title the year before.

1996 Tostitos Fiesta Bowl 
Nebraska 62, Florida 24 


In what was supposed to be a battle 
of the best two teams in college foot- 
ball, the Huskers hammered Florida, 
62-24, to win their second consecutive 
national title. 

Entering the contest, the Huskers 
and Gators were the nation's two only 
unbeaten teams. 

Florida jumped out toa 10-6 advan- 
tage after the first quarter, but in the 
second, the Huskers, who had the 
nation's best offensive attack, came alive. 

Nebraska scored 29 points in the 15-minute frame. Thirty-two seconds 
into the quarter, Lawrence Phillips began the scoring barrage witha42-yard 
run. The Husker defense contributed to the 29-point outburst on two 
occasions. Jamel Williamssacked All-America quarterback Danny Wuerffel 
fora safety and Michael Booker returned an errant Wuerffel pass 42 yards 
for a touchdown. Kris Brown added two field goals and Ahman Green 
scored on a one-yard run to highlight the scoring explosion. 

In the third quarter, Tommie Frazier scampered 35 yards for a 
touchdown and hada highlight reel 75-yard run where he escaped the grasp 
of eight would-be tacklers. 

Phillips scored ona 15-yard run in the fourth and Brook Berringer scored 
onaone-yard run to complete the 62-point offensive effort and deliver the 
Huskers their second straight national title.

In Tom Osborne's finale, the Husk- 
ers manhandled No, 7 Tennessee, 42-

Although Michigan had defeated 
Washington State in the Rose Bowl a 
day earlier, the Huskers still had a 
chance to get a share of the national 
litle. 

The Huskers drew first blood on a one-yard run by Ahman Green late 
in the first quarter. After Green's score, Nebraska never trailed the 
Volunteers. 

Leading 14-3 at halftime, the Huskers turned things up by scoring 21 
points in the third quarter. Quarterback Scott Frost scored on a one- -yard 
carry and six minutes later, he scored from 1] yards out putting the Huskers 
ahead 28-3. Tennessee scored its first touchdown of the game to trim the 
lead to 28-9 before Green scored his second touchdown of the game ona 
22-yard run, 

Green finished the game with an Orange Bowl record 206 yards on 29 
carries. 

In the fourth, Frost added his third touchdown of the game on a nine- 
yard option keeper with 4:24 remaining. 

Following the game at the team hotel, the Huskers were informed at 2:30 
a.m. they had moved from second to first in the coaches poll and earned 
a share of the national title with Michigan, who finished first in the 
Associated Press poll. Nebraska edged the Wolverines by four points in 
the coaches poll to earn its third national title in four seasons and sent 
ap 94 out as a national champion. | 


Heisman Trophy 


Rodgers, Rozier NU Heisman Winners 

Nebraska two-time All-America running back Mike Rozier outdistanced 
BYU quarterback Steve Young inthe 1983 Heisman Trophy race, becoming 
the second Cornhusker to win the award, 

All-America wingback Johnny Rodgers won the 38th annual Heisman 
awardin 1972. defeating Oklahomu’s Greg Pruittand teammate Rich Glover. 

The Heisman Trophy has been presented by the New York Downtown 
Athletic Clubeach year since 1935 when Jay Berwangerol the University of 
Chicago won the inaugural award given to the outstanding college football 
player in the United States as selected by more than 1,000 sportswriters and 
sportscasters across the nation. 

With Rozier winning the Heisman and Dean Steinkuhler sweeping the 
Lombardi and Outland lineman awards in 1983, Nebraska is the only school 
toeversweep all three major honors. andthe Comhuskers have done ittwice— 
1972 with Rodgers and Rich Gloverand in 1983 with Rozier and Steinkuhler. 
Quarterback Turner Gill finished fourth in the Heisman balloting in 1983, 
while Glover finished th’ din 1972, 

The 1-3 finish of Rodgers and Glover in the 1972 Heisman voting was the 
best teammate finish since Glenn Davisand Doc Blanchard of Army went2- 
3 in 1944. then I-2 in 1945 and 1-4 in 1946.

Alberts Sacks NU’s First Butkus 


In 1993, Nebraska outside linebacker 
Trev Alberts became the first Husker to 
win the Butkus Award, given annually to 
the nation's top linebacker. 

Alberts (100 points) outdistanced final- 
ists Derrick Brooks of Florida State (72) 
and UCLA's Jamir Miller (44) ina poll of 
a nationwide panel of sportswriters and 
sportscasters. 

Alberts was a one-man wrecking crew 
in his senior season, collecting an NU 
season-record 15 quarterback sacks, along 
with 21 tackles for loss and ateam-leading 
96 overall stops. Alberts, who also holds 
the NU career sack record with 29.5, 
capped his career with an outstanding Orange Bow! performance, as he 
sacked Heisman Trophy winner Charlie Ward three times. 

Two other Huskers have been finalists for the Butkus Award. In 1988, 
outside linebacker Broderick Thomas finished second in the voting, just 
behind Alabama's Derrick Thomas. In 1994, Will linebacker Ed Stewart 
finished third in the voting behind Butkus winner Dana Howard of Illinois 
and Colorado's Ted Johnson.

When Alabama did not receive a bowl bid at the end of the 1984 season, 
Nebraska took over the NCAA record for the longest current string of 
consecutive bow! apearances from the Crimson Tide. Alabama had 
appeared in 25 straight bowl games dating back to the inaugural Liberty 
Bowl at Philadelphia in 1959, but did not receive a bid in 1984.

Over a Gentury of Winning Tradition

Fans celebrated by waving banners of old gold. “The score stood 10 to 
nothing in the state university’s favor and great and loud were the yells that 
filled the atmosphere,”’ a newspaper account said. 

The date was Nov. 27, 1890, The state university was Nebraska, which 
had just defeated a team representing the Omaha YMCA, The game, 
composed ofa 35-minute first halfand a43-minute second half, was played 
in Omaha. So began Nebraska’s rich football tradition. 

It was an abbreviated opening “season.*’ Nebraska’s first football team 
played only one other game, in February of 1891, an 18-0 victory against 
Doane College in Crete, Neb. Whether or not Dr. Langdon Frothingham, the 
team’s “coach,”’ was still at Nebraska when the team traveled to Crete is 
unclear. Frothingham,.a new faculty member from Harvard, was made the 
coach primarily because he had brought a football with him. He returned to 
Boston in 1891, probably before that second game. 

Nebraska didn’t actually have a football coach until 1893, when Frank 
Crawford was hired for an amount reported to have been between $300 and 
$500. His salary included room and board. Crawford also played quarterback 
in at least one game during his brief tenure as coach. 

Nebraska's first game against an opponent from outside the state was in 

1891, when lowa wona game played in Omaha, 22-0. The first victory against 
an out-of-state opponent came in 1892, when George Flippin led Nebraska 
past Illinois at Lincoln. The score was 6-0. 
Flippin was the first African-American athlete at Nebraska and only the 
fifth black athlete at a predomi- 
nantly white university, Because 
of Flippin’s presence on the ros- 
ter, Missouri refused to play a 
scheduled game with Nebraska at 
Omahain 1892. The result wasa |- 
0 forfeit. 

In the early years, Nebraska‘s 
football team had several nick- 
names, including Tree-planters, 
Rattlesnake Boys, Antelopes, Old 
Gold Knights (which didn’t work 
well after the school colors were 
made scarlet and cream around 
1900) and Bugeaters. The team 
was first called Combhuskers in 
1899, Charles “Cy’’ Sherman, 
sports editor of the Nebraska State 
Journal at the time, assigned the 
nickname. 

Sherman, who later gained na- 
tional prominence as the sports 
editor of The Lincoln Star, was 
known as the “father of the 
Cornhuskers’’ and was made an 
honorary member of the Nebraska letterman’s club. 

Nebraska was an independent football power in the Midwest by then, 
under the direction of Coach Walter C. “Bummy”’ Booth, “Nebraska 
occupies a unique position in western football,’’ a newspaper account in 
1903 said, “Too strong to find fearful competitors, the Cornhuskers can 
almost weep with Alexander the Great because they have no more teams to 
conquer."* 

Booth coached Nebraska from 1900 to 1905, with his teams compilinga 
46-8-1 record. In 1902, a team featuring Johnny Bender and Charles Borg 
went undefeated, untied and unscored upon, Booth’s teams produced a 24- 
game winning streak— 27 counting exhibition victories against Lincoln High 
School. The 24-game winning streak stood as a school record until the 1995 
season, when a 62-24 victory against Florida in the Fiesta Bowl game 
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George Flippin, 1891-94 
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extended a Cornhusker winning streak to 25. 

The streak reached 26 before ending at Arizona State in 1996. 

Booth, a Princeton graduate, “raised Nebraska from a second-rate team 
among those of the Missouri Valley to a position where even the leaders of 
the Conference look upon her as an opponent to be feared,”* according to the 
university’s student newspaper in 1905, 

Booth’s coaching success was soon overshadowed, however, when Ewald 
O.“Jumbo"’ Stiehm was hiredas coach in 1911. Stiehm’s teams, the “Stiehm 
Rollers,’ were a combined 35-2-3 in five seasons. He remains the winningest 
football coach by percentage (.913) in school history. 

The “Stiehm Rollers** won five Missouri Valley Conference champion- 
ships and had a school-record 34-game unbeaten streak. In 1914, they were 
7-0-1 andargued that they were deserving ofa mythical national title, In 1915, 
they were even better, going 8-0 and again claiming the right to be called 
national champions. The Cornhuskers were considered to play in the Rose 
Bowl game after the 1915 season, but the university’s athletic board voted 
to turn down any such invitation, 

During Stichm’'s tenure as coach, Nebraska produced its first official All- 
America players — Vie Halligan and Guy Chamberlin, “The Champ.”’ 
Chamberlin, who came from Blue Springs, Neb., played two years at 
Nebraska Wesleyan before being enticed to transfer to Nebraska, 

Stiehm left Nebraska after the 1915 season because the university turned 
down his demand thathe be paid an annual salary of $4,250 to serveas football 
coach and athletic director — he also coached the basketball team, The 
Cornhuskers quickly overcame his departure and continued to enjoy national 
respect, After Coach Fred Dawson’s first team defeated Pittsburgh (coached 
by Pop Warner) 10-0 in 1921, an Eastern newspaper described the mighty 
Cornhuskers as “Mankilling Mastodons.”* 

As with everything else in this country, Cornhusker football felt the 
profoundeffects of World War 1. Butthe end ofthe war ushered in the Roaring 
2()s, a time not only of prohibition, flappers and Model T Fords but one in 
which Nebraska and Notre Dame regularly played football against each other. 
An | 1-game series involving the schools began with a 20-19 Cornhusker 
victory in Lincoln in 1915 and ended with Nebraska’s 17-0 victory at 
Memorial Stadium in 1925, 

The Comhuskers’ only loss in 1921 was against the Fighting Irish, 7-0 at 
Lincoln. Nebraska handed Notre Dame its only defeat in 1922, winning at 
South Bend, 14-6, and setting the stage for what was probably the greatest 
drama of Cormhusker football during the Roaring 20s. On Nov. 10, 1923, 
before what one newspaper called “the greatest crowd ever assembled in the 
Missouri Valley to witness a football game*’ at Memorial Stadium, Nebraska 
defeated Knute Rockne’s “wonder team.’’ The score was 14-7, and the 
Cornhusker star was Ed Weir, asophomore from Superior, Neb., who would 
earn All-America recognition in both 1924 and 1925. Weir led the way toa 
similarly impressive 14-0 victory against Illinoisand Red Grange in the 1925 
season-opener at Champaign, Ill, 

On Oct. 13, 1923, Nebraska played its first game in Memorial Stadium, 
which replaced a field that ran east and west just to the south of what is now 
the South Stadium offices. The Nebraska Athletic Field had been used since 
L909, It could accommodate, at most, approximately 10,000 fans, which 
wasn't enough, given the growing popularity of Nebraska football. The 
Cornhuskers defeated Oklahoma 24-0 that day in 1923. It would have been 
an appropriate way to dedicate the stadium. The problem was, the 
Cornhuskers’ new home wasn’t officially dedicated until a week later, with 
a scoreless tie against Kansas, A newspaper account attributed the tie to a 
“stadium dedication jinx.’ A year earlier, Nebraska had spoiled the dedica- 
tion of a new stadium at Kansas by defeating the Jayhawks 28-0. 

Dawson, whose teams won three Missouri Valley Conference titles, was 
succeeded as coach by E.E. Beargin 1925. Four years later, D.X. Biblearrived. 

Bible, who came from Texas A&M, wasn’t Nebraska’s first choice to 
replace Bearg. Nebraska tried to lure Rockne from Notre Dame. He declined, 
however, and suggested the Cornhuskers approach Bible, who had turned 
A&M into a Southwest Conference powerhouse. 

Bible coached the Comhuskers from 1929 to 1936. His teams won six Big 


Six titles and featured anumber of All-Americans, among them Ray Richards, 
Hugh Rhea, Lawrence Ely, George Sauerand Sam Francis, Bible’s bestteam 
probably was the one in 1933, the year Sauer earned All-America recognition, 
The Cornhuskers finished 8-1, their only loss coming at Pittsburgh. 

After the 1936 season, in which Nebraska ranked No, 9 in the first 
Associated Press poll, Bible left in the same direction from which he had 
come, accepting a job at Texas. Bible was quickly replaced by Major 
Lawrence McCeney “Biff” Jones, who had coached at Army, LSU and 
Oklahoma. 

Cornhusker football was important to the state in the late 1930s. With the 
Great Depression coming toan end, it gave Nebraskans something in which 
to take pride. Bow! games are taken for granted by Nebraska fans now. The 
Cornhuskers have made an NCAA-record 29 consecutive bow! trips and 34 
in the last 36 seasons. But Nebraska had never been to a postseason bowl 
when Jones’ fourth team accepted an invitation to play in the Rose Bowl 
game on Jan, 1, 1941. 

The celebration that followed the acceptance of the school’s first bowl bid 
lasted 24 hours in Lincoln, according to newspaper reports. University 
classes were canceled, and students stormed the state capitol, demanding that 
the governor lead the singing of the school song, *’There Is No Place Like 
Nebraska.” 

The 1940 team featured All-Americans Warren Alfsonand Forrest Behm. 
Though it lost 21-13, to a Stanford team that featured quarterback Frankie 
Albert and the innovative T-formation offense, it retains a special place in 
Cornhusker history. Hall of Fame Coach Bob Devaney used to joke thathe’d 
been in the state several years before he found out the Cormhuskers had lost 
the 1941 Rose Bowl game. 

Jones left for military service aftera 4-5 season in 1941, the first ina string 
of losing seasons that didn’tend until 1950. After Jones’ departure, Nebraska 
had six head coaches in the next eight years. Among the six was A.J, 
Lewandowski, a four-sport Cornhusker letterman who, at one time, served 
nat only as head football coach but also head basketball coach, athletic 
director and athletic department business manager. One of the few bright 
spots, during an otherwise glum period, was Tom “Trainwreck’’ Novak, 
who earned All-America recognition as a senior on a 4-5 team in 1949. 
Novak’s jersey number (60) was the first and only to be retired by Nebraska. 

The 1949 team was the first to be coached by Bill Glassford, who produced 
three winning seasons in his seven years, Glassford’s best team was the one 
in 1950, which featured Bobby Reynolds, asophomore from Grand Island, 
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All-America Husker halfback Bobby Reynolds 


Neb., who rushed for 1,342 yards and scored 157 points. The 1950 
Cornhuskers were 6-2-1 and finished second in the Big Seven Conference. 

Reynolds was hampered by injuries as a junior and senior and couldn’t 
duplicate the offensive statistics that earned him national recognition and the 
nickname “Mr. Touchdown’? as a sophomore. 

Glassford’s 1954 team also fin- 
ished second in the conference and 
earned a trip to the Orange Bowl 
because Big Seven champion Okla- 
homa, in the midst ofan NCAA- 
record 47-game winning streak, 
wasn't allowed to make a return 
trip to the bowl under a “no- 
repeat”’ rule. Nebraska, which had 
last to Coach Bud Wilkinson’s 
Sooners 55-7, didn’t fare much 
better in Miami, losing to Duke 
34-7, 

Glassford resigned, after con- 
siderable controversy and a player 
revolt, following the 1955 season. 
Six losing seasons, the last five 
under Coach Bill Jennings, fol- 
lowed, Jennings was a popular 
assistant under Pete Elliott, who 
spent only one season as head 
coach. Though Jennings’ teams 
never produced winning records, 
they had a knack for dramatic 
upsets, the most notable being a 
25-21 Homecoming victory against Oklahoma on Halloween in 1959, The 
victory ended the Sooners’ record of 74 consecutive conference games 
without defeat. They had won 44 consecutive conference games. 

The Cornhuskers opened the 1960 season by defeating fourth-ranked 
Texas in Austin, 14-13. But such upsets couldn’t salvage Jennings’ job, and 
he resigned after a 3-6-1 record in 1961. 

Devaney was hired by Athletic Director William H. “Tippy’’ Dye after 
a search based on Dye’s stated goals of Nebraska’s being No. | inthe nation 
in football and getting the best football coach in the country, regardless of 
who he was or where he was. Both goals were achieved. 

Jennings was an excellent recruiter, and Devaney inherited talented 
players when he arrived from Wyoming in 1962. That was apparent from 
the beginning as Devaney turned the program around immediately. Despite 
a 47-8-0 record and five bowl appearances in his first five seasons at 
Nebraska, however, Devaney had detractors following 6-4 records in 1967 
and 1968. The Cornhuskers’ recruiting efforts fell off, and some boosters 
wanted Devaney and his staff fired. 

In 1969, the offense was redesigned. The Cornhuskers went to an I- 
formation with an unbalanced line, at the suggestion of then-assistant coach 
Tom Osborne, and recruiting picked up because of the change in offensive 
philosophy. Nebraska began an NCAA-record string of nine-win seasons 
in 1969 (which now stands at 29) and set the stage for back-to-back national 
championships in 1970 and 1971. 

The Cornhuskers won their final seven games in 1969, includinga victory 
against Georgia in the Sun Bowl, to initiate a 32-game unbeaten string that 
didn’t end until the first game of the 1972 season, Devaney’s last as head 
coach. He had planned to retire as coach after the 1971 season but was 
convinced to stay one more year to try to win an unprecedented third 
consecutive national title. 

The first championship season, in 1970, came on the heels of a 17-12 
victory against Louisiana State in the Orange Bow! game. Nebraska went into 
the game ranked No. 3 in the Associated Press poll, but both teams ahead 
of the Cornhuskers all lost that day. ‘here was no such suspense in 1971. 
Nebraska began the season ranked No. 2 by the Associated Press and moved 
upto No. | aftera34-7 victory in its opener against Oregon. The Cornhuskers 
remained atop the AP poll all season, as they defeated second-ranked 
Oklahoma in what was, and still is, called the “Game of the Century’’ on 
Thanksgiving Day in Norman, Okla., and wrapped up the title by defeating 
second-ranked Alabama 38-6 in the Orange Bowl game on New Year’ snight. 


Hall of Fame Coach Bob Devaney 


Big Eight Conference teams finished an unprecedented first (Nebraska), 
second (Oklahoma) and third (Colorado) in the final AP poll for the 1971 
season. The Cornhuskers’ Larry Jacobson was voted the Outland Trophy 
winner. The 197 Nebraska team is widely regarded as being among the best 
in college football history. 

Cormhusker All-Americans became commonplace during Devaney’s 
tenure as coach. Among the 18 who received such recognition were Johnny 
Rodgers, who won the Heisman Trophy in 1972, and Rich Glover, who won 
the Outland Trophy and Lombardi Award that same season, 

Devaney, who succeeded Dye as athletic director, picked his own 
successor as coach — Osborne. And the success continued, uninterrupted. 
Under Osborne, the Cornhuskers won or shared 13 conference champion- 
ships and won national championships in 1994, 1995 and 1997. 

The 1994 season began in late August atthe KickoffClassic and concluded 
with a dramatic, come-from-behind, 24-17 victory against Miami in the 
Orange Bowl game to clinch Osborne’s first national championship. The 
season was full of memorable moments, including a much-publicized 
quarterback situation, with three different quarterbacks starting games during 
the season. At the start of the year, Tommie Frazier led the Huskers. But 
he was sidelined in mid-season by ablood clotproblem inhis leg. In Frazier’s 
absence, Brook Berringer became the starter. Berringer had problems of his 
own, suffering a partially collapsed lung, which led to walk-on Matt Turman 
taking his turn as the starter. Through it all, a dominating offensive line led 
by Outland Trophy winner Zach Wiegert, and a punishing defense carried 
the Cornhuskers and allowed them to claim the school’s first national 
championship in 23 seasons. 

In 1995, Nebraska became only the ninth major program to win back-to- 
back national championships since the Associated Press established its 
rankings in 1936. The Cornhuskers overwhelmed every opponent, including 
second-ranked Florida in the Fiesta Bow! game, with an offense thataveraged 
399.8 rushing yards per game and a fast, aggressive and opportunistic 
defense. 

According to the computer rankings of Jeff Sagarin, published regularly 
in USA Today, the 1995 Nebraska team was the best in modern collegiate 
history (post-1956), The 1971 Cormhuskers were aclose second in Sagarin’s 
rankings, and the 1972 team, despite finishing 9-2-1, was 10th, 

The 1995 national championship might have been an unprecedented third 
inarow for Nebraska if Byron Bennett's 45-yard field goal attempt with one 
second remaining in the 1994 Orange Bowl game had been successful. The 
kick sailed wide left, how- 
ever, and heavily-favored 
Florida State escaped with 
an 18-16 victory against a 
Cornhusker team that had 
gone through the regular sea-

spect, The 1983 team, nicknamed “The Scoring Explosion.”’ featured a 
backfield that included the “Triplets’’ —Turmer Gill, Mike Rozierand Irving 
Fryar. 

Rozier set the school record for rushing yards in a season, gaining 2,148 
to lead the nation, and was awarded the second Heisman Trophy in 
Cornhusker history. Offensive guard Dean Steinkuhler became Nebraska’s 
third winner ofboth the Outland Trophy and Lombardi Award in 1983. Dave 
Rimington won both awards (the Outland was his second) in 1982, playing 
fora team that probably was more balanced, overall, that the 1983 team. The 
1982 Comhuskers also finished witha 12-I record, but their loss came early 
inthe season, by 27-24 to Penn State at State College, Pa. That Nebraska team 
was ranked No, 3 in the final national polls of both major wire services. 

Nebraska won three consecutive Big Eightchampionships from 1981 to 
1983 and shared the title with Oklahoma in 1984, The Cornhuskers entered 
the Big 12 as winners of the last five Big Eight titles and reached the first Big 
12 championship game in St. Louis, Had they not been upset by Texas, they 
would have played for yet another national championship in the 1997 Sugar 
Bowl game. 

Nebraska returned to the Big |2 playoffin 1997 and defeated Texas A&M 
for its firsttitle in the new conference on the way to becoming only the second 
major college program since national rankings were first established by the 
Associated Press to win three national titles in four seasons. 

Notre Dame won national championships in 1946, 1947 and 1949, 

A 27-14 victory at Washington, which was ranked No. 2 or No, 3 in the 
nation depending on the poll, certified the Cornhuskers as national champi- 
onship contenders, A 45-38 overtime victory at Missouri kept their title 
hopes alive. And a 42-17 victory against No. 3-ranked Tennessee in the 
Orange Bow! boosted them to the top of the USA Today/ESPN coaches’ 
poll. 

The Missouri game was the most memorable. The Cornhuskers trailed 38- 
31 with 1:02 remaining, no timeouts and a first down at their own 33-yard 
line. Quarterback Scott Frost took them down the field in seven plays, all 
passes, the last deflected by Shevin Wiggins and caught by Matt Davison, 

Davison’s cradling of the ball in the end zone, with no time remaining, 
immediately went down among the greatest plays in Nebraska football 
history, along with Rodgers’ punt return fora touchdown in the 1971 “Game 
of the Century” and Jerry Tagge’s stretch for a touchdown in the fourth 
quarter of the 1971 Orange Bowl game to give the Cornhuskers their first 
national championship. 

The 1997 season’s most significant event, however, occurred on Dec. 10, 
when Osborne announced he would step aside after the bowl game, to be 
replaced by long-time assistant Frank Solich, a three-year Cornhusker 
letterman as a fullback for Devaney and a co-captain as a senior in 1965. 

Osborne was head coach for 25 years, the longest tenure in school history. 
He was Nebraska's 25th head coach, not counting Frothingham, who was 
probably the “coach’* of the 1890 team in name only. Under Osborne’s 
direction, the program achieved remarkable success, exceeding any initsrich 
history. 

The Cornhuskers were 255-49-3 under Osborne, a winning percentage of 
-836, The 255 victories are the sixth-most all-time among major college 
football coaches, The winning percentage ranks fifth all-time, His achieve- 
ments are such that the National Football Foundation waived its three-year 
waiting period so that he could be inducted into its Hall of Fame in December. 

In Osborne's final five seasons, Nebraska was a combined 60-3. 

“T want to make sure when [ leave this program I leave it in the best shape 
| possibly can,” an emotional Osborne said at the news conference to 
announce he would be retiring, “So [’m very anxious that anybody who's 
thinking about going to the University of Nebraska understands that there 
probably isn't a whole lot (that’s) going to change. One guy’s moving out. 
Butin terms of the overall program, in terms ofstability, interms ofour ability 
to get the job done, not much is going to change. 

“Ithasn’tbeena one-man operation, It’s been alot of people. The one thing 
people in Nebraska can’ tafford is to lose the coaching staff. Youcan lose me 
and not much is going to change, 

“But to lose all of the assistants, a whole lotchanges. So some of what I’m 
doing has to do with continuity. It has to do with consistency. | want to see 
that continue.” 

The Cornhuskers have a new coach in 1998. But the success appears to 
be far from over. 


1970 National Champions — (I1-0-1) 


Early in the 1970 season, Jerry Murtaugh predicted Nebraska would 
win the national championship. Murtaugh was a senior linebacker and 
co-captain who, in just three seasons, set the Cornhusker career record 
for tackles. A quarter of a century later, Murtaugh’s mark still stands. 

It was obvious that Murtaugh was capable of backing up whatever he 
said, which, in the case of the 1970 season was not without some justi- 
fication. Nebraska had been 9-2 the previous season, winning its final 
seven games, including a decisive 45-6 victory against Georgia in the Sun 
Bowl. 

After the Sun Bowl game, Georgia 
coach Vince Dooley said the Cornhuskers 
hadn’t belonged in El Paso, Texas; they 
deserved better competition than his 
team could provide. 

Still, 1970 was a new season. And 
though Nebraska had several starters re- 
turning on offense, Murtaugh was one 
of only three defensive starters return- 
ing. Dave Walline and Jim Anderson were 
the others. 

Besides, winning a national champi- 
onship wasn’t something over which a 
team had complete control. It would de- 
pend not only on being successful, but 
also on the votes of writers and broad- 
casters in the Associated Press poll or of 
selected coaches in the United Press In- 
ternational poll. 

Two games into the season, 
Murtaugh’s brash prediction became a 
longshot, at best, After opening with a 
36-12 victory against Wake Forest, the 
ninth-ranked Cornhuskers played South- 
ern California to a 21-21 tie at the LA 
Coliseum. The Trojans tied the score 
with 8:16 remaining, after a failed 12- 
yard field goal attempt, resulting from a 
poor center snap, kept Nebraska from 
putting the game away. 

“We should have won the game,” Johnny Rodgers said years later. 

Rodgers was a sophomore in 1970, his first varsity season. 

A tie at USC was certainly no disgrace. Coach John McKay’s team 
was ranked No. 3. Nebraska even moved up in the next week’s Associ- 
ated Press poll. But No. 8 was still a long way from No. 1. 

And the Cornhuskers’ record had a blemish, however slight. 

Nebraska returned to Memorial Stadium to defeat Army 28-0 the 
next week, to begin what would be a 23-game winning streak and include 
not one but two national championships. 

The Cornhuskers rolled through the Big Eight, moving up to No. 3 in 
the AP rankings after a 51-13 victory against No. 20 Kansas State in the 
next-to-last game of the regular season. Nebraska intercepted Wildcat 
quarterback Lynn Dickey a school-record seven times, and Cornhusker 
I-back Joe Orduna rushed for 105 yards and four touchdowns against 
what had been the conference’s best defense. 

Orduna, a senior who sat out the 1969 season as a medical redshirt, 
led Nebraska in rushing in 1970. 

A week later, the Cornhuskers won the Big Eight championship out- 
right by defeating Oklahoma 28-21 at Memorial Stadium. Though 
unranked, the young Sooners could have earned a share of the conference 
title with a victory. Nebraska had to come from behind twice during the 
game. Junior quarterback Jerry Tagge scored the winning touchdown, 
capping a 53-yard drive, with 7:42 remaining.

Nebraska finished 10-0-1, its first undefeated regular season since 
1965, and ranked No. 3 in both wire service polls, behind two unbeaten 
and untied teams: No. | Texas and No. 2 Ohio State. The UPI didn’t 
conduct a poll after bow! games, so Texas was its national champion for 
1970. 

The Cornhuskers were matched against No, 5 LSU in the Orange 
Bowl game on New Year's night. Texas played Notre Dame, which had 
been No. | until a late-season loss to USC, in a rematch of the previous 
year’s Cotton Bowl. And Ohio State drew 
Stanford in the Rose Bowl. 

Nebraska's hopes of earning the AP ver- 
sion of the national championship were 
slim, Both Texas and Ohio State would 
have to lose, and the Comhuskers would 
have to win. But it happened. 

Notre Dame upset Texas 24-11, and 
Stanford staged a fourth-quarter come- 
back to defeat Ohio State 27-17. Nebraska 
learned of the latter result during the Or- 
ange Bowl’s pregame warmups. 

The Cornhuskers appeared ready to 
seize their opportunity, jumping ahead 
of LSU 10-0 in the first 13 minutes of the 
Orange Bowl. But the Tigers controlled 
the ball during the second and third quar- 
ters, scoring on a 31-yard pass on the 
final play of the third quarter to take a 
12-10 lead. 

Nebraska responded by driving 67 
yards for the winning touchdown, scored 
by Tagge from | yard away with 8:50 
remaining. Junior linebacker Bob Terrio, 
a junior college transfer who had arrived 
at Nebraska as a fullback, preserved the 
victory by intercepting a Bert Jones pass 
with 45 seconds left. 

Notre Dame Coach Ara Parseghian ar- 
gued that his team should be the AP na- 
tional champion because it had defeated 
top-ranked Texas. But Nebraska was a decisive No. | in the final AP 
poll. “I was afraid Ara’s com- 
ments might influence the vot- 
ers, but I guess the writers are

Nebraska also received a EES IDEA 
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Nebraska's 1971 season came down toa single game at Owen Field in 
Norman, Okla., on Thanksgiving Day. At least, that’s how it is most often 
remembered. The No. |-ranked Cornhuskers played No. 2-ranked Okla- 
homa in whatstill is regularly regarded as college football’s “Game of the 
Century.”’ 

The teams were undefeated and untied, and they included 17 of 22 first- 
team All-Big Eight players, Nebraska had the nation’s top-ranked defense. 
Oklahoma had its most productive offense. 

The cover of the issue 
(November 22, 1971) of 
Sports Illustrated published 
the week of the game in- 
cluded photographs of Ne- 
braska linebacker Bob Terrio 
and Oklahoma running back 
Greg Pruitt, nose-to-nose, 
beneath the headline: *’Irre- 
sistible Oklahoma Meets 
Immovable Nebraska.”’ 

The game was equal to its 
buildup. Johnny Rodgers 
opened the scoring Jess than 
four minutes into the first 
quarter with a 72-yard punt 
return, and Rich Sanger fin- 
ished it by kicking an extra 
point with 1:38 remaining, 
following a dramatic, 74- 
yard drive capped by Jeff 
Kinney’s 2-yard run. 

Rodgers’ punt return is 
among the most memorable 
moments of the game. But he also made a key play to keep the winning 
touchdown drive alive, improvising on a pass route to get open on third- 
and-8, then making a diving catch ofa Jerry Tagge pass fora 12-yard gain 
and a first down, 

Cornhusker middle guard Rich Glover, who made 22 tackles that 
afternoon, put the finishing touches on Nebraska's 35-31 victory, deflect- 
ing a fourth-down, Jack Mildren pass with barely a minute left. 

Except for the Oklahoma game, Nebraska was never seriously chal- 
lenged in its quest to repeat as national champion. The Cornhuskers 
overwhelmed 12 other opponents, including Alabama in the Orange Bowl, 
to earn themselves a place among the best teams in college football history. 

Coach Bear Bryant’s Crimson Tide went to Miami undefeated, untied 
and ranked No. 2. It left a 38-6 loser, providing proper payback for 
Nebraska’s 39-28 and 34-7 bowl losses to Alabama following the 1965 and 
1966 seasons. The first of those losses, in the 1966 Orange Bowl game, 
cost Coach Bob Devaney’s Cornhuskers a perfect season and, mostlikely, 
a national championship. 

Although Nebraska averaged what was then a school-record 437.7 
yards on offense, including a Big Eight-leading 179.3 yards passing, and 
ranked third nationally in scoring, averaging 39.1 per game, it was defense 
that set apart the Cornhuskers— as the Sports Illustrated headline pointed 
out. 

Nebraska ranked second in the nation in rushing defense (85.9), third 
in scoring defense (8.2) and fifth in total defense (202.9). The Cornhusker 
Blackshirts included seven first-team All-Big Eight selections, four 
players who would earn consensus All-America recognition during their 
careers and two Outland Trophy winners: Glover and tackle Larry 
Jacobson. Glover would win both the Outland and Lombardi awards in 
1972. They were joined in the starting lineup by junior end Willie Harper, 
like Glover, a two-time All-American. John Dutton, an All-American in 
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Wingback Johnny Rodgers was a key to the Huskers’ national title run in 1971. Rodgers 
made a name for himself as a junior in 1971, before winning the Heisman Trophy in 1972. 
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1973, was a sophomore backup. 

Besides Glover, Jacobson and Harper, the other first-team all-confer- 
ence defenders were Terrio, Jim Anderson, Bil] Kosch and Joe Blahak. 
Anderson, Kosch and Blahak played in the secondary. 

Anderson and Tagge, one of five Cornhuskers on the All-Big Eight first- 
team offense, were the captains. Both were from West High School in 
Green Bay, Wis., as was starting monster back Dave Mason, a junior who 
had sat out the 1970 season as a medical redshirt. 

The other first-team of- 
fensive players were 
Rodgers, Kinney, Carl 
Johnson and Dick Rupert. 

The Cornhusker defense 
was opportunistic as well as 
immovable, contributing to 
aschool-record plus-26 turn- 
overs. Nebraska recovered 
20 opponents’ fumbles and 
intercepted 27 passes. 

Nebraska was No, 2 inthe 
Associated Press preseason 
rankings but moved to No. 1 
after opening with a 34-7 
victory against Oregon at 
Memorial Stadium. Bobby 
Moore, now known as 
Ahmad Rashad, scored the 
Ducks’ lone touchdown with 
= just over three minutes re- 
maining in the game. 

Only three opponents 
scored more than one touch- 
down against the Cornhuskers. Oklahoma State and Kansas State each 
managed two touchdowns, and Oklahoma, of course, scored four. The only 
time all season that Nebraska even trailed during a game was against the 
Sooners. 

The Cornhuskers opened conference play with back-to-back shutouts 
against Missouri (36-0) and Kansas (55-0), during a stretch in which they 
posted 12 consecutive scoreless quarters. 

Inaddition toeverything else, 
the Cornhuskers almost always 
had good field position because 
of the punt and kickoff returns 
of Rodgers, a key to their suc- 
cess, according to Tom Osborne, 
an assistant who designed and 
coordinated the offense. “As 
great as that team was, take 
Johnny Rodgers out of there on 
kickoff and punt returns, and it 
probably wouldn’t have gone 
13-0,°° Osborne said. 

Nebraska extended its win- 
ning streak to 23 games and its 
unbeaten streak to 32 games in 
1971. Repeating as national 
champions “wasn’tautomatic,”’ 
Rodgers said. 

But going into the season, 
“we were pretty doggone confi- 
dent.** Ti 
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Byron Bennett’s 45-yard field goal attempt sailed wide left in the final 
second of Nebraska’s 18-16 loss to Florida State in the 1994 Orange Bowl 
game. With that miss, an 1 1-game Cornhusker winning streak ended. And 
the run to Coach Tom Osborne’s first national championship began. 

Nebraska’s focus for the 1994 season was finishing the business that 
had been left incomplete onthe night of Jan. 1, 1994, in Miami. The actual 
process started with a 31-0 victory against West Virginia in the Kickoff 
Classic in late August, and it concluded with a come-from-behind, 24-17 
victory against Miami, on the Hurricanes' home field, inthe 1995 Orange 
Bow! game. To a degree, that 
game characterized the season. 

An important subplot to the 
drama of 1994 involved the 
Cornhusker quarterbacks. Jun- 
ior Tommie Frazier, a two-year 
starter, opened the season as if 
he might run away with the 
Heisman Trophy before being 
sidelined by blood clot prob- 
lems in his right knee after the 
fourth game. 

Frazier’s misfortune repre- 
sented an opportunity for junior 
Brook Berringer, who came off 
the bench to lead Nebraska to the 
Big Eight championship and the 
Orange Bowl game. Berringer 
was 7-0 as a starter, passing for 
1,295 yards (14thon Nebraska’s 
all-time, single-season list) and 
10 touchdowns, in what 
amounted to only eight full 
games. He threw just three passes in the first three games. 

When Berringer was slowed by a partially collapsed lung, a problem 
that occurred in back-to-back games, sophomore walk-on Matt Turman 
stepped up and directed the Cornhuskers. Although Berringer had been 
cleared to play, Turman gained a 7-6 lead against Kansas State at 
Manhattan that ended 17-6. 

Turman had come on to replace Berringer the previous week, directing 
Nebraska to 23 second-half points in a 32-3 victory against Oklahoma 
State in the Cornhuskers* Big Eight opener. 

The quarterback sequence was somewhat similar in the Orange Bowl 
victory. Frazier, who had been included on the travel roster for the final 
regular-season game at Oklahoma (but did not play), started against 
Miami. Berringer replaced him and got Nebraska on the scoreboard in the 
second quarter, witha 19-yard touchdown pass to tight end Mark Gilman. 
Then Frazier returned to finish it and earn game MVP honors. 

Nebraska trailed the Hurricanes 10-7 at halftime and fell behind 17-7 less 
than two minutes into the third quarter. But during the intermission, 
Osborne had described to the Cornhuskers the way the second half would 
go if they maintained their composure and continued to play smart 
physical Husker football. They did. 

Afterward, Osborne’s halftime speech was made public. It was eerily 
prophetic. 

Even though Nebraska finished its business by going 13-0, itremained 
for voters in the Associated Press and USA Today/CNN polls to certify 
the Cornhuskers as national champions. Penn State also went through the 
season undefeated and untied at 12-0. The Nittany Lions argued to no avail. 

Nebraska began the season ranked No. 4 by the Associated Press, moved 
to No. | after the Kickoff Classic, then inexplicably dropped to No. 2 
following a 42-16 victory at Texas Tech, Sophomore safety Mike Minter 
suffered a season-ending knee injury during the game televised by ESPN. 
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Huskers defeated Miami in the Orange Bowl for Osborne's first national title. 


In many ways, Minter was to the defense what Frazier was to the 
offense. His loss was significant; a fact underscored during an unexpect- 
edly close, 42-32 victory against pass-happy Wyoming. 

The Cornhuskers dropped to No. 3 inthe AP poll after the Kansas State 
victory, before finally moving to No. | following the Colorado game. The 
Buffaloes came to Lincoln undefeated, untied and ranked No. 2 by the AP 
and No. 3 by USA Today/CNN. Nebraska was No. 2 according to the 
coaches, The Cornhuskers remained No. 2 in the USA Today/CNN 
rankings another week, before ascending to the top spot on the strength 
of a 45-17 victory over Kansas, 
despite a Penn State victory 
against Indiana. 

Nebraska earned the voters’ 
respect with an offense that fea- 
tured one of the best lines in 
school history and a new 4-3 
defense that allowed only 55 
points in conference play. Led 
by linebacker Ed Stewart, a con- 
sensus All-American, the 
Cornhuskers ranked second in 
the nation in scoring defense, 
fourth in tota! defense and rush- 
ing defense, and 10th in pass 
defense. 

The offensive line included 
Outland Trophy winner Zach 
Wiegert at tackle. Along with 
winning the Outland, Wiegert 
was a consensus first-team All- 
American. His linemate Brenden 
Stai earned All-America honors 
of his own at guard. 

Rob Zatechka, the other tackle, was a four-time academic All-Big Eight 
who graduated with a perfect 4.0 grade-point average in biological sciences. 
Along with Joel Wilks, the other guard, and center Aaron Graham, the only 
non-senior among the starters, the group was nicknamed the “Pipeline.”’ 

Nebraska led the nation in rushing, with sophomore Lawrence Phillips 
gaining 1,722 yards, the second-highest single-season total in Cornhusker

Though such a sweeping assertion cannot be proven, it can be 
supported. Nebraska’s 1995 national championship team was No. | on 
alist of the top major college teams since 1956. The list was compiled by 
computer analyst Jeff Sagarin, whose rankings are regularly published in 
USA Today. 

The 1971 Cornhuskers were No. 2 
according to Sagarin’s power ratings. 
Both were well ahead of theremaining 23 
teams on the list, whichalso included the 
1972 and 1970 Cornhuskers. 

Nebraska was never seriously chal- 
lenged in 1995, as it extended a school- 
record winning streak to 25 games and 
repeated as national champion—some- 
thing that has been accomplished only 
eight other times since the Associated 
Press initiated its national college foot- 
ball rankings in 1936. 

Theclosestany opponent could come 
to the Cornhuskers was 14 points. But 
even that was deceptive. Washington 
State trailed Nebraska 28-7 after three 
quarters, in the fifth game of the season. 
The Cornhuskers scored 20 points in the 
second quarter to overcome a 7-0 first 
quarter deficit. 

After that, the outcome was never in 
serious doubt. The final score was 35-21. 

Nebraska, which began the season 
ranked No. 2 by the Associated Press, 
didn’t move to No. | until back-to-back 
victories against No. 8 Kansas State (49- 
25) and No. 7 Colorado (44-21). After 
completing a third consecutive unde- 
feated and untied regular season and winning a fifth consecutive Big Eight 
championship, including four in a row outright, the Cornhuskers elimi- 
nated any doubt about their claim to a second consecutive national title by 
overwhelming No, 2 Florida, 62-24, in the Fiesta Bowl. 

Despite the Cornhuskers’ success, the 1995 season was one of mixed 
emotions, resulting from much-publicized off-the-field problems. “It was 
aterrible year, and it wasa great year,’’ Osborne said after the Fiesta Bowl, 
“Tt was taxing. On the other hand, it was very gratifying to work with a 
group of players who had the kind of focus and drive to carry them through. 
That was the redeeming factor. 

“There were times I was running on empty. | take my spiritual life very 
seriously. I relied on my faith more than I ever have. I was grateful for the 
sustaining strength that was there.”’ 

The star-crossed nature of the 1995 team was further underscored in 
the spring, when Brook Berringer, a quarterback who had just completed 
his eligibility, died in the crash of a light plane. 

Osborne again had to turn to his faith to handle the tragedy. 

“The Brook | knew, there was nothing he could have done better," 
Osborne said, “The length (of his life) was not what you would have liked. 
But the quality couldn’t have been better."* 

Berringer, who had stepped in for an injured Tommie Frazier during the 
1994 national championship season, accepted his role without complaint 
and contributed as a proven backup in 1995. 

Frazier, fully recovered from the blood clot problems that sidelined him 
much of his junior season, broke the Cornhusker career record for total 


performance. 
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Quarterback Tommie Frazier directed Nebraska to a second 
straight national title, capped by a spectacular Fiesta Bowl 
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offense (5,476) and touchdowns produced (79), He earned All-America 
recognition, finished second to Ohio State’s Eddie George in balloting for 
the Heisman Trophy and received the most valuable player award in the 
Fiesta Bowl game. 

Frazier, whose record in four years as a starter was 33-3, established 
himself among the best quarterbacks in Cornhusker history. 

“T would say if | were to choose one 
player who has had the most impact on 
the outcome of the greatest number of 
games over the longest period of time 
since I’ve been at Nebraska, it would be 
Tommie Frazier,’’ said Osborne. who 
began as a graduate assistant in 1962. 

Under Frazier’s direction, Nebraska’s 
offense was even more productive than 
that of the “Scoring Explosion” team in 
1983. The Cornhuskers ranked No. 1 in 
the nation in both rushing (399.8) and 
scoring (52.4) and No, 2 in total offense 
(556.3). The 1983 team was slightly bet- 
ter rushing the ball, averaging a school- 
record4( 1.7 yards, but itaveraged slightly 
fewer points (52.0) and total yards 
(546.7). 

Ahman Green, who began fall camp 
down the list on the depth chart, became 
the starting I-back and broke the school 
rushing record fora freshman. He gained 
1,086 yards and scored 12 touchdowns, 

Green would have broken the school 
scoring record fora freshman were it not 
for Kris Brown, the place-kicker. Brown, 
like Green a true freshman, scored 97 
points — a school record for kicking. 

In addition to Frazier, center Aaron 
Graham and outside linebacker Jared 
Tomich earned first-team All-America honors. Graham also was a 
Cornhusker co-captain, along with tight end Mark Gilman, defensive 
tackle Christian Peter, safety 
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A pajama-clad Tom Osborne was packing for home in the early-morning 
hours of Jan. 3, 1998, when he heard the news. “By that time, | was wrung 
out enough that there wasn’t much emotion left,” he would say later that 
morning during a post-Orange Bowl game news conference. 

His response to the news was typically low-key. 

“Naturally, I was very pleased, very gratified.” he said. 

The source of his pleasure had been the announcement on ESPN — the 
television set in his room at the Sheraton Bal Harbour on Miami Beach had 
been tuned to the network “by chance,” he 
said — that his 25th and final team had 
been voted the USA Today/ESPN coaches’ 
national champion. 

The Cornhuskers, No. 2 going into the 
Orange Bowl game, had squeezed ahead of 
Michigan in the coaches’ poll on the 
strength of their42-17 victory against No. 
3-ranked Tennessee. 

The Wolverines retained the top spot in 
the Associated Press media poll. 

“Being a coach, I know a little bit how 
they think,” said Osborne, who was among 
those with a vote in the USA Today/ 
ESPN poll. “They probably looked at the 
fact we were 13-0, and to be unrewarded 
in some way would be... [don’t mean to 
say an injustice. Butitwouldn’tbea good 
thing.” 

No majorcollege football team has gone 
13-0 and been deprived ofa national title. 
On the other hand, Michigan argued, no 
No. | team had ever won its bow! game and 
been dropped from the top. 

The split title seemed a reasonable 
solution. 

That was Cornhusker quarterback Scott 
Frost’s point immediately after the deci- 


National Football Foundation waived its three-year waiting period for 
induction. allowing Osborne to be enshrined alongside the game’s greatest 
coaches without delay. 

Nebraska became only the second major college football program since 
the Associated Press began ranking teams in 1936 to earn three national 
titles in four seasons. 

Notre Dame won national titles in 1946, 1947 and 1949. 

Peter and rush end Grant Wistrom, the Lombardi Award winner and 
two-time Big 12 Defensive Player-of-the- 
Year, were the heart andsoul of Nebraska's 
1997 national champions. 

“Those two guys, among some others, 
ramrodded that football team,* Osborne 
said. “They decided a year ago they were 
going to come back and get the thing done. 
Their leadership was invaluable.” 

Peter and Wistrom earned All-America 
honors, as did offensive guard Aaron Tay- 
lor, the first Cornhusker to be named an 
All-American attwo positions. He played 
center in 1996. 

Taylor was voted the Outland Trophy 
winner, with Peter being one of two run- 
ners-up. 

Frost and I-back Ahman Green were 
among other key players on offense. 

Frost became only the 10th player in 
major college history to rush for 1,000 
yards and pass for 1,000 yards inthe same 
season, finishing with 1,095 and 1,237, 
respectively. His 2,332 yards of total 
offense were one short of the Nebraska 
single-season record, set by Jerry Tagge in 
1971. 

Green rushed for 1,877 yards, which 
were second in the nation. His yards also

Frost was well-versed on national championship history. The title had 
been split nine times previously since the coaches’ poll was established 
in 1950, most recently in 1990 and 1991, 

Nebraska’s first national championship in 1970 was split with Texas. 

Cornhusker defensive tackle Jason Peter was less sharing than Frost. 

“Ifyou ask me, I don’t think itshould be a split title,” he said after the 
Orange Bow! game. “I mean, we proved today that we're the best team 
in the country, without a doubt.” 

There probably wouldn’t have been much doubt in anyone’s mind had 
it not been for Nebraska’s dramatic 45-38 overtime victory at Missouri 
in late October. The Cornhuskers traveled to Columbia with the No. | 
ranking in both polls but returned to Lincoln ranked No. 4. 

That same weekend, Michigan went from No. 4 to No. | onthe strength 
of a 34-8 victory against No. 2 Penn State, and Florida State, which 
subsequently lost to Florida, went from No, 3 to No. 2. 

Michigan might have slammed the door on Nebraska’s national cham- 
pionship aspirations with a more decisive victory against Washington 
State in the Rose Bow! game, but the door was open “at least a crack,” 
Osborne told his team after it watched the Wolverines win 21-16 on New 
Year’s Day. 

Coaching the Cornhuskers to a third national championship in four 
seasons was a fitting conclusion to Osborne’s Hall of Fame career.

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The Memorable Games 


In 108 years and 1,054 games, it's hard to single out the most memorable 
contests in Nebraska football history. From the Huskers' first game ina 
10-0 win on Noy, 27, 1890 over Omaha YMCA to their 42-17 win over 
Tennessee in the 1998 Orange Bowl, every game has something to 
remember. With 278 games in the Huskers' history decided by seven or 
fewer points, one play could have switched the outcome of a contest. 

The battles with Oklahoma, the heartbreaking losses to Penn State, 
Miami (Fla.) and Florida State, the 100-point wins over Creighton (102- 
0 in 1905), Haskell (119-0 in 1910) and Kearney State (117-0 in 1911), 
the early battles with Pittsburgh, Minnesota and Notre Dame and the 
yearly bowl game battles all have been sifted through by some of the most 
knowledgeable Husker fans. 

Husker football historians Mike Babcock, Lincoln Journal Star football 
beat writer Ken Hambleton and 31-year Sports Information Director Don 
"Fox" Bryant, each picked 15 to 20 games that will be remembered for the 
next 108 years and 1,054 games in the future of Husker football. 

Hereis our top 20. Note: Theregular-season games are in chronological 
order beginning with the 1923 win over Notre Dame. 


Four Horsemen Suffer Only Losses to Huskers 
Nebraska 14, Notre Dame 7 


The Huskers handed the legend- 
ary "Four Horsemen" a loss for the 
second straight season, dominating 
the famed foursome in a 14-7 vic- 
tory in Lincoln. The season before, 
the Huskers won 14-6. 

From 1922-24, the "Four Horse- 
men" owned a 27-2-1 record with 
their only losses coming to Ne- 
braska. 

Coached by the legendary Knute 
Rockne, the [rish did not have an answer for the Huskers, 

Dave Noble ran for a touchdown and caught a pass from Rufus Dewitz 
for another score as Nebraska led 14-0 before Notre Dame scored a late 
touchdown against the Husker reserves. 


Oct. 3, 1925 


Defense Shackles All-World Red Grange 
Nebraska 14, Illinois 0 


Nebraska traveled to Ilinois and 
shut down Red Grange, one of the 
all-time greatest backs in college 
football history, in a 14-0 win. 

The Huskers held Grange score- 
lessinahome game forthe only time 
in his career to shock the college 
football world. It was the second 
straight season Grange did not score 
against the Huskers. 

Frank Dailey intercepted a first- 
quarter pass by Grange and returned it 45 yards for a touchdown. 

Another interception in the fourth quarter helped set up the game- 
sealing score, The Huskers gained possession at the Illinois 40-yard line 
and three plays later, a 14-0 lead was theirs. On first down, John Rhodes 
ran for 36 yards and scored from a yard-out one play later.

Oct. 2, 1937 


Huskers Beat Defending Champion Gophers 
Nebraska 14, Minnesota 9 


In BiffJones' first game, the Husk- ia 
ers used a spirited rally to defeat | 
defending national champion Min- 
nesota 14-9. 

Minnesota had been the Huskers’ 
nemesis Winning 15 of 18 contests as 
the two teams played to two ties. 
The year before, the Gophers re- 
turned a punt 85 yards for a touch- 
down in the games’ final minutes to 
earn the win. 

Nebraska trailed 7-0 and 9-7 before the Huskers rallied in the second half. 
Trailing 9-7 and without starter Eldon Mcliravy, who some feared dead 
after suffering a skull fracture, Harris Andrews threw a 25-yard touch- 
down pass to Bill Callahan to put the Huskers ahead 14-9. 


Oct. 31, 1959 


Huskers End Oklahoma's Conference Dominance 
Nebraska 25, Oklahoma 21 


A massive underdog to an Okla- 
homa Sooner team that had not lost 
in 74 consecutive conference games, 
the Huskers stunned the nation by 
beating Oklahoma, 25-21, at Memo- 
rial Stadium. 

Nebraska, who had not defeated 
the Sooners in 17 years, held offa last 
minute Oklahoma comeback attempt 
when Ron Meade intercepted a [7 ™ 
Bobby Boyd pass in the Nebraska en zone. 

The win touched off a wild celebration. The Homecoming crowd 
stormed the field and tore down the goal posts, which were paraded around 
town. Pieces ended up at fraternity houses and on the front lawn of the 
governor's mansion. Chancellor Clifford Hardin canceled classes on 
Monday so students could have an extra day to celebrate. 


Sept. 29, 1962 


Devaney's First Major Win at Nebraska 
Nebraska 25, Michigan 13 


In Coach Bob Devaney's second 
game at the helm of the Huskers, 
Nebraska marched into Ann Arbor, 
Mich., and defeated the Wolverines 
25-13. 

The Huskers trailed 7-0 after the 
first quarter before 70,287, then the 
largest regular-season crowd to watch 
a Nebraska football game. 

After the nerves wore off, the 
Huskers dominated the contest inthe 
second half. Entering the fourth quarter, the Huskers held a commanding 
19-7 lead before Michigan scored to cut the deficit to 19-13. But the 
Huskers answered back. On a fourth-and-eight play inside the Michigan 
30, Dennis Claridge completed a pass to Dick Callahan for a first down. 
On the next play, Bill Thorton rumbled 16 yards for a touchdown.

Rivalry Resumes Day After Kennedy is Shot 
Nebraska 29, Oklahoma 20 


The Huskers beat the Sooners 29- fg 
20 the day after President John F. 
Kennedy was killed in Dallas. 

Officials from both schools did not 
want to play the game, but after dis- 
cussions with NCAA and Big Eight 
Conference representatives it was 
decided the game would be played 
because Oklahoma had one game re- } 
maining and the Orange Bowl needed 
a representative. 

Allpregame festivities were canceled anda moment of silence honored 
the nation's fallen leader, 

The Huskers dominated OU, taking a 17-0 lead in the fourth quarter. 
Leading 17-7, NU scored two touchdowns ina one-minute 32-second span 
totake a 29-7 lead, Oklahoma scored twice in the game's final two minutes.

Huskers win Game of the Century at Oklahoma 
Nebraska 35, Oklahoma 31 


Inone ofthe most memorable games 
in college football history, the top- 
ranked Huskers earned a come-from- 
behind, 35-31, winat No. 2Oklahoma 
on Thanksgiving Day, Nov. 25, 1971. 

Trailing 3 |-28 after Oklahoma quar- 
terback Jack Mildren completed a 1 6- 
yard touchdown strike to Harrison 
with 7:10 leftin the game, Jerry Tagge 
methodically marched the Nebraska 
offense on one of the mast impressive 
drives in school history.

Miraculous Catch Leads Huskers to Win 
Nebraska 45, Missouri 38 (Overtime) 


A last-play miracle helped lead the 
Huskers to a win in the first overtime 
game in school history, defeating 
Missouri, 45-38, in Columbia. 

Trailing 38-31 with no timeouts, 
1:02 left in regulation and 67 yards 
fromachance to force overtime, quar- 
terback Scott Frost moved the Husk- 
ers down the field. On third down 
from the Missouri |2-yard line, Frost 
fired a pass that bounced out of 
wingback Shevin Wiggins’ hands, deflected off Wiggins' foot past two 
Missouri defenders and was scooped up before it hit the ground bya diving 
Matt Davison as time expired. 

In the overtime, the Huskers scored in three plays to take a 45-38 
advantage, The Husker defense stuffed Corby Jones to end the game. 


1941 Rose Bowl 
Stanford 21, Nebraska 13 


The Huskers headed west for their 
first bowl game in school history 5 
against No. 2 Stanford in the Rose } 
Bowl and battled to a 21-13 defeat in 
front of 92,000 fans, still the largest 
crowd to watch a Nebraska football 
game. 

It was the Huskers! first game in 
California and marked only the third ] 
time a Big Six Conference team ad- [& 
vanced toa bowl game. A mass follow- 
ing of Husker fans, as well as the players. traveled by train to arrive at the 
spectacle, 

Stanford's ""T-formation" offensive style kept the Huskers unbalanced 
in the second half'as the Indians overcame 7-0 and 13-7 deficits, Nebraska 
scored first on a two-yard run by back Vike Francis. After the Indians tied 
the game, Allen Zikmund scored on a 33-yard pass from Herm Rohrig. 
Stanford took a 14-13 lead ona Hugh Gallarneau 41-yard touchdown catch, 
The Indians added a score in the third on a Pete Kmetovie punt return. 

For playing in the contest, the Huskers received $140,916. 


1973 Orange Bowl 
Nebraska 40, Notre Dame 6 


In their final games as Huskers, 
Coach Bob Devaney left as a big 
winner and Johnny Rodgers scored 
four touchdowns and passed for an- 
otheras the Huskers hammered Notre 
Dame in the 1973 Orange Bowl 40-6, 

On the first play from scrimmage, 
Devaney threw a wrinkle at the Irish 
as Rodgers lined up as the I-back, He 
rushed for 81 yards on 15 carries, 
caught three passes for 71 yards and 
threw a 52-yard touchdown pass to Frosty Anderson. 

The Huskers held a 20-0 halflime adyantage before scoring 20 points 
in the third quarter to expand the lead to 40-0. Nebraska dominated the 
game with 560 yards of total offense. Notre Dame finished the game with 
only 207 yards. 


1994 Orange Bowl 
Florida State 18, Nebraska 16 


In a wild last-minute ending, the 
top-ranked Huskers finished just shy 
of claiming Coach Tom Osborne's 
first national title in the Orange Bowl 
to No, 2 Florida State, 

After Scott Bentley kicked a 22- 
yard field goal with 21 seconds re- 
maining, the Huskers returned the 
Florida State kickoff to the NU 45 
with IS seconds remaining. Tommie 
Frazier fired a second-down pass to 
Trumane Bell who raced 29 yards to the FSU 28-yard line. Bell was tackled 
and called timeout with one second remaining; however, the clock expired 
and Florida State fans and players stormed the field to celebrate a then- 
premature national championship.

1972 Orange Bowl 
Nebraska 38, Alabama 6 


In a battle between the nation's top 
two teams, the Huskers annihilated 
the Crimson Tide, 38-6, on Jan. |, 
1972 and earned their second consecu- } 
tive Orange Bowland first unanimous 
national title, 

Nebraska scored two touchdowns 
in the final 2:01 of the first quarter to 
blow the game open. Jeff Kinney scored 
on a two-yard touchdown run before 
Johnny Rodgers returned a punt 77 
yards for a score to give the Huskers a 14-0 lead at the end of the first 
quarter. 

The Husker onslaught continued early in the second quarter when Jerry 
Tagge scored on a one-yard quarterback sneak. Less than four minutes 
later, Gary Dixon scored ona two-yard run to give Nebraska a commanding 
28-0 lead, 

"[ think Nebraska is one of the greatest, if not the greatest, college 
football team I've ever seen," Alabama Coach Bear Bryant said. "We were 
just soundly beaten by a better football team." 

Alabama opened the game with a drive that ended when Joe Blahak 
intercepted a Terry Davis pass in the end zone. Davis was knocked out 
ofthe game by the Husker defense in the fourth quarter. The Tide finally 
scored on a Davis three-yard run in the third quarter. 

For Devaney, the win marked his only triumph over Bryant in three 
tries. The Tide had defeated Nebraska 39-28 in the 1966 Orange Bow] and 
34-7 in the 1967 Sugar Bowl. 


1971 Orange Bowl 
Nebraska 17, Louisiana State 12 


The Huskers earned their first na- 
tional title in school history with a 
heart-stopping | 7-12 win over Loui- 
siana State on Jan, 1, 1971 in the 
Orange Bowl. 

LSU scored on a3 |-yard pass from 
Buddy Lee to Al Coffee to cap a 75- 
yard drive as time expired in the third 
togivethe Tigersa 12-10 lead heading 
into the final quarter. 

The Huskers responded with a 67- 
yard, 13-play drive that ended when Tagge snuck in from the |-yard line 
with 8:50 remaining in the game. The drive's big play came ona thirddown 
and seven at the LSU 20 when Tagge completed a 15-yard pass to Jeff 
Kinney. Three plays later Tagge scored. 

On the ensuing possession, the Huskers partially blocked a Tiger punt 
and hada first down at the LSU 42, but after two first downs, Joe Orduna 
fumbled on the 12-yard line with 4:09 remaining to give the Tigers a final 
chance.

Nebraska was able to take over the top spot after No. | Texas and 
second-ranked Ohio State lost earlier in the day, Texas was voted No. | 
in the UPI poll, which was decided before the bow! game outcomes. 

"The players were very elated that there was another door open," Coach 
Bob Devaney said. "Even the Pope would have to vote us No, 1."

Instead of playing for a tie and an 
almost guaranteed national title, the [ 
Huskers went for the win, attempting 
a two-point conversion that failed as 
Miami stunned one of the greatest 
Husker teams ever, 31-30, at the Or- 
ange Bowl on Jan. 2, 1984. 

Trailing 31-17 entering the fourth 
quarter, the Huskers mounted a furi- 
ous comeback without Heisman Tro- 
phy winner Mike Rozier who left the 
game in the third with a badly bruised ankle. 

Rozier's replacement, Jeff Smith, scored on a one~yard touchdown run 
with 6:55 left in the game to trim the deficit to 31-24, 

On the Huskers’ final drive, Turner Gill completed clutch passes to 
Irving Fryar (29 yards) and Ricky Simmons (19 yards) to advance the 
Huskers into Hurricane territory. On a fourth-and-eight play from the 
Miami 24-yard line, Smith took an option pitch from Gill and scampered 
24 yards to the end zone. 

Trailing 31-30, the Huskers went for a two-point conversion attempt, 
but Ken Calhoun deflected a Gill pass intended for Smith to end the 
comeback threat. 

"This was a championship game and (Osborne) went after it like a 
champion," Miami Coach Howard Schnellenberger said. 

Nebraska trailed fourth-ranked Miami by 17 points in the first half 
before pulling within three at halftime.

Miami increased the lead to 10 points in the third when Jonathan Harris 
scored on a 44-yard pass from Frank Costa. 

The Huskers pulled within 17-9 when Dwayne Harris drilled Costa in 
the Hurricane end zone for a safety. 

Nebraska battled back to tie the game at 17 with a Cory Schlesinger |5- 
yard touchdown run and the Huskers completed a two-point conversion 
pass from Tommie Frazier to Eric Alford. 

On the Huskers’ ensuing possession, Nebraska started it's drive to the 
national title at it's own 42 with 6:28 left in the game. Ona key third-and- 
four play, Frazier scrambled 25 yards to the Miami 27. Three plays later, 
Schlesinger rumbled 14 yards up the middle for the game-winning 
touchdown.

In what was supposed to be a battle 
of the best two teams in college foot- 
ball, the Huskers hammered Florida, 
62-24, to win their second consecutive 
national title. 

Entering the contest, the Huskers 
and Gators were the nation's two only 
unbeaten teams. 

Florida jumped outtoa 10-6 advan- 
tage after the first quarter, but in the 
second, the Huskers, who had the 
nation's best offensive attack, came alive. 

Nebraska scored 29 points inthe 15-minute frame, Thirty-two seconds 
into the quarter, Lawrence Phillips began the scoring barrage with a42-yard 
run. The Husker defense contributed to the 29-point outburst on two 
occasions. Jamel Williams sacked All-America quarterback Danny Wuerffel 
fora safety and Michael Bookerreturned an errant Wuerffel pass 42 yards 
for a touchdown. Kris Brown added two field goals and Ahman Green 
scored ona one-yard run to highlight the scoring explosion. 

In the third quarter, Tommie Frazier scampered 35 yards for a 
touchdown and hada highlight reel 75-yard run where he escaped the grasp 
of eight would-be tacklers. 

Phillips scored ona 15-yard run in the fourth and Brook Berringerscored 
ona one-yard run to complete the 62-point offensive effort and deliver the 
Huskers their second straight national title. 


1998 FedEx Orange Bowl 
Nebraska 42, Tennessee 17 


In Tom Osborne's finale, the Husk- 
ers manhandled No. 3 Tennessee, 42- 
17, and earned a share of the national 
title. For the third time in four seasons, 
Nebraska earned a piece of the national 
championship. 

Although Michigan had defeated 
Washington State in the Rose Bowla | 
day earlier, the Huskers still had a 
chance to get a share of the national 
title, 

The Huskers drew first blood on a one-yard run by Ahman Green late 
in the first quarter. After Green's score, Nebraska never trailed the 
Volunteers. 

Leading 14-3 at halftime, the Huskers turned things up by scoring 21 
points in the third quarter. Quarterback Scott Frost scored on a one-yard 
carry and six minutes later, he scored from 1] yards out putting the Huskers 
ahead 28-3, Tennessee scored its first touchdown of the game to trim the 
lead to 28-9 before Green scored his second touchdown of the game ona 
22-yard run. 

Green finished the game with an Orange Bowl record 206 yards on 29 
carries. 

In the fourth, Frost added his third touchdown of the game on a nine- 
yard option keeper with 4:24 remaining. 

Following the game at the team hotel, the Huskers were informed at 2:30 
a.m, they had moved ftom second to first in the coaches poll and earned 
a share of the national title with Michigan, who finished first in the 
Associated Press poll. Nebraska edged the Wolverines by four points n 
the coaches poll to earn its third national title in four seasons and sent 
jel eboIne out as a national champion.

Rodgers, Rozier NU Heisman Winners 

Nebraska two-time All-America running back Mike Rozier outdistanced 
BYU quarterback Steve Young in the 1983 Heisman Trophy race, becoming 
the second Cornhusker to win the award. 

All-America wingback Johnny Rodgers won the 38th annual Heisman 
award in 1972, defeating Oklahoma’s Greg Pruittand teammate Rich Glover. 

The Heisman Trophy has been presented by the New York Downtown 
Athletic Clubeach year since 1935 when Jay Berwanger of the University of 
Chicago won the inaugural award given to the outstanding college football 
player in the United States as selected by more than ! 000 sportswriters and 
sportscasters across the nation. 

With Rozier winning the Heisman and Dean Steinkuhler sweeping the 
Lombardi and Outland lineman awards in 1983, Nebraska is the only school 
toeversweepall three majorhonors, and the Comhuskers have done ittwice— 
1972 with Rodgers and Rich Gloverand in 1983 with Rozierand Steinkuhler. 
Quarterback Turner Gill finished fourth in the Heisman balloting in 1983, 
while Glover finished third in 1972. 

The |-3 finish of Rodgers and Glover in the 1972 Heisman voting was the 
best teammate finish since Glenn Davis and Doc Blanchard of Army went 2-

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Will Shields is among a long list of Husker offensive line greats. Shields 
was a three-year starter and won the Outland Trophy in 1992. 


Outland Trophy, Lombardi Award 
NU Among Leaders In Both Awards 


Nebraska has won more Outlands 
(eight) than any other school and is tied for 
second in the nation in Lombardi's (four). 
The Huskers’ closest competition comes 
from Oklahoma, with four Outland and 
two Lombardi winners; Ohio State has 
five Lombardi winners; Notre Dame four 
and Texas two. 

In 1997, consensus All-America left | 
guard Aaron Taylor became NU's eighth 
Outland winner, while two-time All- 
American Grant Wistrom became the 
Huskers' first Lombardi Award winner in 
14 years. Nebraska's sweep of the awards 
was only the second time that one school had two different people win the 
respective awards in the same season. 

In the 1990s, three Huskers, Zach Wiegert, Will Shields and Aaron 
Taylor, have won the Outland Trophy, presented annually by the Football 
Writers Association of America. 

When he won the Outland in 1983, Dean Steinkuhler brought Nebraska 
the distinction of being the only school ever to win the prestigious award

the honor of being the first school ever to win back-to-back Lombardi 
Awards, presented annually by the Rotary Club of Houston. Ohio State 
has since duplicated the feat. 

Larry Jacobson was Nebraska's first Outland winner, gaining the 
honor with the 1971 national championship team. Rich Glover won the 
Outland and Lombardi in 1972, giving Nebraska the first back-to-back 
Outland sweep, a feat that would be accomplished again a decade later by 
Rimington, then Rimington and Steinkuhler. 

Two-time All-American Dave Rimington won the Outland in 1981 and 
1982 and the Lombardi in 1982. Steinkuhler, an All-America offensive 
guard, was the second consecutive Husker to sweep national honors, 
winning both the Outland and Lombardi in 1983. Consensus All-America 
guard Will Shields was the fifth Husker to win the Outland, claiming the 
honor in 1992. Since 1970, the Outland and Lombardi have been swept 
10 times, three by the Huskers. No other team can claim that honor or 
the consecutive sweep of 1982-83. 


Rush end Grant Wistrom (98) is one of four Huskers to win the Lombardi 
Award, presented to the best lineman in the country. Wistrom, a two-time 
Big 12 Defensive Player-of-the-Year, holds the Husker career record for 
tackles for loss (58.5) and is second with 26.5 career sacks.

Eleven Husker Jerseys Retired 


Following the 1949 season, the N Club 
voted to retire jersey No. 60 in honor of 
Tom "Train Wreck" Novak's stellar career 
with the Cornhuskers. Novak. the first 
Nebraska player to earn this honor, had 
been a four-time All-Big Seven choice 
and a 1949 All-American. 

Atthe 1996 Red-White Spring Game, 
Johnny Unitas Award winner Tommie 
Frazier's No. 15 jersey was added to the 
10 previous retired jerseys. 

The Nebraska trophy case has thus 
added No. 15 to the No. 60 worn by 
Novak, the No, 20 worn by Johnny 
Rodgers. the No. 79 worn by Rich Glover, the No. 50 worn by Dave 
Rimington, the No, 30 worn by Mike Rozier, the No. 71 worn by Dean 
Steinkuhler, the No. 75 worn by Larry Jacobson and Will Shields, the No. 
34 worn by Trev Alberts and the No. 72 worn by Zach Wiegert. 

Rodgers’ and Glover's jerseys were retired following the 1972 season 
after Rodgers had won the Heisman and Glover had become the first of 
three Huskers to win both the Outland and Lombardi. Rimington’s jersey 
was retired after the All-America center had won two Outland Trophies 
and the Lombardi Award, while Rozier's number was retired following 
his 1983 Heisman Trophy season, the same year Steinkuhlercollected the 
Outland and Lombardi Trophies. Three Huskers: 1971 Outland winner 
Jacobson, 1992 Outland winner Shields and 1993 Butkus winner Alberts, 
had their jerseys retired at the 1994 spring game, while Wiegert's jersey 
was retired at the 1995 spring game. The No. 98 jersey worn by Lombardi 
winner Grant Wistrom and Outland Trophy winner Aaron Taylor's No. 
67 jersey will both be retired during the 1998 season, 

All major national award winners will have their jerseys retired; 
however, the number will still be available to active Huskers. Novak's No. 
60, will remain retired as voted by the N Club.

Frazier Wins Johnny Unitas Award; Finishes Second in Heisman Trophy Voting 


Nebraska quarterback Tommie Frazier 
became the first Husker signal caller to win 
the Johnny Unitas Golden Arm Award in 
1995, given annually to the nation's top 
senior quarterback. Frazier also earned 
national offensive player-of-the-year 
honors from The Sporting News and 
finished second in the Heisman Trophy 
voting, behind Ohio State running back 
Eddie George. 

Inhis Nebraska career, Frazier posted a 
33-3 record as a starting quarterback and 
became Nebraska's all-time total offense 
leader, amassing 5,476 yards in his four- 
year career. Frazier also set NU career records for most touchdown passes 
(43), most total touchdowns (79) and most rushing touchdowns by an NU 
quarterback (36). Frazier was also a three-time bowl MVP, twice winning 
the honor in the Orange Bow! and capping his career with an MVP 
performance in the 1996 Tostitos Fiesta Bowl. 

For his accomplishments, Frazier became one of 11 Huskers to have 
their jerseys retired. His No. 15 jersey was honored to put him alongside 
an elite list of Husker greats.

Nebraska Leads the Nation 
With 13 Honorees 


The highest honorthe National Collegiate Athletic 
Association can bestow on a student-athlete is to 
honorthe student-athlete with The Top Eight Award. 
The award is based not only on outstanding athletic 
accomplishments, buton excellent academic records 
and leadership ability in community and campus 
activities. 

In 1997, the University of Nebraska had one of 
its student-athletes earn the Top Eight Award, as 
All-Americarush end Grant Wistrom was honored Grant Wistrom 
at the NCAA honors dinner. 1997 Top Eight 

Wistrom’'s selection gave the Huskers nine Top Winner 
Eight honorees in the last eight years. Two Cornhusker student-athletes 
received the award in both 1990 and 1991, the only times that a university 
had more than one student-athlete honored. Nine of Nebraska’ s Top Eight 
picks were football players, making the Husker grid program the most 
decorated in the country. 

A two-time first-team Academic All-American, Wistrom set the school 
record for tackles for loss (58.5) and was second with 26.5 career sacks. 
A two-time Big 12 Defensive 
Player of the Year, Wistrom was 
a consensus All-American and 
won NU's fourth Lombardi 
Award in 1997, Wistrom joined 
Dave Rimington (1983) and Trev 
Alberts (1994) as NFL first-round 
draft picks, as Wistrom was 
selected by the St. Louis Rams 
with the No. 6 pick. 

Off the field, Wistrom received 
postgraduate scholarships from 
the National Footbal! Foundation/ 
College Football Hall of Fame 
and the NCAA,

Nebraska Football Hall of Fame 


The Nebraska Footbal! Hall of Fame will induct 10 former Cornhusker 
standouts, including Hall of Fame Coach Tom Osborne. as well as two state 
college stars during special ceremonies in September. 

This year's inductees are led by 1997 Lombardi Award winner Grant 
Wistrom, 1997 Outland Trophy winner Aaron Taylor and Hall of Fame 
Coach Tom Osborne. Wistrom and Taylor were both two-time first-team 
All-Americans, while Osborne, who retired afterthe 1997 season, won 255 
games and three national titles over the past 25 seasons, Wistrom, Taylor, 
Osborne and Joy Berguist, a guard who played at NU from 1921-23, were 
selected by the Hall's Board of Directors, while the other eight honorees 
were elected by a vote of the membership. 

The Nebraska Football Hall of Fame is sponsored by the Nebraska 
Chapter of the National Footbal] Foundation and College Football Hall of 
Fame. The new College Football Hall of Fame opened in South Bend, Ind., 
in 1995. New Nebraska Hall of Famers will be enshrined at a special 
reception on Sept. 4, and will be introduced at the Nebraska-Alabama 
Birmingham football game on Sept. 5. 

Inaddition to honoring former players, the Nebraska Chapter wil] present 
its Clarence Swanson Memorial Award to John Payne of Kearney and its 
Lyell Bremser Special Merit Award to Dr. Raymond Peterson of Santa, 
Ana, Calif. Payne has served on the University of Nebraska Board of 
Regents since 1980, the longest stint of any regentmember, while Peterson 
has been one of the driving forces behind the success of Californians for 
Nebraska. serving as president, and helping the organization grow to more 
than 2,000 dues-paying members. 


The 1998 Inductees 

@ Joy Berguist--Berguist is the inductee from the pre-1941 era. Berguist 
was a three-year letterwinner who earned All- Missouri Valley Conference 
honors in 1922 and 1923. 

@ Dale Bradley-- Bradley earned three letters as a fullback from 1940-42 
under Coach L. McC. Jones. Bradley was an All-Big Six selection in 1941 
and was a member of NU's 1941 Rose Bowl team. 

@ JohnSedlacek-- A four-year Cornhusker letterman as atackle from 1945 
to 1948, Sedlacek earned All-Big Six honors in 1945. 

@ Mike Kennedy-- Kennedy lettered as a linebacker under Coach Bob 
Devaney from 1963 to 1965, As asenior, Kennedy served as aco-captainand 
garnered All-Big Eight recognition. 

@ Paul Rogers--The starting place-kicker on Coach Devaney's 1970 
national championship team, Rogers lettered at Nebraska from 1968 to 1970, 
earning All-Big Eight honors in 1970. 

@ DerrieNelson-- A two-time All-Big Eight selection, Derrie Nelson played 
defensive end from 1978-80. As a senior, Nelson captured Big Eight 
Defensive Player of the Year honors and was a first-team All-America. 
Neil Smith--A three-year starting defensive tackle from {985 to 1987, 
Smith earned All-America and All-Big Eight honors in 1987 and wasa first- 
round selection by the Kansas City Chiefs in 1988. 

Aaron Taylor--One of the most versatile linemen in school history, Taylor 
was a four-year letterwinner from 1994 to 1997. He was the first Husker to 
benamedan All-American at two positions, and he won the Outland Trophy 
in 1997. 

@ Grant Wistrom--The 1997 Lombardi Award winner, Wistrom was a 
three-year starter at rush end from 1995 to 1997, A two-time first-team All- 
American, he was the Big 12 Defensive Player-of-the-Y earin 1996 and 1997. 
@ Tom Osborne-- Osborne compiled a career record of 255-49-3 in 25 
seasons at Nebraska, winning three national titles (1994, 1995, 1997). He 
became the quickest collegiate coach to reach 250 wins, requiring just 25 
seasons. 

New Hall of Famers from the State College ranks include: 

@ Fred Davis--Davis was a two-year letterman at Doane College from 
1966 to 1967. He earned NAIA All-America honors at offensive tackle in 
1967. 

@ Pat Donahue--A three-year letterman at Wayne State College from 
1973 to 1976, Donahue was an NAIA All-America defensive tackle in 
1976.

Wistrom, Peter Earn First-Round Selections 

For the first time since 1991, Nebraska had two first-round selections 
in the 1998 National Football League Draft, as six Huskers were chosen, 
tying Colorado for the most of any Big 12 Conference school. Nebraska 
has had five or more players drafted every year since 1988. 

In the first round, defensive linemen Grant Wistrom and Jason Peter 
were both selected in the top 15 picks. Wistrom, adefensive end and 1997 
Lombardi Award winner, was selected by the St. Louis Rams with the sixth 
selection, while Peter, an All-America defensive tackle. was selected with 
the 14th pick by the Carolina Panthers, It was the first time that two NU 
players had been picked in the first round since Bruce Pickens and Mike 
Croel were the third and fourth picks, respectively, in the 1991 draft. 

Offensive standouts Scott Frostand Ahman Green were selected in the 
third round. Frost. one of only 10 players to rush and pass for 1.000 yards 
in a season, was the 67th overall pick by the New York Jets, while Green, 
asecond-team All-American, was chosen nine picks later with the 76th pick 
by the Seattle Seahawks, 

Day two of the draft saw a pair of Huskers selected in the seventh round. 
Outland Trophy winner and two-time All-American Aaron Taylor was 
selected by the Indianapolis Colts with the 190th pick, while strong safety 
Eric Warfield was the 216th selection by the Kansas City Chiefs. 

Huskers signing free-agent contracts included: Eric Anderson (Tampa 
Bay); Vershan Jackson (Seattle); Jeff Lake (Arizona): Fred Pollack (St. 
Louis) and Jon Zatechka (Arizona).

Nebraska’s NCAA Sellout Record 
Continues to Grow 


Nebraska’s continuing NCAA record of consecutive home sellouts 
passed the 200-mark in 1994 and reached 220 with six home sellouts in 
1997. On Homecoming, Oct. 29, 1994, againstthe University of Colorado, 
Nebraska celebrated its 200th consecutive sellout, In 1988, Nebraska set 
a single-season home attendance record by averaging 76,342 fans for six 
home games, breaking the old record average of 76,341 set in 1974. 

The string of consecutive sellouts started on Noy. 3, 1962, when 36,501 
showed up for the Homecoming contest ys. Missouri. The lastnon-sellout 
in Memorial Stadium was Oct. 20, 1962, when the Huskers and Kansas 
State drew 30,701. 

The Cornhuskers’ Memorial Stadium has a seating capacity of 72,700 
and attendance has averaged over 75.000 for the past 25 years. Nebraska 
has ranked in the top six nationally in attendance for many years. 

In the fall of 1922, a drive for $430,000 in stadium construction funds 
was undertaken by faculty, students, alumni and friends of the University 
of Nebraska. The quota was over subscribed, The Stadium was named 
Memorial Stadium to honor all Nebraskans who served in the Civil and 
Spanish-American Wars; the 75] Nebraskans who died in World War |; 
the 3,839 in World War II; the 225 in Korea; and the 422 in Vietnam. 
Construction was completed in a few more than 90 working days and 
Memorial Stadium was dedicated on Oct. 20, 1923, at the Homecoming 
game in which Nebraska was held toa scoreless tie by Kansas, Inscribed 
on the four corners of Memorial Stadium is the following: 

Southeast: "/n Commendation of the men of Nebraska who served 
and fell in the Nations Wars." 

Southwest: "Not the victory but the action; Not the goal but the game; 
In the deed the glory." 

Northwest: "Courage; Generosity; Fairness; Honor; In these are the 
true awards ef manly sport." 

Northeast: "Their Lives they held their countrys trust; They kept its 
Jaith; They died its herves." 

As part of the continuing improvement of athletic facilities at the 
University of Nebraska, two major projects were completed in 1984 and 
1985. A new artificial turf was installed in 1984.and the new million-dollar 
Hewit Center training table/study hall area was opened in March of 1985, 
underneath the West Stadium adjacent to the massive new strength 
complex, The weight room and the Hewit Center were expanded and 
remodeled in 1989. The artificial turf was replaced again in 1992. 

Here is the chronological order of Memorial Stadium expansion and 
improvement from the original 3] ,000-seat structure built in 1923: 


1946--Completion of Schulte Field House at north end of stadium 
(construction began in 1941, but was interrupted by World War II) 
1964--South end zone section installed, making the stadium a horseshoe, 
raising capacity to the 48,000 mark 

1965—Center portion of north end zone section added, raising capacity 
to more than 53,000 

1966--Both wings of the north end zone added, raising capacity to more 
than 65,000 and making Memorial Stadium into a bowl 

1967--New press box, with guest section added, providing a beautiful 
and practical press facility 

1970--Installation of AstroTurf 

1972--South end zone extended, 9,400 seats added, raising capacity to 
73,650 

1973--Athletic office building completed, housing dressing and 
training facilities for varsity football 

1977--Installation of new AstroTurf replacing the 1970 turf, and a new 
scoreboard over the north stadium 

1980-—-Completed top deck of press box for additional photo and 
visiting radio TY space 

1981--New west stadium weight room and new visitor's locker room 
in Schulte Field House

@ The Huskers are currently riding a 42-game home winning 
streak, since a 36-21 loss to Washington in 1991. In that stretch, 
Nebraska has defeated nine ranked teams and has outscored its 42 
opponents by a cumulative score of 2,061 (49.1 per game} to 574(13.7). 
Nebraska has scored 38 points or more in 34 of the 42 games inthe current 
winning streak. 


@ Nebraska's home winning streak is tied for the fifth-longest all- 
time in NCAA history. The Huskers are 16 victories from Miami's
